In  the  year  ending  June  30,  1966,  the  Christian  Church  in  North  Carolina  led  the 
Brotherhood  in  the  number  of  additions  to  the  church  by  baptism,  with  a  gain  of 
nearly  32"r  over  1965.  This  is  not  only  the  largest  percentage  gain,  but  the  largest 
numerical  gain  also.

Illinois  led  the  Brotherhood  in  the  number  of  additions  by  other  than  baptisms — 
265,  having  the  largest  total  increase  in  additions — 380. 

At  the  Raleigh  Convocation  on  January  15,  many  persons  were  startled  by  the 
projected  increase  in  membership  by  1970 — 4888  new  members,  an  average  of  1222 
additions  per  year.  This  is  a  sizable  projected  increase,  requiring  the  most  prayerful 
and  dedicated  effort  possible,  but  it  is  possible  if  we  are  willing  to  pray  hard  enough 
and  work  hard  enough  to  attain  it.  We  cannot  do  it  alone,  but  with  God's  help  all  things 
are  possible. 

At  the  General  Assembly  in  Wilson  on  Saturday,  April  22,  a  workshop  on  evangel- 
ism will  provide  help  to  ministers  and  laymen  in  their  dedicated  efforts  to  win  others 
to  Christ. 


For  The  Record 

When  And  To  Whom  Does  The  ISorth  Carolina  Council 
Of  Churches  Speak?  (a  policy  statement  of  the  Council) 

Having  addressed  ourselves  to  this  question,  it  is  the  opinion  of  your  Evaluation 
and  Long-range  Planning  Committee  that  the  N.  C.  Council  of  Churches  has  a  right 
and  a  responsibility  to  speak  and  address  itself  to  current  concerns  and  issues  in  the 
world  today  and  that  a  certain  amount  of  criticism  for  this  is  inevitable.  But  we  go  on 
to  add,  "Let's  be  criticized  for  our  position  and  not  for  ineptness  in  presenting  our 
position."  There  is  general  agreement  among  us  on  the  following  points: 

1.  The  Council  is  free  to  speak  on  any  matter. 

2.  The  Council  speaks  only  for  itself  and  therefore  what  it  says  is  not  binding  on 
its  member  churches  or  the  individual  members  of  these  churches.  Similarly,  commis- 
sions and  committees  of  the  Council  speak  only  for  themselves  and  their  statements 
are  not  binding  on  the  Council.  As  a  servant  of  the  churches  which  comprise  its 
membership,  and  speaking  in  an  advisory  capacity,  the  Council  seeks  to  find  the  will 
of  God  and  do  it. 

3.  The  Council,  its  commissions  and  committees,  shall  be  responsible  in  what 
they  say  and  do. 

Finally,  we  ask  that  a  clarification  of  our  policy  on  public  pronouncements  be 
made  through  the  Council  Bulletin,  through  the  press  and  be  included  in  information 
brochures  and  flyers  of  the  Council.

In  the  introduction  to  his  book,  The 
Coffee  House  Ministry,  John  D.  Perry, 
Jr.  says:  "In  the  early  1960's  there  was 
an  epidemic  of  resignations  from  the 
pastoral  ministry  by  young  clergymen 
who  refused  to  waste  their  time  with 
triviality  and  traditional  'churchy'  ac- 
tivities". 

If  this  action  was  taking  place  among 
young  clergymen,  1  wonder  what  the 
feeling  of  youth  is  toward  the  effective- 
ness, or  lack  of  effectiveness,  of  the 
church  to  speak  to  the  real  needs  of 
persons. 

I  believe  that  many  of  our  young  peo- 
ple are  seeking  answers  which  they  are 
not  finding  within  the  church.  The  reason 
I  say  this  is  because  the  youth  leaders  of 
North  Carolina  have  expressed  the  fol- 
lowing major  concerns. 

1.  Choosing  a  vocation. 

2.  Guidance  in  where  to  go  to  college 

and  how  to  get  into  college. 

3.  The  relationship  of  the  church  to 

social  living. 

4.  How  to  attain  adult  acceptance  and 

concern. 

5.  Acceptance  by  my  own  youth  group. 

6.  What  does  the  Bible  really  say  about 

money? 

7.  What  can  the  church  do  in  develop- 

ing youth-parent  understanding? 

8.  What  should  the  church  say  about 

sex  and  morals? 

These  young  people  are  sincere  and 
the  church  must  fulfill  its  ministry  to 
them.  I  quote,  "I  think  an  adult  that  I 
can  trust  and  whom  I  admire  can  help 
me  choose  a  vocation  and  a  college.  In 
other  areas,  also,  I  really  do  wish  I  had 
someone  to  turn  to  and  to  tell  my  prob- 
lems. As  of  now,  I  have  no  one.  At  times 
I  get  really  lonely  and  depressed,  and  an 
adult  from  the  church  could  help  me 
more  than  anything."  Another  quote  from 
one  of  the  young  persons  regarding  youth- 
parent  understanding:  "Encourage  fam- 
ily meditation,  as  well  as  individual  med- 
itation, and  urge  parents  to  show  (not 
tell)  that  they  want  to  help  with  prob- 
lems, etc." 

Maybe  our  young  people  today  do 
want  to  be  "where  the  action  is",  but 
they  also  want  the  church  and  parents 
to  help  guide  them  in  this  action.  It  must 
be  a  genuine  love  and  understanding  that 
has  developed  and  not  one  that  is  created

to  help  solve  a  problem.  What  a  tremen- 
dous potential  we  have!  Let's  use  it.

News  Of  The  Brotherhood 
ICWF  Study  Programs 

Women's  leaders  of  the  Christian  Church 
(Disciples  of  Christ),  looking  ahead  to 
1968-69  study  programs,  have  taken  steps 
to  finalize  plans  for  studies  of  what  the 
church  should  be  doing  in  the  world, 
both  at  home  and  in  Southeast  Asia. 

Eighteen  members  of  the  Advisory 
Council  of  the  International  Christian 
Women's  Fellowship  met  in  January. 

Mission  studies  for  CWF  groups  in  Dis- 
ciples congregations  in  1968-69,  will  be 
about  "New  Forms  of  Mission"  and 
"Southeast  Asia." 

Bible  study  and  general  CWF  pro- 
grams will  be  based  on  the  Book  of 
Hebrews. 

The  ICWF  Advisory  Council,  made  up 
of  women  from  various  parts  of  the 
United  States  and  Canada,  plans  pro- 
grams for  women's  groups  and  makes  ar- 
rangements for  special  events,  including 
the  CWF  Quadrennial  Assembly. 

Materials  that  will  be  written  for  gen- 
eral CWF  programs  will  help  women 
make  Christian  evaluations  of  the  youth 
revolution,  world  hunger,  new  forms  in 
evangelism  and  other  areas. 

In  "New  Forms  of  Mission,"  the  study 
will  deal  with  how  Christians  can  under- 
stand and  respond  to  new  and  strange 
appearances  in  the  world  of  God's  truth. 
The  "Southeast  Asia"  study  will  concen- 
trate on  areas  where  Protestant  churches 
are  most  active,  including  historical 
events  in  these  countries  during  the  past 
10  years. 


Increase  In  Giving 

The  Christian  Church  (Disciples  of 
Christ)  have  shown  a  "significant  in- 
crease" in  giving  and  are  well  above  the 
national  average  in  stewardship,  accords 
ing  to  a  National  Council  of  Churches  re- 
port. 

The  report  shows  the  Disciples'  giving 
record  as  $95.91  a  year  per  member,  as 
compared  with  the  average  of  $77.75 
among  the  44  reporting  denominations. 

The  Disciples'  figures  were  based  on 
the  fiscal  year  between  July  1,  1964,  and 
June  30,  1965.  The  per  capita  mark  was 
nearly  $10  above  the  figure  of  the  year 
before,  a  gain  the  NCC  termed  signifi- 
cant. 

Only  two  reporting  denominations  of  a 
million  members  or  more  had  a  larger 
per  capita  giving  figure  than  the  Dis- 
ciples. The  million-member  groups,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  Disciples,  listed  by  the  NCC 
were: 

Protestant  Episcopal,  $106.80;  Luther- 
an-Missouri Synod,  $106.66;  United  Pres- 
byterian, $95.75;  American  Lutheran, 
$86.70;  United  Church  of  Christ,  $79.31; 
Lutheran  Church  in  America;  $79.30; 
Methodist,  $61.42;  and  Southern  Baptist, 
$59.22. 

Many  smaller  bodies,  however,  were 
higher  in  giving.  The  Wesleyan  Methodist 
Church  topped  the  entire  list  with  a 
$290.48  per  capita.  The  Free  Methodists, 
who  have  headed  the  list  for  a  number  of 
years,  did  not  file  a  report.

Consultation  On  Brotherhood  Priorities 


[NDIANAPOLIS,  Ind.— Top  executives 
the   Christian    Church    (Disciples  of 
rist),  meeting  here  in  an  unprecedent- 
consultation,  cited  seven  priority  con- 
rns  for  the  next  three  years,  including 
reased  ecumenical  efforts. 
The  Disciple  leaders  called  for: 
— Re-evaluating  what  is  being  done  to 
rture  the  Church  and  financially  under- 
•ding  the  professional   leadership  and 
sential  program  "in  terms  which  will 
set  the  spiral  of  inflation." 
— Developing  "effectiveness  and  rele- 
nce"  in  Christian  witness  among  mem- 
rs  of  local  units  of  the  communion. 

Involving  individuals  and  congre- 
tions  in  a  massive  world  mission  pro- 
am,  preferably  through  ecumenical 
annels. 

Seeking  face-to-face  involvement  of 
sciples  with  the  issues  related  both  to 
tra-communion  and  ecumenical  rela- 
nships. 

— Focusing  support  on  recruitment, 
lucation  and  sustenance  of  the  ministry, 
irticularly  among  minority  groups,  with 
e  suggestion  that  a  study  be  made  into 
e  number,  size  and  location  of  Disciple- 
ipported  seminaries. 

Equipping  clergy  and  lay  leaders  for 
he  of  a  new  all-encompassing  curriculum 
[ssigned  to  provide  a  more  meaningful 
lie  for  Disciples  in  mission  and  witness. 
— Emphasizing  the  development  of  new 
lurches,  but  also  recognizing  and  en- 
)uraging  less-traditional  forms  of  min- 
ify, such  as  "house  churches." 
The  weeklong  Consultation  on  Brother- 
)od  Priorities  was  called  into  session 
/  the  Disciples'  Council  of  Agencies  due 
enormous  demands  on  funds  expected 
be  available  during  the  rest  of  this 
jcade. 

It  included  regional  and  national  agency 
recutives,  college  leaders  and  a  few 
cal  pastors  and  lay  representatives, 
residing  was  Dr.  Fred  Helsabeck,  presi- 
snt  of  Culver-Stockton  College,  Canton, 
lo.,  and  chairman  of  the  Council  of 
gencies. 

The  Consultation  suggested  to  the  fin- 
nce  commission  that  four  per  cent  of 
ceipts  be  held  back  in  the  future  to 
eet  emergency  situation,  such  as  that 
hen  missionaries  were  evacuated  from 
he  Congo. 

The  group  recommended  that  the  in- 
prim  committee  of  the  Council  of  Agen- 
|ies  rule  whether  emergencies  exist,  and 
hat  final  action  be  taken  by  the  finance 
ommission,  the  executive  committee  of 
he  Conference  of  State  and  Area  Secre- 
aries    and    Board    Chairmen,    and  the 


board  of  directors  of  the  International 
Convention  of  Christian  Churches. 

The  150  Disciples  leaders  issued  an 
"Open  Letter"  to  the  churches  in  which 
they  termed  the  setting  of  priorities  in 
thr-  face  of  great  need  a  "frustrating  and 
heart-breaking"  task.  (See  at  right) 

Noting  that  financial  giving  by  the 
churches  has  increased,  the  consultation 
said  the  needs,  nevertheless,  could  not 
be  met  with  present  resources  and  urged 
that  giving  be  raised. 

Dr.  Forrest  L.  Richeson,  pastor  of 
First  Christian  Church,  Minneapolis, 
Minn.,  and  president  of  the  International 
Convention,  summed  up  the  consultation, 
saying  the  task  was  doubly  difficult  be- 
cause the  Disciples  "have  no  ecclesiasti- 
cal authority." 

He  said  the  consultation  illustrated, 
however,  a  "hunger"  to  meet  the  world's 
needs  and  a  refusal  to  take  the  future 
for  granted. 

The  effort  showed  too  how  interdejjen- 
dent  and  inter-related  the  Disciples  are 
and  that  the  present  is  not  the  time  for 
any  church  to  be  tempted  to  go  off  on  its 
own.  Dr.  Richeson  observed. 

Much  of  the  week  was  spent  attempt- 
ing to  establish  criteria  for  judging  prior- 
ities since  the  agency  executives  had 
never  gathered  to  weigh  their  programs 
jointly  in  such  a  fashion  before.  Each 
agency  had  presented  a  listing  of  its  top 
priorities  to  the  consultation  in  advance 
— a  listing  that  filled  nearly  100  pages. 

Complaints  cropped  up  several  times 
during  the  meeting  that  the  Disciples  may 
be  supporting  too  many  seminaries. 

A  report  from  Transylvania  College, 
Lexington,  Ky.,  questioned  whether  any 
"modern  corporation  would  continue  to 
maintain  so  many  branch  plants  at  so 
great  cost."  There  are  nine  seminaries 
affiliated  with  the  Board  of  Higher  Edu- 
cation of  the  Disciples. 

Dr.  Ronald  E.  Osburn,  dean  of  Chris- 
tian Theological  Seminary,  Indianapolis, 
and  president-elect  of  the  International 
Convention,  expressed  a  similar  concern 
in  his  keynote  address  Monday  night. 

He  asked  if  the  Disciples  shouldn't 
concentrate  their  offorts  on  institutions 
that  demonstrate  excellence. 

In  his  address.  Dr.  Osborn  said  the 
church  has  clung  to  a  rural  perspective 
decades  after  a  population  shift  to  the 
city  began. 

He  asserted  that  the  church  too  often 
makes  mediocre  witness  to  a  highly- 
sophisticated  culture  that  puts  a  premium 
on  excellence. 

Our  Executive  minister,  Charles  E. 
Dietze,  served  as  one  of  the  reporters  of 
the  six  discussion  groups. 


OPEN  LETTER 

To  the  members  of  the  Christian  Church 

(Disciples  of  Christ) 

Greetings: 

In  a  world  torn  by  war,  split  by  ideo- 
logies, and  divided  into  those  who  have, 
and  are  tempted  to  trust  in  these  crea- 
tions rather  than  the  creator,  and  those 
who  have  not,  and  are  tempted  to  de- 
spair, we  rejoice  with  you  in  the  salva- 
tion which  has  been  given  us  by  God 
through  his  Son,  Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord, 
and  in  the  message  of  reconciliation 
placed  in  our  hands  as  a  portion  of  the 
body  of  Christ,  the  church.  We,  the  chair- 
men and  executives  of  your  state,  area 
and  national  agencies  and  of  your  col- 
leges and  seminaries,  and  representative 
ministers,  laymen  and  lay  women,  are 
gathered  here  in  a  Consultation  on  Broth- 
erhood Priorities  in  Indianapolis  to  con- 
sider the  overwhelming  needs  with  which 
the  world  confronts  the  church.  We  are 
here  to  try  to  establish  criteria  and 
methods  by  which  to  determine  which  of 
these  needs  demand  our  greatest  and 
most  immediate  effort.  We  do  this  in 
the  sad  knowledge  that  while  we,  as  a 
brotherhood,  have  made  increases  in  our 
giving,  our  stewardship  has  not  enabled 
us  to  meet  even  those  needs  which, 
through  our  actions  in  assemblies,  we 
have  selected  as  our  particular  responsi- 
bility within  the  world  church.  There- 
fore, from  among  the  starving,  from 
those  who  have  not  heard  the  gospel,  and 
from  among  the  other  tasks  which  the 
church  has  been  commanded  to  do  by 
its  Lord,  we  must  choose  those  which  our 
present  level  of  giving  enables  us  to  do. 
This  has  been  a  most  frustrating  and 
heart-breaking  task. 

We  have  suggested  some  possible  cri- 
teria against  which  to  judge  priorities, 
identified  general  areas  of  imperatives, 
and  outlined  suggested  methods  of  deal- 
ing with  emergencies.  But  in  the  midst 
of  this,  we  are  most  conscious  that  our 
Lord  gave  his  all,  while  we  have  given  so 
little.  We  shall  continue  to  examine  rigor- 
ously our  common  work  and  to  prune 
away  the  branches  which  bear  no  fruit, 
but  we  ask  you  to  join  with  us  in  in- 
creasing the  financial  and  personal  re- 
sources of  our  brotherhood,  that  more 
of  these  crying  needs  may  be  met  to  the 
glory  of  God  and  for  the  salvation  of  the 
world.

$800,000  Sought  In  Week 

The  Christian  Church  (Disciples  of 
Christ)  will  seek  $800,000  in  February 
during  their  annual  special  offering  for 
world  refugees,  hungry,  under-educated 
and  disaster  victims. 

The  over-and-above-giving  emphasis — 
called  the  Week  of  Compassion — involves 
a  record  goal.  Last  year  Disciples  gave 
$726,525.

Food  distribution  and  self-help  agricul- 
ture programs  make  up  a  large  portion 
of  the  need  that  is  to  be  served  in  a 
world  in  which  population  is  fast  out- 
distancing food. 

Part  of  the  funds  will  go  toward  drill- 
ing 5,000  water  wells  in  India  where 
drought  conditions  reportedly  are  so  criti- 
cal  that  villagers  have  stopped  trains

forceably  to  drink  the  water  used  in  the 
boilers. 

A  total  of  $60,000  is  destined  for  co- 
operative Christianity's  $10  million  crash 
program  of  aid  and  education  in  emerg- 
ing Africa. 

About  $25,000  will  go  to  the  refugee  pro- 
gram in  this  country,  through  which  the 
Disciples  individually  and  Church  World 
Service  of  the  National  Council  of  Church- 
es resettled  more  than  3,500  persons  last 
year,  half  of  them  Cubans. 

Clothing — 176,000  pounds  of  which  were 
shipped  abroad  by  CWS  the  first  six 
months  of  1966 — scholarships,  and  special- 
ized schools  are  among  the  other  needs 
that  would  be  served.  So  is  planned  par- 
enthood, through  which  Protestant  church- 
hope  to  deal  with  the  population  prob- 
lem.

Resolutions  For  General  Assembly  Action 

RESOLUTION  NO.  1 
Concerning  Privileged  Communications  of  Ministers 

WHEREAS,  the  Legislature  of  North  Carolina  has  recognized  the  problems  of 
privileged  communication  between  Clergymen  and  Communicants;  and 

WHEREAS,  clergy  vows  in  most  religious  bodies  deny  the  clergyman  the  freedom 
to  divulge  confidential  communications  received  in  his  professional  capacity,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  final  clause  in  the  existing  General  Statutes  of  North  Carolina, 
No.  8-53.1  (1959,  c.646;  1963,  c.200)  in  effect  negates  the  right  of  the  Clergy  to  maintain 
a  sacred  and  moral  trust;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Ministers  Association  meeting  in  Wilson, 
February  7,  8,  9,  1967,  recognized  the  need  for  privileged  communication  in  fulfilling 
the  ministry  and  maintaining  integrity  and  keeping  confidences; 

THEREFORE.  BE  IT  RESOLVED:  That  the  Annual  Assembly  of  the  Christian 
Church  (Disciples  of  Christ)  of  North  Carolina  petition  the  Legislators  of  North  Caro- 
lina to  provide  relief  by  striking  the  final  clause  of  the  General  Statutes  of  North 
Carolina  NO.  8-53.1,  which  reads:  "PROVIDED,  that  the  presiding  Judge  in  any  trial 
may  compel  such  disclosure  if  in  his  opinion  the  same  is  necessary  to  a  proper  admini- 
stration of  Justice:"  or  otherwise  clarify  the  State  Law  so  that  the  minister's  and 
communicant's  rights  to  privileged  information  may  be  protected  and  strengthened."

d.  There  shall  be  a  Commission  on  the  Ministry  in  the 
Christian  Church  (Disciples  of  Christ)  in  North 
Carolina,  composed  of  seven  members,  one  of 
whom  shall  be  the  Executive  Minister,  three  of 
whom  shall  be  ordained  ministers  and  three  of 
whom  shall  be  lay  persons. 

(1)  Each  member  of  the  Commission  shall  be 
elected  by  the  General  Assembly  to  serve  for 
a  term  of  six  years,  one  lay  person  or  one 
minister  to  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating 
Committee  for  election  each  year. 

(2)  It  shall  be  the  function  of  the  Commission  to 
license  or  recommend  to  congregations  for  or- 
dination persons  who  are  morally,  spiritually, 
and  by  education  especially  prepared  to  serve 
as  ministers  of  the  Christian  Church.  The  Or- 
der of  the  ministry  shall  be: 

(a)  The  office  or  ordained  minister,  bestowed 
by  ordination  by  the  Christian  Church  in 
North  Carolina  through  a  congregation  or 
congregations,  upon  the  recommendation 
of  the  Commission,  including  such  persons 
as  pastors,  associates,  chaplains,  minis- 
ters of  Christian  Education,  and  mission- 
aries; teachers  with  ministerial  standing; 
administrators  and  ministers  serving  the 
Christian  Church  beyond  local  congrega- 
tions and  in  ecumenical  relationships.  Or- 
dination is  for  life  and  may  be  withdrawn 
only  by  action  of  the  General  Assembly 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Com- 
mission. A  member  of  the  Commission 
shall  be  present  at  all  services  of  ordina- 
tion. 

(b)  The  office  of  commissioned  minister,  be- 
stowed by  the  Christian  Church  through 
the  Commission  and  an  appropriate  act 
of  dedication,  to  serve  a  particular  con- 
gregation or  congregations;  commission- 
ing is  for  an  indefinite  period  of  time  and 
permits  the  exercise  of  all  ministerial 
functions. 

(c)  The  office  of  licensed  minister,  bestowed 
by  license  by  the  Christian  Church  through 
the  Commission  and  an  appropriate  act  of 


dedication.  Licensing  permits  the  exercise 
of  all  ministerial  functions,  with  annual  re- 
view. Licensing  is  appropriate  for  the  fol- 
lowing: (1)  a  theological  student  who  has 
not  yet  fulfilled  all  qualifications  for  or- 
dination, but  who  may  be  authorized  to 
serve  under  supervision  in  ministerial  ca- 
pacity and  (2)  a  person  who  has  not  ful-

Church  World  Service  is  a  service  or- 
ganization of  the  National  Council  of 
Churches.  From  the  pamphlet  "The  Na- 
tional Council  of  Churches  What  it  is, 
What  it  does,"  comes  the  following  de- 
scription. "Through  Church  World  Serv- 
ice, 35  Protestant  and  Orthodox  boards 
and  agencies  provide  world-wide  aid  to 
the  needy.  CWS  sends  millions  of  pounds 
of  food,  clothing,  medicines  and  other 
relief  aid  overseas  annually.  It  rehabili- 
tates war  amputees,  runs  child  care 
centers  overseas  and  has  already  brought 
more  than  100,000  refugees  to  the  United 
States." 

In  the  year  1965  Church  World  Service 
shipped  215,093,435  pounds  of  food  over- 
seas. Many  thousands  of  pounds  of  cloth- 
ing have  been  shipped  to  specified  famine 
or  disaster  areas.  For  instance,  this 
winter  Church  World  Service  asked  for 
a  special  shipment  for  the  people  of  In- 
donesia. The  request  was  for  light  weight 
materials,  used  cotton  dresses,  underwear 
for  girls  and  women,  shirts  and  shorts 
for  boys  and  light  weight  sweaters. 
Church  World  Service  ships  clothing  all 
over  the  world,  so  that  any  good  used 
clothing  can  be  sent  to  any  one  of  about 
twenty  Collections  Centers  in  N.  C.  at  any 
time  and  they  can  be  used.  It  is  im- 
portant in  sending  the  clothes  that  they 
are  clean  and  mended  and  have  all  the 
necessary  buttons  attached.  These  clothes 
go  to  people  who  have  no  way  of  doing 
either. 

Among  the  projects  of  Church  World 
Service  is  using  new  food  commodities 
that  have  been  developed,  such  as  soy 
milk  and  "Wurld  Wheat"  which  has  been 
developed  from  bulgar  wheat  and  "can 
be  mixed  acceptably  in  rice".  Drilling 
wells  to  provide  irrigation  as  well  as 
pure  drinking  water  has  been  proposed 
in  cooperation  with  the  Indian  Govern- 
ment. Assistance  has  been  given  to  im- 
prove milk  cattle,  goats  and  poultry  in 
several  countries. 
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Catholic  and  Protestant  Churches  have 
joined  together  for  the  first  time  and 
appealed  to  the  world  for  aid  in  India, 
to  help  many  who  have  had  to  eat  up 
the  seed  rice  and  face  starvation  any- 
way. In  Hong  King  the  following  give 
aid  to  the  needy:  a  milk  station,  a  noodle 
factory;  schools  are  conducted,  meals  for 
children,  family  planning,  an  Anti  T.  B. 


Clinic  and  a  Christian  Family  Servi 
Center.  An  article  about  these  appear 
in  the  January  29  issue  of  The  Christi 
with  pictures  of  Miss  Margaret  La' 
rence.

General  Board  Acts 
On  Important  Items 

At  the  Spring  meeting  of  the  General 
Board  of  the  Christian  Church  in  North 
Carolina  on  March  10  and  11  in  Wilson, 
a  number  of  significant  actions  were 
taken.  They  are  printed  here  for  your 
information. 

Voted:  To  accept  the  recommendation 
of  the  Committee  on  Evangelism  to  have 
evangelism  as  the  major  program  empha- 
sis for  the  year  1967-68. 

Voted:  To  place  field  receipts  (for 
services  rendered  by  mem'bers  cvf  the 
staff)  in  a  savings  account  to  establish  a 
fund  to  send  the  Executive  Minister  to 
the  World  Convention  in  Australia  in  1970. 

Voted:  To  recommend  to  the  General 
Assembly  several  changes  in  the  by-laws 
relating  to  the  office  of  the  treasurer, 
the  election  of  an  assistant  treasurer, 
changing  the  name  of  the  E>epartment  of 
Promotion  to  Department  of  Stewardship, 
and  the  reestablishment  of  the  Commis- 
sion on  the  Ministry.  (See  March,  1967 
issue  of  the  North  Carolina  Christian  for 
details.) 

Voted:  To  cooperate  with  other  states 
in  the  southeast  in  planning  and  executing 
a  Southeast  Area  Lay  School  of  Theol- 
ogy. 

Voted:  To  cooperate  with  several  other 
religious  groups  in  the  inauguration  of  a 
United  Campus  Ministry  at  the  University 
of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill.  Our 
share  will  be  $1,000.00  per  year. 

Voted:  To  commend  First  Christian 
Church,  Charlotte,  for  work  being  done 
in  an  effort  to  establish  a  joint  congre- 
gation with  the  United  Church  of  Christ 
in  Charlotte. 

Voted:  That  one  of  the  Associate  Min- 
isters serve  as  an  additional  representa- 
tive of  the  Christian  Church  in  North 
Carolina  to  the  International  Convention 
(in  addition  to  the  Executive  Minister.) 

Voted:  To  go  on  record  as  encouraging

A  Growing  Stewardship 

It  is  often  said  that  in  the  fullest  meaning  of  the  term,  Christian  stewardship  is 
just  another  way  of  saying  the  Christian  life,  because  all  that  is  really  involved  in  the 
Christian  life  is  inherent  in  the  meaning  of  Christan  stewardship.  To  those  who  are 
seriously  engaged  in  the  Christian  life,  this  has  great  meaning.  But  for  those  who  are 
Christians  in  name  only,  it  has  little  or  no  meaning  at  all  because  they  think  of  stew- 
ardship only  in  terms  of  money.  To  them.  Christian  stewardship  means  a  less  painful 
way  of  saying  "church  finance."  This  is  due  not  only  to  the  fact  that  much  of  our 
teaching  about  stewardship  has  been  limited  to  emergency  appeals  for  funds  but  due 
also  to  our  lack  of  a  common  understanding  of  the  idea  as  it  is  expressed  in  the  New 
Testament.  In  Jesus'  day,  the  people  knew  something  about  the  role  of  a  steward  in 
their  common  life.  Except  for  its  religious  usage,  the  term  is  foreign  to  our  experi- 
ence today.  The  nearest  we  can  come  to  understanding  the  meaning  of  steward  in  our 
common  life  today  is  the  function  and  meaning  involved  in  the  word  trustee.  He  is  one 
who  is  entrusted  with  the  care  and  use  of  property  for  the  welfare  of  another  person  or 
persons.  A  trustee  is  one  who  holds  property  in  trust,  with  all  that  the  word  trust  in- 
volves. In  Jesus'  day,  this  was  the  function  of  a  steward.  A  steward  was  one  who  was 
entrusted  with  the  care  and  use  of  property  for  the  welfare  of  another  person  or 
persons.  Jesus,  of  course,  took  this  commonplace  term  and — as  he  often  did  with  other 
terms  in  current  usage — enlarged  the  meaning  of  it  so  that  it  had  spiritual  as  well 
as  material  implications  because  he  saw  life  as  a  whole — not  just  as  material  or  spirit- 
ual. To  him  the  material  had  spiritual  aspects,  and  the  spiritual  had  very  material 
consequences. 

Furthermore,  in  the  beginning  days  of  our  movement,  the  evangelistic  and  theo- 
logical fervor  of  our  fathers  precluded  any  appreciable  emphasis  upon  stewardship. 
To  many  of  them  and  their  converts,  salvation  was  literally  free.  (Many  of  their 
spiritual  descendants  are  still  with  us!)  A  meeting  house  of  logs  on  the  frontier  was 
the  only  capital  investment  they  had  to  be  concerned  with — at  first.  If  it  burned  down, 
the  forest  nearby  provided  the  insurance  to  rebuild — new  logs  for  a  new  church.  More 
than  enough  to  replace  the  old  building,  because  they  nearly  always  built  a  larger  one. 
They  were  good  stewards  of  what  they  had,  and  they  expressed  their  stewardship  in 
logs  and  work  in  erecting  churches  and  pews,  and  paid  the  preacher  (if  at  all — for 
many  of  them  had  other  income)  in  tobacco  and  meat  and  whiskey!  But  when  the 
woods  had  been  burned  over  with  the  fire  of  the'  gospel  they  saw  the  neew  for  preacher- 
training  schools.  And  they  had  a  hard  time  starting  them,  and  a  harder  time  keeping 
them  alive.  Scores  of  "eclectic  institutes"  were  born  and  died.  The  relatively  small 
number  of  our  colleges  which  survived  is  proof  of  the  fact  that  our  fathers  converted 
more  souls  than  they  did  purses!  I  know  there  were  many  other  factors  involved  in 
their  closing — there  were  too  many  and  there  was  a  lot  Of  over-lapping — ^but  the  fact 
remains  that  only  in  the  last  two  generations  have  we  sought  to  bring  the  full  meaning 
of  stewardship  into  the  life  of  our  people. 

If  I  thought  that  changing  terms  would  help,  I'd  be  ready  to  advocate  it.  Although 
I  do  think  that  trustee  means  more  to  us  today  than  does  steward,  I  seriously  doubt 
that  changing  our  emphasis  from  stewardship  to  trusteeship  would  make  much  dif- 
ference. 

As  I  see  it,  the  only  difference  that  will  matter  will  be  made  through  a  growing 
conception  and  a  growing  experience  of  the  Christian  life  expressed  in  all  that  Chris- 
tian stewardship  involves.  The  most  pressing  need  of  our  brotherhood  is  the  need  for 
a  growing  stewardship. 

The  only  place  to  begin  is  to  recognize  this  incontestable  fact:  God  is  the  source 
of  our  lives.  In  him  we  literally  live  and  move  and  have  our  being.  It  has  been  so 
since  the  beginning  of  time.  It  will  always  be  so.  In  the  beginning  ....  God;  in  the 
end  ....  God;  and  God  in  all  ways  and  in  all  things  in  between.  He  created  the  earth. 
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lade  possible  its  fruits,  and  in  due  season  ....  us.  He  created, 
e  sustains  life  ....  life,  your  life,  my  life  ....  all  life.  He 
ad  the  first  word,  and  he'll  have  the  last  word.  There's  no 
jscaping  that!  He  did  all  this  because  he  loves  us.  We  are  his 
reatures,  but  we  are  also  his  children.  He  has  placed  in  our 
-ust  not  only  our  own  lives  and  the  lives  of  others,  but  he  has 
•usted  us  with  a  portion  of  time;  endowed  us  with  talents,- 
iiabled  us  to  procure  possessions. 

I  When  we  view  the  workings  of  the  universe  and  see  the 
'bundance  of  the  things  which  God  has  provided  for  man's 
-elfare  and  comfort,  there  is  evidence  that  the  One  who  has 
rovided  has  done  so  with  more  than  just  the  majestic  touch  of 
creator.  The  things  which  are  provided  enable  men  who  have 
jres  to  see  to  live  nobly  and  well.  Only  a  creator  who  is  deeply 
ancerned  about  his  creation  could  have  provided  so  much  and 
)  well. 

I He  has  given  us  time,  the  very  stuff  of  which  life  is  made. 
I  is  not  isolated — this  time  alloted  to  us,  but — set  in  eternity. 
1^  Henry  David  Thoreau  once  put  it,  "lAs  if  you  could  kill 
me  without  injuring  eternity."  Because  time  is  set  in  eternity, 
hat  we  do  with  it  has  eternal  significance.  It  is  God's  tme,  out 
the  vast  reaches  of  which  he  has  alloted  us  a  portion.  We 
e  responsible  for  a  worthy  use  of  the  time  which  God  has 
ven. 

||  Likewise,  our  abilities  are  gifts  from  God,  held  only  in 
ust.  One  who  really  sees  that  glories  not  in  his  own  excel- 
nce  in  singing,  speaking,  leadership  or  other  abilities,  but 
ves  glory  to  God  who  has  made  that  excellence  possible  by 
ving  one  an  endowment  which  could  be  developed.  Add  to  that, 
is:  although  we  may  differ  in  our  abilities,  we  are  equal  in 
ir  responsibility  for  using  whatever  abilities  we  have.  And  our 
sponsibility  is  that  we  use  these  gifts  for  worthy  purposes. 

II  The  issue  is  clear-cut.  There  is  no  escaping  it. 
jWhen  a  farmer  takes  care  of  his  soil  so  that  it  will  not  be 
om  out,  he  is  being  a  good  steward  of  God's  gifts.  When  he 
jesn't,  he  isn't! 

When  a  strip  miner  fills  in  the  gullies  caused  by  mining, 
«  is  being  a  good  steward  .When  he  doesn't,  he  is  not! 

When  a  lumberman  replaces  the  trees  he  has  cut  by  planting 
!W  seedlings,  he  is  being  a  good  steward. 

When  a  gifted  singer  shares  his  music  with  others  without 
ought  of  income,  he  is  a  good  steward. 

When  one  uses  his  time  to  improve  his  mind  and  shares  his 
KWledge  with  others,  he  is  being  a  good  steward. 

When  a  lawyer  uses  his  knowledge  of  law  for  the  gaining  of 
stice  for  the  sake  of  justice,  he  is  being  a  good  steward. 

When  a  merchant  runs  a  store  as  a  service  to  his  customers, 
!  is  being  a^good  steward. 

When  a  mother  spends  her  time  making  a  home  as  livable 
id  lovable  as  possible,  she  is  being  a  good  steward. 
As  Rufus  M.  Jones  put  it: 

"The  shoemaker  who  makes  an  absolutely  honest  shoe  not 
merely  because  he  wants  his  wages,  but  still  more  because 
he  wants  the  little  unknown  child  that  is  to  wear  it  to  have 
a  solid  and  durable  shoe,  who  therefore  pegs  and  stitches 
his  own  spirit  honesty  into  his  piece  of  work — ^that  man 
has  risen  above  the  biological  scale  and  has  found  a  way 
of  living  a  life  that  has  a  touch  of  consecration  upon  it." 
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Yes,  we  have  a  stewardship,  because  life  is  so  constituted, 
was  so  created,  and  is  thus  sustained.  It's  not  an  option  that  we 
can  take  or  leave  alone.  We  already  have  it,  not  only  because  we 
are  Christians,  but  because  we  are  alive.  It  is  one  of  the  facts 
of  life.  All  the  world  is  divided  into  two  classes — not  into  those 
who  are  stewards  and  those  who  are  not,  but  all  the  world  is 
divided  into  these  two  classes:  good  stewards  and  bad  stewards. 

It  is  only  as  we  take  this  as  a  starting  point  and  begin  to 
govern  our  lives  and  our  giving  accordingly  that  we  can  begin 
to  have  a  growing  stewardship.  This  must  be  our  teaching  and 
our  practice. 

n 

The  other  side  of  the  matter  is  this:  whether  we  are  good 
stewards  or  not  is  reflected  in  our  use  of  money. 

Stewardship  is  the  practice  of  systematic  and  proportionate 
giving  of  time,  abilities  and  material  possessions  followng  the 
conviction  that  these  are  a  trust  from  God,  to  be  used  in  His 
service  for  the  benefit  of  all  mankind. 

We  have  a  peculiar  way  of  ddsliJ^ing  to  associate  money  with 
our  stewardship,  but  the  fact  remains  that  in  a  very  peculiar 
way  it  represents  all  that  stewardship  involves,  because  money 
is  the  token  by  which  we  are  rewarded  for  the  expenditure  of 
time,  abilities  and  possessions  in  procuring  it. 

No  wonder  Jesus  spoke  so  frequently  and  at  length  about  a 
person's  attitude  toward  his  possessions.  He  knows  that  posses- 
sions— money — represent  life,  and  that  part  of  human  personality 
which  has  been  expended  in  obtaining  it.  When  life  is  spent  for 
money,  money  becomes  more  than  money.  It  becom.es  life. 

In  our  kind  of  society,  money  can  be  peculiarly  expressive 
of  stewardship,  in  that  it  represents  the  use  of  time,  talents  and 
other  possessions.  When  one  gives  money  for  the  work  of  the 
kingdom  he  gives  himself. 

Since  this  is  so,  why  do  we  approach  our  church  budgets  as 
though  they  were  the  work  of  the  devil  instead  of  expressions 
of  our  dedication  to  God's  work?  (The  way  some  of  them  seem 
to  be  stuck  at  certain  levels,  perhaps  they  are  more  of  the 
former  than  of  the  latter! )  Here  are  some  of  the  usual  responses 
to  the  annual  budget: 

(1)  For  the  church  member  who  never  comes  to  church:  "A 
budget  is  just  a  more  systematic  way  of  extracting  money  from 
me." 

(2)  For  some  of  the  officers  who  call  on  members  of  the 
church  for  a  pledge:  "It's  a  chore  I'd  rather  not  have  to  do." 

(3)  For  the  average  church  member:  "It's  a  necessary 
evil." 

(4)  For  the  average  preacher  it's  addressing  more  enve- 
lopes, writing  more  letters,  and  the  heart-searching  question: 
"How  can  I  get  my  people  to  see  the  budget  as  more  than  just 
plain  dollars  and  cents?" 

A  budget  is  a  business-like  method  of  conducting  the  fin- 
ancial affairs  of  a  church.  But  it  is  more,  much  more.  There  is 
a  human  quality  about  it.  It  serves  persons.  It  not  only  heats 
buildings,  it  keeps  people  warm.  It  not  only  hwys  materials  and 
equipment;  it  thereby  aids  persons  to  learn  and  grow  in  mind 
and  in  spirit.  It  not  only  pays  the  preacher;  it  equips  him  physi- 
cally, mentally  and  spiritually  to  be  the  shepherd  of  the  flock.  It 
not  only  enables  the  treasurer  to  write  checks  for  missions,  it 
enables  us  to  share  our  faith  with  the  physically  and  spiritually 
hungry  around  the  world. 
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In  a  word,  it  serves  persons.  It  serves 
you,  your  neighbor  next  door,  on  the  next 
street,  in  the  next  town,  on  the  next  conti- 
nent. 

Has  it  ever  occurred  to  you  that  giving 
to  a  church  budget  can  literally  help  you 
to  save  your  own  soul?  Don't  take  my 
word  for  it.  Listen  to  the  Apostle  Paul: 
(II  Corinthian  9;  J.  B.  Phillips  transla- 
tion) : 

"Let  everyone  give  as  his  heart  tells 
him,  neither  grudgingly  nor  under  com- 
pulsion, for  God  loves  the  man  whose 
heart  is  in  his  gift  .  .  .  Moreover,  your 
giving  proves  the  reality  of  your  faith, 
and  that  means  that  men  thank  God 
that  you  practice  the  gospel  that  you 
profess  to  believe  in,  as  well  as  for 
the  actual  gifts  you  make  to  them  and 
to  others  .  .  .  Thank  God,  then,  for  His 
indescribable  generosity  to  you!" 
Do  you  see  now  why  I  said  that  the 
most  pressing  need  of  our  brotherhood  is 
the   need  for  a  growing  stewardship? 
We  have  robbed  ourselves,  God  and  our 
brotherhood  causes  long  enough,  I'm  get- 
ting tired  of  emergencyitis  as  a  substitute 
for  stewardship  in  the  philosophy  of  our 
people.  Aren't  you? 

In  the  dictionary  of  faith.  Christian 
means  steward,  and  Christian  living 
means  Christian  giving — of  self,,  of  time, 
of  ability,  of  money  for  the  kingdom  of 
God.  Let  us  grow  in  our  stewardship, 
beginning  with  ourselves  and  our 
churches!

It  can  be 
a  vital  experience  but  for  this  to  take  place,  leaders  must  understand  the  purpose  o| 
conference.  i 

"It  is  the  purpose  of  conference  to  contribute  to  the  fulfillment  of  the  objective 
of  Christian  education  by  helping  adult  and  youth  conferences  increase  their  aware^j 
ness  and  acceptance  of  personal  relationship  and  responsibility  to  God  through  the 
church,  locally  and  universally,  in  a  guided  experience  of  several  days'  duration. 

"Conference  is  one  experience  through  which  persons  can  respond  to  God  in  Christ 
and  move  toward  fulfilling  the  objective  of  Christian  education.  This  means  (I)  thall 
the  overall  objective  for  conference  is  the  objective  of  Christian  education,  but  (2)  thai 
as  a  specific  opportunity,  there  is  a  definite,  clearly  defined  purpose  for  conferena 
within  Christian  education's  objective.  I 

"Here,  two  observances  must  be  made.  First,  there  is  an  overall  purpose  foi 
conference  on  which  all  church  youth  conferences  are  built,  within  which  each  confer| 
ence  should  work  out  its  own  statement  of  purpose.  Second,  conference  means  manj^^pj,| 
things  to  many  people.  Youth,  parents,  ministers,  teachers  and  counselors,  state  anc^j^. 
area  planning  committees  and  staffs  all  have  individual  understandings  of  the  purposf  .  * 
of  conference  and  its  relation  to  their  needs,  hopes,  and  responsibilites.  These  shoulc^^^^i^' 
be  unified  through  coming  to  a  common  understanding  of  the  overall  conference  pur^ 
pose,  and  a  loving  endeavor  to  understand  and  serve  each  other. 

"Let  us  then  affirm  three  things  about  conference: 

"1.  Conference  is  to  be  part  of  the  ongoing  process  of  the  realization  of  the  ob 
jective  of  Christian  education.  |  ^ 

"2.  Confereiice  is  an  experience  in  which  the  motivational  power  of  youth  anc 
adults  may  be  tapped  or  released  in  order  that  they  might  become  aware  of  and  ac  Iter 
cept  a  personal  responsibility  to  God  in  the  church. 

"3.  Conference  is  to  provide  the  person-time-place  situation  in  which  youth  amtafj 
adults  can  be  the  Christian  community — an  experience  out  of  which  the  conferenoail'i 
purpose  may  be  realized.  ||iiet 

"Each  conference  faculty  needs  to  commit  itself  to  this  purpose,  and  to  checl+p 
its  planning  against  the  following  three  tests,  or  "ifs." 

"The  first  "if."  Conference  can  be  an  experience  in  which  persons  develop  a  close 
relation  to  God,  manifesting  his  spirit  in  their  relations  with  others  ...  if  it  is  aiife 
experience  in  which  the  church  becomes  manifest  in  the  midst  of  the  youth  and  adultsuiji. 
These  things  will  help.  The  context  in  which  the  conference  takes  place  is  Christian.  IfUij] 
is  a  church  conference.  Its  youth  and  adults  are  already  responding  to  God's  cal 
through  Christ  and  learning  about  the  Christian  way  of  life.  Their  broad  range  o . 
interests  and  problems  usually  stem  from  their  relation  with  God,  with  other  me 
and  with  nature  and  history.  These  interests  easily  lead  them,  in  conference,  to  .^^ 
consideration  of  each  person's  total  field  of  relationships  as  seen  in  light  of  the  gospel))^ 
Then,  conference  will  be  conducted  through  processes  which  recognize  the  integrity  o 
each  person  as  conference  seeks  to  involve  him  in  the  working,  worshiping,  witnessin' 
experiences  of  the  conference. 

"The  second  "if."  Conference  can  be  an  experience  in  which  persons  develop  i 
closer  relation  to  God,  manifesting  his  spirit  in  their  relations  with  others  ...  if,  at 
the  end  of  the  week,  the  youth  and  adults  emerge  more  acutely  aware  of  their  persona 
relationships  to  and  responsibilities  in  the  church.  All  conferees  should  better  under 
stand  the  church  of  Jesus  Christ  as  a  powerful,  historical  worldwide  movement  thai 
seeks  to  be  the  voice  of  God  in  every  corner  of  the  globe.  Conference  should  be  a| 
experience  which  educates  and  motivates  youth  to  responsibl  participation  in  thf 
church. 

"The  third  "if."  Finally,  conference  can  be  an  experience  in  which  persons  develo 
a  closer  relation  to  God,  manifesting  his  spirit  in  their  relations  with  others  ...  if 
is  related  to  the  church  and  does  not  become  an  isolated  group  of  misty-eyed  yout 
acting  as  if  they  were  members  of  some  mysterious  cult,  complete  with  mystic  rite 
and  rituals.  The  conference  will  be  related  to  the  church  and  its  objective  if  its  pr( 
gram  has  enabled  youth  to  be  confronted  by  the  reality  of  God,  and  if  there  has  bee 
opportunity  for  them  to  respond.  In  conference  youth  may  better  know  who  they  are  i 
persons.  Some  may  grow  as  sons  of  God.  Some  may  more  nearly  be  living  in  the  spir 
of  God  in  their  relationships  with  strangers,  friends,  and  family.  Some  may  ha\ 
discovered  the  meaning  of  Christian  hope  in  this  age  of  dispair.  Some  may  have  di 
covered  or  fulfilled  some  aspect  of  the  personal  discipleship  they  hold  in  common  wi( 
others.  These 'will  not  be  easy  accomplishments.  There  will  be  shallow  responses  ( 
faith,  and  deep  responses.  But  the  responses  will  indicate  a  measure  of  the  achievi 
ment  of  the  purpose,  which  restated,  is  that  the  objective  of  Christian  education  I 
realized  or  incarnated  in  the  lives  of  youth  and  adults."

Dear  Fellow  Christian: 

This  letter  is  an  introduction  to  an  organization  on  our  canipus  in  which  we  are 
proud  to  participate.  The  Christian  Service  Workshop  is  composed  of  all  religion  majors 
and  ministerial  students  attending  Atlantic  Christian  College.  Several  denominations 
are  represented  in  this  group,  including  Christiem  (Disciples  of  Christ),  Methodist, 
Episcopal,  Presbyterian  (U.S.),  Southern  Baptist,  Free  Will  Baptist,  and  Moravian. 
The  Workshop  is  designed  to  provide  a  type  of  orientation,  fellowship,  and  practical  ex- 
perience not  obtainable  in  merely  academic  studies. 

The  members  of  this  organization  have  become  quite  concerned  during  the  past 
year  in  regard  to  statements  made  by  many  prominent  Christian  leaders,  ministers, 
and  laymen  supporting  the  conflict  in  Viet  Nam  on  the  basis  of  the  Christian  faith. 
Enclosed  is  a  resolution  unanimously  approved  by  the  members  of  Workshop  criticis- 
ing this  use  of  Christianity.

Above  all  things,  we  hope  that  Christians  will  cease  to  confuse  the  values  of  a 
nation  or  political  system  with  the  ultimate  values  of  the  Christian  faith.

RESOLUTION  ON  THE  CONDUCT  OF  CHRISTIANS  IN  TIME  OF  WAR 

We,  the  members  of  the  Christian  Service  Workshop  of  Atlantic  Christian  College 
enter  the  following  statement  in  the  interest  of  clarity  and  conscience  in  a  complex 
and  contradictory  world  situation. 

WHEREAS  we  have  observed  the  frequent  public  statements  made  by  laymen 
and  professional  clergymen  supporting  the  current  hostilities  in  Southeast  Asia  on 
the  basis  of  defending  the  Christian  faith, 

WHEREAS  we  have  heard  the  Bible  quoted  as  an  authoritative  basis  for  the 
legalized  murder  of  warfare,  and, 

WHEREAS  we  have  noted  the  tendency  to  equate  the  existing  political  systems 
with  Christianity  and  the  sanctioning  of  the  idea  that  "might  makes  right;" 

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  Christian  Service  Workshop  of  Atlantic 
Christian  College  meeting  in  Wilson,  North  Carolina,  February  1€,  1967,  does  hereby 
enter  a  plea  that  Christians,  whether  laity  or  clergy,  cease  attempting  to  justify  war- 
fare on  the  basis  of  the  arguments  stated  above, 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  this  Workshop  become  aware  and  desire  that 
all  persons  be  aware  of  the  reality  that  warfare  can  no  longer  be  considered  a  "holy 
crusade"  in  an  age  of  thermo-nuclear  weaponry, 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  this  Workshop  become  aware  and  desire  that 
all  persons  be  aware  that  no  nation  nor  any  of  its  citizens  can  remain  totally  innocent

INDIANAPOLIS,  Ind. — Seventeen  Negro  ministers  from  four  states  met  here  April 
5-7,  to  learn  how  the  national  agencies  of  the  Christian  Churches  (Disciples  of  Christ) 
can  be  of  help  to  them  in  their  pastorates. 

Thomas  E.  Wood,  director  of  the  first  Brotherhood  Orientation  Seminar,  said  its 
purpose  was  to  give  ministers  "a  sense  of  being  part  of  the  Christian  Church."

Timetable  For  Restructure 

INDIANAPOLIS,  Ind.— A  step-by-step 
procedure  and  timetable  for  acting  on  a 
"provisional  design"  for  restructuring 
the  Christian  Churches  (Disciples  of 
Cl-.rist)  will  be  recommended  this  sum- 
mer to  the  commission  guiding  the  re- 
organization. 

Drafted  this  week  by  the  Central  Com- 
mittee of  the  Commission  on  Brotherhood 
Restructure  of  the  International  Conven- 
tion of .  Christian  Churches,  the  proposal 
will  be  considered  by  the  full  commis- 
sion in  its  meeting,  July  3-7,  in  St.  Louis, 
Mo. 

The  proposed  procedure  includes  four 
carefully-defined  steps — recommendation, 
approval,  adoption  and  implementation— 
in  that  order. 

Action  on  "A  Provisional  Design  for 
the  Christian  Church  (Disciples  of 
Christ)"  would  start  at  the  1967  assembly 
of  the  International  Convention  in  St. 
Louis,  October  13-18,  if  the  assembly 
passed  a  resolution  declaring  "its  readi- 
ness and  desire  to  vote"  on  the  docu- 
ment. 

The  four  steps  would  follow: 

1.  Recommendation — ^If  the  St.  Louis 
assemibly  were  ready  to  vote  on  the  is- 
sue, it  would  consider  a  resolution  rec- 
cmending  the  design  document  "as  the 
basis  for  provisionally  constituting  the 
Christian  Church  (Disciples  of  Christ) 
and  as  Articles  of  Agreement  for  "in- 
terim administration"  of  the  church, 
subject  to  the  specified  next  steps. 

2.  Approval.  —  The  resolution  recom- 
mending the  "provisional  design"  would 
direct  that  the  document  be  submitted  to 
church  organizations  "for  approval," 
hopefully  during  the  year  leading  up  to 
the  1968  assembly.  Congregations  would 
be  asked  to  prepare  their  representatives 
to  vote  on  the  design  wherever  it  came 
up  for  action. 

A  specified  number  of  Disciples  or- 
ganizations including  two-thirds  of  the 
state  and  area  associations  would  need 
to  give  their  approval,  but  not  neces- 
sarily before  moving  on  to  the  next  step. 

3.  Adoption. — The  "provisional  design" 
would  be  presented  to  the  1968  assembly 
in  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  for  adoption  on  the 
first  full  day  of  business,  September  28. 


Congregations,  state  and  area  associa- 
tions agencies  and  institutions  could  of- 
fer amendments  at  least  120  days  prior 
to  the  opening  of  the  assembly. 

4.  Implementation. — ^When  the  design 
was  adopted  and  when  the  necessary 
number  of  organizations  had  given  their 
approval,  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
International  Convention  would  call  the 
first  Provisional  General  Assembly  of 
the  emerging  new  church  structure.  Con- 
ceivably, that  assembly  could  begin  as

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At  the  September,  1966,  meeting  of  the  General  Board,  it  was  voted  to  pay  off  the 
remainder  of  the  indebtedness  on  the  state  office  building  out  of  general  funds  in  order 
to  save  6%  interest.  This  action  was  tztken  for  two  other  reasons:  1)  this  is  the  last 
year  we  will  have  the  office  building  in  our  budget  and  2)  we  had  a  substantial  balance 
in  our  general  fund  at  the  end  of  1965-66  due  to  increased  receipts.  It  was  agreed  that 
the  amount  paid  on  the  balance  of  the  office  building  loan  would  be  replaced  by  capital 
gifts  for  the  office  building  during  the  year.  To  date,  income  for  the  office  building  is 
$2,488.66  short  of  repaying  the  general  fund. 

During  the  current  year  we  have  made  many  improvements  at  Camp  Caroline. 
We  built  an  addition  to  one  of  the  cabins,  purchased  100  polyfoam  mattresses  and 
made  other  improvements  to  meet  health  standards.  To  date,  we  have  overspent  our 
Camp  Caroline  budget  by  $2,652.99  in  order  to  have  the  camp  in  the  best  possible  con- 
dition for  the  coming  summer  program. 

Thus,  the  amount  owed  to  the  general  fund  from  the  office  building  account  and 
the  Camp  Caroline  account  is  $5,141.65.  The  only  way  this  can  be  balanced  will  be  by 
individual,  district  and  church  contributions,  (composite  capital)  by  June  30,  1967.  In- 
come for  capital  purposes  from  churches  has  slackened  somewhat,  and  we  trust  that 
there  will  be  sufficient  increases  by  June  30  to  balance  the  general  fund. 


'New  Planning  Commission  Formed  For  Raleigh-Durham 

A  Christian  Church  Planning  Commission  for  the  Raleigh-Durham  area  was  or- 
ganized at  St.  Paul's  Church,  Raleigh,  on  May  3.  The  purpose  of  the  commission  is  to 
work  with  the  state  Commission  on  Church  Establishment  and  Development  to  plan 
and  develop  new  Christian  Churches  in  this  rapidly  growing  area. 

T.  J.  Youngblood,  minister  of  Hillyer  Memorial  Christian  Church,  Raleigh,  was 
elected  chairman  and  M.  Dana  Hunt,  minister  of  the  First  Christijm  Church,  Durham, 
was  elected  vice  chairman.  Forrest  Cannady,  layman  of  Cary,  was  named  secretary. 

The  commission  is  the  result  of  recent  consultations  with  representatives  of  all  of 
the  congregations  in  Wake  and  Durham  urban  areas,  the  executive  minister  of  the 
Christian  Church  in  North  Carolina  and  Mr.  Lonnie  Hass,  Director  of  Church  Estab- 
lishment of  the  United  Christian  Missionary  Society,  Indianapolis,  Indiana. 

At  the  May  3  meeting  the  commission  appointed  three  site  selection  committees 
representing  three  areas:  Cary:  Paul  H.  Brown,  William  E.  Clark,  David  Bush,  For-

Wheel  Chair  Does  ISot 
Deter  Young  Minister 

The  prospect  of  spending  his  life  in  a 
wheel  chair  has  never  deterred  George 
Perrine,  25-year  old  senior  at  Lexington 
Theological  Seminary,  from  preparing 
himself  for  the  Christian  ministry. 

When  George  was  a  junior  at  Transyl- 
vania College  he  fell  20  feet  into  a  creek 
bed  while  on  an  outing  with  fellow  mem- 
bers of  Lampas,  a  college  honor  society. 
The  fall  broke  his  back. 

Six  long  weeks  were  spent  at  Good 
Samaritan  Hospital  and  then  six  more 
weeks  at  his  home  in  Pewee  Valley,  Ken- 
tucky. He  then  entered  the  Rehabilitation 
Center  in  Louisville  where  it  was  deter- 
mined that  an  irreparable  nerve  injury 
would  never  let  him  walk  again. 

George  is  sometimes  asked  if  his  de-  j 
cision  to  become  a  minister  came  after  , 
the  tragedy  of  his  fall.  But  it  was  during 
his  sophomore  year  at   Eastern  High 
School  in  Middletown  that  he  had  set  his  ' 
heart  on  such  a  calling.  1 

Losing  only  two  quarter-terms  of  col-  ,i 
lege  time  after  the  accident,  the  young  j 
student  finished  his  pre-theology  course  j; 
with  a  major  in  English  and  was  grad- 
uated with  distinction  in  1964. 

It  was  during  the  summer  following  r 
his  graduation  from  college  that  he  went  f 
through  a  period  of  despondency  that  he  ) 
calls  a  humbling  experience.  His  religious  j 
faith  helped  him,  he  said,  but  it  had  to  | 
grow  from  a  theoretical  faith  to  one  in  i 
which  practical  application  was  the  real ; 
measure  of  it.  "You  reach  a  psychological  f 
breaking  point  when  you  realize  you  f 
must  lean  on  a  divine  strength  rather  \ 
than  your  own."  f 

He  is  grateful  to  his  friends  and  his  { 
family  who  encouraged  him  during  this  i 
period.  George's  father  is  a  surgeon  in 
Middletown  and  his  mother  is  head  of  ' 
nurses  at  Central  State  Hospital  in  Lake- 
land. } 

George  spent  most  of  the  summer,  fol-t 
lowing  his  graduation,  in  Peoria,  Illinois,, 
at  a  rehabilitation  center  where  he  was 
fitted  with  leg  braces  that  enabled  him; 
to  stand.  When  he  entered  Lexington! 
Theological  Seminary  that  fall  he  lived 
with  a  fellow  seminarian  who  assisted 
him  with  the  tedious  task  of  ascending 
and  descending  steps  of  the  seminary 
buildings. 

George's  great  desire  is  to  go  into  the 
pastoral  ministry.  He  is  able  to  drive  a 
specially  fitted  car  and  presently  serves 
as  a  student  minister  of  Buckner  Chris-j 
tian  Church  in  Oldham  county  to  whichj 
he  drives  each  Sunday  morning.

which  is  easily  accessible  and  from  which 
he  preaches  in  his  wheel  chair.  Deacons 
and  elders  of  the  church  help  him  in  and 
out  of  the  church  and  go  with  him  on 
Sunday  afternoon  calls.  He  hopes  to  find 
a  church  after  his  graduation  from  the 
seminary  that  has  the  physical  advantage 
of  being  constructed  on  one  level.  He 
also  hopes  that  he  can  find  a  congrega- 
tion willing  to  take  a  minister  with  a 
handicap  such  as  his.  Laymen  of  such  a 
church  would  have  to  help  with  calling 
and  he  believes  he  could  conduct  pastor- 
al counseling  from  his  office  in  the 
church. 

Since  George  enjoys  writing,  a  second 
desire  of  his  is  to  write  for  religious  pub- 
lications. As  the  pastor  of  a  church  he 
feels  that  the  grass  roors  experience 
would  enable  him  to  write  realistically 
for  a  Sunday  School  curriculum.  A  great 
uncle  of  his  was  Ambrose  Bierce,  the 
short-story  writer,  and  George,  whose 
middle  name  is  Bierce,  would  also  like 
to  try  his  hand  at  fiction.  He  likes  short- 
story  writing  and  has  had  poetry  pub- 
lished in  "Vision",  a  Christian  Church 
publication. 

He  is  editor  of  "The  Seminaire,"  a 
student  publication  of  Lexington  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  which  is  published  bi- 
weekly and  serves  as  a  platform  for 
student  opinions  as  well  as  an  outlet  for 
theological  discussion. 

George  is  married  to  the  former  Jane 
Myers,  whom  he  met  while  she  was  a 
student  at  the  seminary.  Jane  is  from 
Kansas  City,  Missouri,  and  is  the  daugh- 
ter of  a  doctor. 

Anyone  who  talks  with  this  young  man 
senses  the  faith  that  is  his.  George  knows 
that  he  may  appear  as  a  symbol  of  what 
faith  can  overcome.  He  jokingly  says  that 
he  wouldn't  recommend  his  tragic  acci- 
dent as  a  way  to  achieve  empathy  with 
troubled  persons,  but  he  is  aware  that 
he  has  this  empathy  and  is  thankful  for 
it.  He  says  he  realizes,  too,  that  there 
is  the  danger  of  spiritual  pride  and  that 
he  is  always  conscious  of  the  temptation 
of  it. 

Periods  of  discouragement  will  natur- 
ally come  to  him,  he  believes,  but  he  is 
grateful  that  the  pursuits  he  has  chosen 
can  be  followed  from  life  in  a  wheel 
chair.

First  Representative 
Assembly  at  St.  Louis 

ST.  LOUIS,  Mo.— For  the  Christian 
Churches  (Disciples  of  Christ),  the  1967 
assembly  of  their  International  Conven- 
tion here,  October  13-18,  could  be  the 
most  historic  of  seven  held  in  the  "Gate- 
way to  the  West." 

And  the  top  business  item  will  be  a 
"provisional  design"  for  restructuring  the 
brotherhood. 

These  are  two  reasons  the  as.sembly  is 
being  billed  as  the  Disciples'  "Gateway 
to  the  Future." 

Records  of  the  six  previous  gatherings 
here— 1877,  1884,  1904,  1920,  1941  and 
1958 — trace  the  Christian  Churches'  deve- 
lopment from  a  small  loosely-structured 
movement  into  a  major  Protestant  com- 
munion. 

In  1877,  only  28  years  after  the  Disciples' 
first  general  convention,  the  week  of  meet- 
ings actually  was  a  series  of  conventions 
of   separate  organizations — the  General 
(Continued  on  Page  12)

Christian    Missionary    Convention,  the 
Christian  Women's  Board  of  Missions  and 
the  Sunday  School  Convention. 

The  organizations  continued  to  meet 
in  tandem  annually  until  the  trend  to- 
ward unification  began  early  in  the  20th 
Century. 

Reflecting  cohesiveness,  the  General 
Christian  Missionary  Convention  created 
a  standing  committee  in  1884  to  oversee 
publication  of  a  "Year  Book"  containing 
information  about  all  missionary  associa- 
tions and  colleges,  statistics  on  congre- 
gations and  a  directory  of  ministers. 

In  1904,  the  year  o*  the  St.  Louis 
World's  Fair,  the  societies  and  board  re- 
ported impressive  growth  of  their  work 
in  America  and  abroad.  The  Foreign 
Christian  Missionary  Society,  for  example, 
had  17  new  missionaries — "the  largest 
number  that  has  ever  been  sent  out  in 
one  year" — in  China,  Cuba,  India,  Japan 
and  Norway. 

The  present  International  Convention, 
which  replaced  the  annual  string  of  end- 
to-end  conventions,  was  developed  in  the 
mid-teens  of  this  century  in  response  to 
popular  demands  for  unification. 

Organization  of  the  United  Christian 
Missionary  Society — as  its  name  sug- 
gests, a  union  of  previously  separate 
boards — was  completed  in  the  1920  as- 
sembly. That  reorganization,  voted  the 
year  before,  was  the  most  extensive  up 
to  that  time,  embracing  six  agencies. 

Before  the  convention  returned  to  St. 
Louis  21  years  later.  Unified  Promotion, 
the  Disciples'  "family  budget"  for  world 
outreach  causes,  had  been  formed.  And 
the  1941  assembly  OK'd  the  "Emergency 
Million"  effort  by  Unified  Promotion  "to 
raise  $1,000,000  over  and  above  the  regu- 
lar giving  to  agencies." 

That  brotherhood-wide  program  inau- 
gurated a  new  era  of  cooperation  in  plan- 
ning and  action.  It  led  into  the  "Crusade 
for  a  Christian  World"  of  the  late  Forties, 
the  "LongnRange  Program"  of  the  Fif- 
ties. 

Christian  unity  was  the  emphasis  of 
the  1958  St.  Louis  assembly.  One  of  its 


resolutions  anticipated  the  church  union 
conversations  in  which  the  Disciples  were 
to  become  involved  in  the  next  decade. 

Although  the  matter  or  reorganization 
was  not  on  the  agenda,  the  assembly 
heard  that  the  convention's  Board  of 
Directors  had  named  a  committee  "to 
study  restructuring  of  the  Disciples  of 


Christ." 

Two  years  later  an  International  Co 
vention  assembly  authorized  formatii 
of  a  Commission  on  Brotherhood  Restru' 
ture.  A  "provisional  design"  produo; 
by  the  commission  is  being  studied  by  tlf 
brotherhood  now  and  will  be  on  the  dc 
ket  of  the  1967  assembly.

Bon  Air  Sells  Building; 
Plans  to  Build  New  Church 

The  Bon  Air  Christian  congregation  of 
Winston-Salem  concluded  services  in  its 
church  home  at  3002  Bon  Air  Avenue  on 
Sunday,  May  27. 

The  congregation  began  temporary 
worship  at  the  Glade  Street  YWCA  on 
Sunday,  June  4,  holding  church  school  at 
9  a.  m.  and  worship  at  10  a.  m. 

The  congregation  has  sold  its  half- 
acre  site,  including  a  brick  sanctuary  and 
three-level  church  school  facilities  and  a 
small  rental  house  to  the  Moravian 
Church,  South,  for  $80,000.00 

The  church  plant  will  become  the  new 
home  of  St.  Philip's  Moravian,  which  is 
moving  from  its  site  in  Happy  Hills.  A 
move  was  necessitated  by  this  congrega- 
tion because  of  the  extension  of  the 
North-South  Expressway,  which  will  cut 
through  the  church  property. 

The  Bon  Air  congregation  has  pur- 
chased over  nine  acres  off  Polo  Road  at 
Delmonte  Avenue  and  Yellowstone  Lane 
for  the  future  relocation  of  the  church 
home. 

Bon  Air's  next  constructed  home  will 
be  its  third.  The  congregation  began  as 
Patterson  Christian  Church  meeting  at 
North  Patterson  Avenue  and  12th  Street 
for  21  years.  It  became  Bon  Air  when  it 
moved  to  the  Bon  Air  community  in  1950. 
Its  next  church  home  will  also  necessitate 
another  change  in  the  church's  name. 

This  also  will  be  the  third  move  for  St. 
Philip's.  Its  original  site,  still  standing, 
is  on  South  Church  Street.  The  second 
home  is  at  Wood  Street.  The  move  from 
this  location  has  not  been  definitely  set.

The  First  Christian  Church  of  Farmville  is  a  cooperative  church  and  is  always 
anxious  to  be  a  part  of  the  total  program  of  the  state,  and  also  of  the  entire  Brother- 
hood  but  the  "bomb"  hit!  As  one  phase  of  the  "ONE  CHURCH  IN  MISSION 

AND  MINISTRY,"  it  was  suggested  that  a  statewide  EMC  (Every  Member  Commit- 
ment) program  be  held:  but  since  such  a  program  had  not  been  tried  in  the  Farmville 
First  Christian  Church,  there  was  (and  had  been  for  many  years)  apprehension  about 
it  inasmuch  as  "some  people  might  be  offended."  But,  since  we  are  anxious  to  be  a 
total  part  of  the  state  program,  the  congregation  (at  a  Fellowship  Supper)  voted  to 
enter  the  EMC  still  treading  lightly,  with  some  reservations. 

Plans  were  started,  personnel  selected,  and  training  sessions  attended,  and  we  were 
off!  Plans  proceeded  according  to  the  EMC  Manuel  very  well  with  some  changes  and 
adaptations.  Most  all  the  plans  were  carried  out  effectively:  the  EMC  Dinner,  the 
training  session,  the  preparation  of  the  EMC  packets  for  each  home,  and  the  actual 
calling  on  church  members. 

Time  after  time,  it  had  been  stressed  that  this  was  not  "a  financial  campaign  or  a 
fund  raising  scheme" — it  was  a  commitment  program,  but  in  all  of  the  materials  there 
was  little  indication  of  its  being  a  total  commitment  emphasis:  the  only  commitment 
card  available  was  one  for  "financial  commitment"  to  the  church.  As  a  spur  of  the 
moment  idea,  the  minister  came  upon  the  idea  of  a  "self  commitment"  sheet.  That  is, 
let's  get  each  person  to  commit  themselves  before  mentioning  the  financial  commitment. 
When  a  person's  interest  is  stirred  and  he  commits  his  time,  talents,  thinking  and 
interests  to  Christ  and  His  Church,  the  financial  commitment  takes  on  deeper  meaning 
and  comes  naturally.  Therefore  the  following  "interest  finder"  or  "self-commitment" 
form  was  included  in  the  EMC  Packet,  and  each  "visitor"  used  this  as  the  initial  ap- 
proach: 

MY  CHRISTIAN  COMMITMENT 

Recognizing  that  Christian  Commitment  is  more  than  stewardship  of  money:  it 
being  the  sum  total  of  the  person,  including  time,  talents,  interest,  thinking  and  money 
....  I  will  commit  myself  to  the  RENEWAL  OF  THE  CHURCH,  that  it  might  grow 
and  become  more  effective  in  this  community  and  throughout  the  world.

CMF  Advisory  Commission

LEXINGTON,  Ky. — Two  historic  shrines  of  the  Christian  Churches  (Disciples  of 
Christ) — Transylvania  College  here  and  the  Cane  Ridge  Meeting  House  near  Paris — 
will  house  this  year's  meeting  of  nearly  80  laymen  and  ministers  from  38  states  who 
guide  policy  for  Disciples  men's  work.

A  summa  cum  laude  graduate  stands  out  at  any  college  commencement,  but  when 
the  student  is  a  widow,  has  three  children,  and  held  down  a  full  time  job  while  pursuing 
her  education,  the  academic  spotlight  is  bound  to  linger. 

Such  a  student  is  Mrs.  Gertrude  B.  Anderson  of  Anderson  Apts.,  503  W.  Vance  St., 
Wilson. 

Mrs.  Anderson  was  the  only  summa  cum  laude  graduate  at  Atlantic  Christian's 
65th  Commencement  held  May  28.  She  also  received  the  Scholarship  Award,  presented 
annually  to  the  student  with  the  highest  four-year  scholarship  record. 

Watching  pi^oudly  as  Mrs.  Anderson  was  awarded  the  B.S.  degree  in  business 
administration  were  her  three  children — 18-year-old  twins,  Kent  Thomas  and  Katherine 
Alberta,  and  13-year-old  Sally  Rose. 

Two  days  later  it  was  Mrs.  Anderson's  turn  to  watch.  The  twins  were  among  the 
graduates  at  Fike  High  School  in  Wilson.  Still  a  student  at  Coon  Junior  High  School, 
Sally  Rose  will  have  to  wait  a  few  more  years  for  her  big  moment. 

What  prompted  Mrs.  Anderson  to  pursue  for  seven  years  the  goal  of  a  college 
degree? 

She  said  the  effort  was  a  response  to  a  challenge  from  the  Rev.  Roger  J.  West- 
moreland, then  chaplain  at  Eastern  North  Carolina  Sanatorium  and  an  adjunct  profes- 
sor at  Atlantic  Christian. 

In  1960,  Mrs.  Anderson  was  among  Mr.  Westmoreland's  students  in  psychology. 
She  recalled  discussing  with  him  the  question  of  attempting  to  obtain  a  degree. 

"At  the  time,  he  said  he  thought  it  was  too  much  for  me — too  big  a  goal.  When 
he  said  that  I  decided  to  try  it." 

Try  it  she  did.  Beginning  in  1961  she  attended  classes  at  night  and  in  the  early 
morning  so  there  would  be  no  conflict  with  her  position  as  office  manager  for  R.  P. 
Watson  Co. 

She  said  she  chose  the  field  of  business  administration  because,  "I  felt  it  would 
help  me  in  my  work  and  it  has." 

Mrs.  Anderson  went  to  work  after  her  husband,  Henry  G.  Anderson,  was  killed 
in  an  automobile  accident  in  1954.  They  had  met  during  World  War  H  while  he  was 
an  Air  Force  sergeant  stationed  in  California.  She  was  employed  there  at  the  Sacra- 
mento main  office  of  the  Bank  of  America. 

Anderson  was  a  Wilsonian  and  the  family  returned  here  when  the  twins  were 
22  months  old. 

Asked  if  she  planned  to  work  toward  a  master's  degree,  Mrs.  Anderson  said  her 
main  concern  now  it  "getting  the  children  in  college."  She  added  that  she  may  "think 
about  it"  later. 

The  twins  plan  to  follow  in  their  mother's  footsteps  by  entering  Atlantic  Christian 
in  September.

In  a  letter  to  local  church  pastors. 
Interagency  Committee  on  Church  Vo 
tions  wrote  that  Disciples  B.D.  gradua 
had  dropped  from  116  last  year  to  95 
1967. 

For  a  number  of  years  Disciples  "w 
graduating  more  than  150  B.D.  stude 
annually,"  said  the  letter,  signed 
William  L.  Miller,  Jr.,  executive  secret 
of  recruitment,  theological  education  s 
campus  ministry  of  the  Disciples'  BogI 
of  Higher  Education. 

The  church  vocations  group  deplail 
the  fact  that  the  present  number  of  gn 
uates  is  not  enough  to  make  up  for 
annual  loss  of  ministers,  much  less  all 
for  growth. 

In  past  years,  there  were  about  1,1 
college  students  at  any  one  time  prepi 
ing  for  seminary.  "This  number  is  w 
under  300  today,"  the  letter  states. 

The  committee  is  asking  pastors  whe 
er  or  not  their  congregations  have  scholi 
ship  funds  to  give  backing  to  their  "Ti: 
thies." 

Pastors  are  asked  to  provide  names 
high  school  and  college  students  a 
young,  employed  adults  who  are,  or  mig 
be,  interested  in  church  vocations.  Al 
asked  for  are  names  of  members  of  t 
congregations  who  are  high  school  gu:

Learning  Not  Limited 
To  Church  Buikling 

A  jolt  is  in  store  for  members  of  the  Christian  Churches 
(Disciples  of  Christ)  who  think  the  Sunday  school  is  the  only 
place  they  learn  at  church. 

The  Christian  Life  Curriculum,  which  will  be  launched  in 
1969,  provides  for  teaching  and  learning  on  a  "churchwide"  basis. 

This  means  the  new  curriculum  is  sweeping  design  incorpor- 
ates everything  educational  the  church  does — wherever  it  is 
done. 

Such  diverse  activities  as  an  educational  retreat  in  the 
inner  city,  an  afternoon  study  session  of  the  Christian  Women's 
Fellowship  and  a  breakfast  table  exchange  of  ideas  among 
parents  and  children  will  be  part  of  the  curriculum. 

The  Sunday  church  school  still  will  occupy  an  important 
slot.  But  it  is  only  one  of  many  educational  aspects  of  church 
life  that  will  be  coordinated  under  a  single  objective. 

Curriculum  planners  call  the  various  teaching-learning  situa- 
tions "settings." 

At  least  four  of  these  settings  —the  church  school,  educa- 
tional retreats,  educational  aspects  of  men's  and  vwrnen's  fel- 
lowships and  the  home — are  expected  to  be  ready  for  the  1969 
launch. 

And  the  reservoir  of  potential  settings  is  seemingly  bottom- 
less. The  curriculum  is  expected  eventually  to  embrace  the 
teaching  efforts  of  such  functional  departments  as  evangelism, 
world  outreach  and  Christian  action  and  community  service. 

Describing  the  Christian  Life  Curriculum  as  "churchwide" 
is  just  another  way  of  saying  it  will  be  realistic  about  how  and 
when  learning  takes  place. 

When  they  think  about  it,  Disciples  will  realize  that  now- 
adays they  learn  something  every  time  the  church's  program 
cuts  across  their  life  concerns.  And  that's  not  always  in  a 
situation  that  seems  like  "school."

Week  of  Compassion 
Helps  Famine  Victims 

JABALPUR,  India  —  Food  obtained 
through  the  "Week  of  Compassion"  of  the 
Christian  Churches  (Disciples  of  Christ) 
in  America  is  being  rushed  into  a  severe 
famine  area  of  India  to  beat  monsoon 
rains. 

A  total  of  $3,000  from  the  Disciples' 
special  offering  of  last  February  has 
gone  into  food  for  the  Palaman  district 
of  Bihar,  as  well  as  for  a  sanatorium, 
four  hospitals  and  five  schools. 

But  the  Palaman  need  is  most  critical, 
according  to  Rex  A.  Bicks,  administrative 
field  secretary  for  the  Disciples  in  India. 

Bicks  said  "descriptions  of  life  and 
death  in  this  center  of  disaster  are  simply 
terrible." 

More  than  7,000  tons  of  food  are  needed 
in  the  east  India  district.  The  famine 
condition  is  expected  to  continue  at  least 
until  October,  Bicks  reported.

Recognized  as  one  of  the  world's  top 
preachers.  Dr.  Griffith  has  traveled  wide- 
ly in  Canada,  the  United  States,  the  Brit- 
ish Isles  and  Australia  speaking  to  min- 
isterial and  lay  groups.  He  conducted  a 
preaching  tour  of  Australia  in  1965. 

Born  in  England,  he  emigrated  with 
his  family  to  Canada  when  he  was  nine.

Clearer  Language 

In  Restructure  Design 

Clearer,  more  exact  language  is  being 
recommended  for  the  next  revision  of  the 
document  containing  a  "provisional  de- 
sign" for  restructuring  the  Christian 
Churches  (Disciples  of  Christ). 

Changes  suggested  by  the  Central  Com- 
mittee of  the  Disciples'  Commission  on 
Brotherhood  Restructure  reflect  the  hun- 
dreds of  written  responses  individual 
members,  congregations  and  church  or- 
ganizations have  made  to  the  design  docu- 
ment during  the  past  few  months. 

"A  Provisional  Design  for  the  Chris- 
tian Churches  (Disciples  of  Christ)"  was 
received  by  the  brotherhood's  1966  In- 
ternational Convention  assembly  and  sent 
to  all  congregations  and  organizations  for 
study  and  reaction.  A  revised  draft  is  to 
be  brought  to  the  1967  assembly  in  St. 
Louis,  Mo.,  October  13-18. 

Many  of  the  proposed  revisions  are 
merely  more  specific  and  graphic  words 
for  passages  that  have  been  misunder- 
stood. 

An  example  is  the  suggestion  that  two 
important  bodies  at  the  international  level 
be  given  names  more  descriptive  of  their 
powers  and  functions.  What  has  been 
called  the  "General  Council"  would  be- 
come the  "General  Board"  and  the 
"Executive  Council"  would  be  renamed 
"Administrative  Committee  of  the  Gen- 
eral Board." 

Several  brief  additions  would  say  forth- 
right some  of  the  things  implied,  but  not 
spelled  out,  in  the  present  document. 

One  new  paragraph,  for  example,  would 
say  point-blank  that  "financial  support 
of  the  general  and  regional  programs  of 
the  Christian  Church  by  congregations 
and  individuals  in  voluntary." 

Some  suggested  revisions  are  more 
than  editorial  clarifications  of  the  de- 
sign, however. 

Among  these  is  a  provision  that  regions 
would  elect  members  direct  to  the  Gener- 
al Board  rather  than  merely  nominate 
them  for  membership. 

The  changes  will  be  proposed  to  the 
entire  130-member  restructure  commis- 
sion when  it  meets  in  St.  Louis,  July  3-7, 
to  put  the  document  in  shape  for  the  fall 
International  Convention  assembly. 

Actual  responses,  ranging  from  an  in- 


dividual's handwritten  note  to  a  national 
agency's  mimeographed  statement,  plus  a 
summary  of  the  more  than  500  received  to 
date  were  before  the  Central  Committee 
as  it  reviewed  the  "provisional  design" 
this  week.  Reports  from  half  a  dozen 
of  the  commission's  small  task  commit- 
tees also  suggested  ways  the  design  docu- 
ment might  be  improved. 

In  planning  the  agenda  for  the  July 
commission  meeting  the  Central  Com- 
mittee set  aside  time  for  commissioners 


to  study  and  discuss  the  "grassrool

"While  few  of  the  revisions  sugges'

The  First  Christian  Church  (Disciples 
of  Christ),  of  Walnut  Cove,  located  on 
Highway  311  across  from  the  Walnut  Cove

Southard  came  to  the  church  on  July  1, 
1966  from  the  Stoneville  Christian  Church 
where  he  had  been  for  thirteen  years.

It  was  my  privilege,  along  with  other  state  executives,  and  leaders  of  thfe  Interna- 
tional Convention's  Committee  on  Recommendations,  to  be  a  guest  of  the  Commission 
on  Brotherhood  Restructure  July  3-7  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri.  (Guests  were  given  all  of 
the  privileges  of  the  floor  except  vote.) 

North  Carolina's  two  regular  members  of  the  Commission,  Dr.  Arthur  Wenger  and 
Mr.  Thomas  J.  Youngblood,  Jr.,  were  also  present. 

The  Meeting  of  the  Commission  began  with  small  group  meetings  to  give  con- 
sideration to  several  hundred  Comments  which  had  been  mailed  to  the  Commission 
by  individuals,  small  groups  and  congregations  since  the  Provisional  Design  was  re- 
ceived for  study  at  the  Dallas  Assembly  of  the  International  Convention  in  October, 
1966.  Many  of  the  suggestions  had  been  considered  by  the  Central  Committee  and  in- 
corporated in  the  revised  design  which  was  studied,  word-by-word  by  the  Commission 
at  the  St.  Louis  meeting,  but  a  number  of  other  suggestions  from  the  small  groups 
were  given  ample  consideration  and  acted  upon  by  the  total  Commission. 

Although  when  the  revised  design  is  made  available,  it  will  be  published  in  its 
entirety  in  the  North  Carolina  Christian,  I  will  point  out  some  of  the  revisions  and 
comment  upon  the  meeting  of  the  Commission  here. 

In  the  section  rewritten  twice  during  the  meeting,  "rights"  and  "responsibilities" 
of  the  congregations  were  clarified  and  expanded  in  the  light  of  reactions  of  individuals 
and  groups  since  Dallas.  The  sections  as  rewritten  are  as  follows: 

"B.  RIGHTS  AND  RESPONSIBILITIES 

"71       In  adopting  this  design  the  Christian  Church  affirms  that  congregations  in  their 
freedom  in  Christ  have  both  rights  and  responsibilities.  As  part  of  the  Christian 
Church  congregations  share  creatively  in  its  total  mission,   witness,   and  service. 
Equally,  the  Christian  Church  in  its  general  and  regional  manifestations  sustains  its 
congregations  through  its  commitment  to  their  welfare  and  needs.  Thus,  concern 
for  the  integrity  of  each  manifestation  is  shared  and  witness  is  given  to  the  inter- 
relatedness  of  the  whole  church. 
"71a      Among  (he  rights  recognized  and  safeguarded  to  congregations  are  the  right: 
to  manage  their  affairs  under  the  lordship  of  Jesus  Christ;  to  adopt  or  retain  their 
names  and  charters  or  constitutions  and  bylaws;  to  determine  in  faithfulness  to  the 
gospel  their  practice  with  respect  to  the  basis  of  membership;  to  own,  control  and 
encumber  their  property;  to  organize  for  carrying  out  the  mission  and  witness  of 
the  church;  to  establish  their  budgets  and  financial  policies;  to  call  their  minister; 
and  to  participate  through  voting  representatives  in  forming  the  corporate  judgment 
of  the  Christian  Church. 
"71b      Among  the  responsibilities  by  which  congregations  demonstrate  their  mutual 
concern  for  the  mission  and  witness  of  the  whole  church  are  the  responsibility:  to 
proclaim  the  gospel  and  administer  baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper;  to  provide  for 
the  spiritual  nurture  of  their  members  and  families;  to  grow  in  understanding  that 
(he  church  is  a  universal  fellowship,  transcending  barriers  of  race  and  culture;  to 
sustain  their  ministers  in  faithfulness  and  honor  and,  in  matters  pertaining  to 
relatiosships  with  (hem,  to  seek  counsel  from  the  regional  minister;  to  be  faithful 
in  Christian  stewardship,  striving  to  share  proportionately  in  providing  the  re- 
sources for  the  total  life,  work  and  witness  of  the  Christian  Church;  to  choose 
voting  representatives  to  the  general  and  regional  assemblies;  and  to  seek  to  realize 
the  oneness  of  the  church  of  Jesus  Christ  through  cooperation  with  other  churches 
of  the  community  and  with  present  and  emerging  ecumenical  structures. 
"71c      While  congregations  are  responsive  to  the  needs  of  general  and  regional  pro- 
grams established  with  the  participation  of  the  congregations'  representatives  in 
the  general  and  regional  assemblies,  all  financial  support  of  the  general  and  regional 
programs  of  the  Christian  Church  by  congregations  and  individuals  is  voluntary." 
Since  the  General  Board  of  the  Christian  Church  in  North  Carolina  had  written  to 
the  Commission  requesting  that  the  titles  of  the  chief  elected  officer  and  chief  ad- 
minisrative  officer  be  changed,  your  Executive  Minister  raised  this  mater  on  the  floor 
for  consideration  and  moved  that  the  title  of  the  chief  administral  ive  officer  be 
changed  from  "President"  to  "President  and  General  Minister."  After  much  dis- 
cussion, the  motion  was  amended  to  make  the  title  "General  Minister  and  President."

Even  though  our  camp  and  conference  experience  for  the  summer  has  not  been 
completed,  I  would  like  to  make  several  observations.

Theerfore,  this  week  must  be  the  best 
possible. 

All  who  work  in  camp  and  conference  are  due  a  vote  of  thanks.  I  want  to  thank 
them  all  and  say  that  if  you  have  not  had  this  privilege,  you  have  something  in  store.

A  mature 
christian  will  .see  that  offerings  are  sent  to  Unified  Promotion  each  month  so  that  this 
goal  will  be  reached  before  goals  of  less  importance  are  completed. 

As  we  pray  our  C.  W.  F.  Prayer,  we  pray,  "Fill  our  hearts  with  concern  for  all 
people.  Guide  us  that  we  may  truly  serve  Thee".  We  should  remember  that  "ALL

be  best  ministered  unto  by  our  using  only  our  time  and  energy  to  help  in  such  simple 
ways  as  making  bandages  for  indigent  cancer  patients  through  the  cancer  society, 
visiting  patients  in  mental  hospitals,  conducting  worship  services  in  rest  homes, 
working  with  hospital  auxiliary  units.

ing aware  of  urgent  needs. 

July  and  August  are  important  months  in  our  Church  year.  We  made  our  plans 
for  the  new  year  in  May  and  June.  Now  let  us  work  our  plans  for  the  total  year.  If 
we  wait  until  the  last  nine  or  ten  months  to  put  our  plans  into  operation  we  will 
struggle  all  year  to  catch  up  on  our  carelessness  during  the  early  portion  of  the 
Church  year.  Working  together,  and  with  the  help  of  our  Heavenly  Father,  we  surely 
will  grow  and  prosper  in  all  areas  of  C.  W.  F.

This  was  voted  affirmatively  and  will  appear  thus  in  the  revised  design  which  will  be 
acted  upon  in  St.  Louis  in  October  at  the  annual  assembly  of  the  International  Con- 
vention. There  was  very  strong  support  to  this  change  which  more  aptly  describes  the 
function  of  the  person  who  will  be  the  General  Minister  of  the  Christian  Church 
(Disciples  of  Christ.) 

While  there  have  been  a  number  of  criticisms  of  the  Commission  on  Restructure 
and  on  the  Provisional  Design  as  presented  at  Dallas,  I  wish  to  state  here  that,  in  the 
light  of  my  experience  in  St.  Louis,  I  know  that  the  Commission  is  using  every  means 
in  its  power  to  be  completely  open  to  suggestions,  completely  democratic  in  its  efforts 
to  come  forth  with  a  design  for  the  Christian  Church  which  both  preserves  the  best 
in  our  past  history  and  makes  possible  more  responsible  working  relationships  among 
our  congregations  in  the  future. 

I  left  St.  Louis  thanking  God  for  the  dedicated  leadership  of  the  Commission  in 
a  most  tiring,  difficult  task  as  representatives  of  our  congregations  in  the  United 
States  and  Canada.

ST.  LOUIS,  Mo. — A  new  church  structure  in  which  the  various  part<;  have  great 
freedom  but  are  responsible  for  one  another  is  being  proposed  for  the  Christian 
Churches  (Disciples  of  Christ). 

A  "provisional  design"  for  the  church  was  revised  here  recently  by  the  Disciples' 
Commission  on  Brotherhood  Restructure. 

The  commission,  which  has  been  at  work  since  1962,  also  approved  a  time-table 
for  acting  on  the  design  document  beginning  with  its  presentation  to  the  communion's 
International  Convention  assembly,  October  13-18. 

Most  revisions  made  in  "A  Provisional  Design  for  the  Christian  Church  (Disciples 
of  Christ")  this  week  were  in  response  to  hundreds  of  suggestions  received  from 
congregations  and  church  organizations  that  have  been  studying  it  since  last  fall. 

The  design  provides  for  a  unified  church  "manifesting"  itself  at  congregational, 
regional  and  international  levels  and  governed  by  representative  assemblies  and  boards 
at  each  level. 

Relationships  in  the  church  would  be  "free  and  voluntary"  and  each  "manifesta- 
tion"— congregation,  region  and  general  (international)  organization — ^would  control 
its  own  affairs  within  the  areas  for  which  it  is  "uniquely  responsible." 

By  "mutual  consent"  many  of  the  Disciples'  existing  organizations  eventually 
would  be  modified  "in  the  light  of  the  corporate  judgement  of  the  Christian  Church 
as  expressed  through  the  (international)  General  Assembly."  This  could  include  the 
streamlining  of  agencies,  the  reassignment  of  taskg  and  the  drawing  of  new  regional 
boundaries. 

In  a  meeting  that  started  Monday  and  closed  at  noon  Friday,  the  restructure 
commission  worked  through  the  83-paragraph  document  putting  it  in  shape  for 
submission  to  the  International  Convention  assembly  this  fall. 

Approximately  115  of  the  130  commissioners — pastors,  lay  people,  theologians, 
educators  and  administrators  of  church  organizations — attended. 

In  addition,  30  invited  guests — leaders  of  the  International  Convention's  Committee 
on  Recommendations  and  executives  of  state  and  area  organizations  not  on  the  com- 
mission— participated. 

The  freedom  of  the  local  congregation — already  provided  in  the  draft  that  has  been 
in  circulation  during  the  past  year — was  made  doubly  clear,  especially  by  the  addition 
of  the  phrase,  "free  and  voluntary,"  as  a  description  of  relationships  in  the  church. 

In  a  section  rewritten  twice  during  the  meeting,  some  of  the  "rights"  and 
"responsibilities"  of  congregations  are  listed  separately. 

Another  addition  specifies  that  while  congregations  should  be  "responsive  to  the 
needs"  of  programs  their  representatives  help  establish  in  church  assemblies,  "all 
financial  support  of  the  general  and  regional  programs  of  the  Christian  Church  by 
congregations  and  individuals  is  voluntary." 

Revisions  considered  significant  at  the  international  level  included  the  renaming 
of  two  bodies — the  General  Board,  which  had  been  known  as  the  General  Coucnil,  and 
the  Administrative  Committee  of  the  General  Board,  which  had  been  called  the 
Executive  Council—with  slight  redefinitions  to  make  it  clear  that  they  would  operate 
under  policies  established  by  the  parent  General  Assembly. 

This  was,  in  part,  in  response  to  "grassroots"  fears  that  these  bodies  might  have 
too  much  power  in  the  restructured  church. 

If  the  1967  International  Convention  assembly  votes  to  reconimend  the  "provisional 
design"  as  the  basis  for  constituting  the  restructured  church,  it  will  be  sent  to  congre- 
gations for  study  and  to  various  church  organizations  for  approval. 

Approval  of  two-thirds  of  the  organizations  would  be  required. 

The  design  could  be  adopted  by  a  two-thirds  vote  at  the  1968  International  Con- 
vention assembly  in  Kansas  City  and,  if  the  necessary  number  of  organizations  have 
given  their  approval,  the  initial  "Provisional  General  Assembly"  could  be  called 
immediately.

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172  Congregations 
Started  Since  1960 

INDIANAPOLIS,  Ind.— The  Christian 
Churches  (Disciples  of  Christ)  have  start- 
ed 172  new  congregations  in  this  country 
since  1960,  which  a  national  executive  be- 
lieves a  major  achievement  even  though 
far  below  original  projections  for  the 
decade  of  the  Sixties. 

Regional  and  national  bodies  of  the  com- 
munion have  administered  $5,480,244  in 
New  Church  Advance  funds  for  this  pur- 
pose during  the  seven-year  period. 

Lonnie  H.  Hass,  director  of  church  es- 
tablishment for  the  Disciples'  United 
Christian  Missionary  Society,  said  he  be- 
lieves the  new  congregations  are  "more 
firmly  established"  than  those  organized 
in  any  comparable  period  of  the  past. 

As  to  numbers  of  new  churches,  he 
commented,  "We  haven't  done  as  well  as 
we  should.  But  we  have  done  well." 

Among  the  172  new  charters  on  record 
this  decade,  there  were  26  congregations 
organized  in  Texas,  15  in  California,  13 
in  Oklahoma,  12  in  Ohio,  11  in  Florida  and 
10  in  North  Carolina. 

The  Disciples,  since  1960,  also  have 
invested  $350,516  in  new  churches  in  world 
mission  fields,  mainly  in  the  purchase  of 
sites. 

The  state  and  area  organizations  of  the 
communion  provide  the  impetus  for  the 
United  States  and  Canada  new  church 
program  with  assistance  from  the  Board 
of  Church  Extension  and  the  UCMS.

Hass  says  tftese  figures  were  unrealistic 
in  that  they  lacked  "good  solid  research" 
and  that  they  represented  total  needs  if 
the  church  was  to  keep  abreast  of  U.  S.

Elsewhere  in  this  issue  you  will  find  the  complete  report  of  the  congregations  in 
North  Carolina  for  operational  giving  through  Unified  Promotion  for  the  fiscal  year 
which  closed  June  30,  1967.  I  suggest  that  you  read  this  report  carefully  because  it 
indicates  a  growing  stewardship  among  our  congregations  in  the  state. 

Whereas  the  gain  for  1966-67  was  4.16%  compared  to  a  gain  of  10.41%  for*  the 
previous  year,  our  gain  was  more  than  twice  the  national  average  which  was  1.98%. 
It  will  be  noted  that  many  of  the  larger  gains  have  been  made  by  the  smaller  congre- 
gations in  North  Carolina.  These  gains  are  due  largely  to  the  fact  more  and  more  of 
our  congregations  are  participating  in  the  four  special  day  offerings  durng  the  church 
year:  Thanksgiving,  Christmas,  Easter,  and  Children's  Day.  These  offerings  account 
for  increases  in  the  smaller  congregations  but  the  increases  in  these  congregations 
are  following  more  adequate  budgeting  procedures  than  they  have  in  the  past. 

Indications  are  that  our  stewardship  emphasis  during  ONE  CHURCH  IN  MISSION 
AND  MINISTRY  last  year  motivated  more  churches  to  participate  in  an  every  member 
commitment  program.  Furthermore,  increasing  numbers  of  congregations  are  contrib- 
uting to  state  and  national  budgets  by  remitting  their  outreach  offerings  on  a  monthly 
basis,  rather  than  waiting  until  late  in  the  fiscal  year. 

Gains  in  giving  for  capital  purposes  (building  programs  for  national  agencies,  and 
Camp  Caroline,  New  Church  Advance  in  North  Carolina)  while  less  than  anticipated, 
showed  some  gain.  It  is  hoped  that  giving  for  capital  purposes  will  increase  in  order 
that  we  may  continue  to  establish  new  congregations  in  North  Carolina,  in  the  nation 
aad  overseas.  The  Church  Establishment  and  Development  Commission  of  the  Christian 
Church  in  North  Carolina  is  making  plans  to  purchase  property  in  several  places 
throughout  the  state  where  congregations  will  be  established  when  it  is  feasible  to  do  so. 

There  are  many  aspects  of  our  state  and  national  program  which  our  General 
Board  in  North  Carolina  and  various  national  boards  would  like  to  enlarge  as  soon 
as  funds  are  available.  Your  state  and  national  program  can  advance  only  as  your 
congregations  enable  them  to  advance  through  increased  outreach  giving. 

When  you  make  your  offering  in  your  local  congregations  each  Sunday,  you  are 
determining,  week  by  week,  what  the  brotherhood  can  accomplish  for  Christ  and  His 
Church.

The  thirteenth  annual  North  Carolina 
C.Y.F.  Convention  was  held  in  Wilson, 
August  20-22,  1967.

Extensive  modifications  to  the  interior  of  the  C.  L.  Hardy  Library  at  Atlantic 
Christian  College  during  the  summer  months  has  resulted  in  a  much  needed  addi- 
tional 2,200  square  feet  of  floor  space.  The  modifications  provide  shelving  space 
for  an  additional  13,000  volumes  and  seating  space  for  an  additional  40  readers. 

Cost  of  the  project  amounted  to  some  $55,000.  The  college  provided  $5,000  toward 
the  project,  while  $25,000  was  provided  by  the  Z.  Smith  Reynolds  Foundation,  and 
$25,000  was  provided  by  the  Mary  Reynolds  Babcock  Foundation. 

Primary  modifications  were  made  in  two  areas.  A  new  floor  over  the  old  reading 
room  created  an  additional  room  the  same  size  as  the  room  below.  A  new  floor  over 
the  lobby  created  an  additional  book  stack  area.  It  is  now  possible  to  pass  from  the 
third  level  stacks  into  the  new  second  floor.  The  second  floor  may  be  reached  from 
either  end  of  the  building. 

Unlike  the  existing  arrangement  in  many  of  the  older  libraries,  book  stacks 
and  reader  facilities  are  intermixed.  There  is  a  combination  of  seating  and  shelving 
in  all  new  areas.  Carrell  type  desks  are  used  in  the  new  arrangement  which  provides 
students  with  a  greater  degree  of  privacy  than  the  older  tables  which  were  designed 
to  accomodate  six  readers. 

The  large  area  over  the  reference  room  is  being  used  for  periodicals.  Both 
bound  volumes  and  current  issues  are  on  angled  display  shelves.  Individual  study 
carrells  are  located  around  the  outer  walls  while  the  shelving  occupies  the  center 
spaces.  A  room  on  the  second  floor  has  been  utilized  exclusively  for  microfilm  use 
and  storage. 

In  keeping  with  the  usual  arrangement  in  an  open-stack  library,  all  traffic  to 
and  from  the  building  has  been  restricted  to  the  main  entrance.  Other  exterior  doors 
will  be  used  for  emergencies  only. 

Among  other  new  features  are  an  office  for  the  refernce  librarian,  a  staff  lounge 
to  the  rear  of  the  building,  and  air  conditioning  for  certain  offices  and  areas  not 
previously  served  by  the  cooling  system. 

Commenting  on  the  modifications,  Otis  W.  Coefield,  head  librarian,  said,  "We 
believe  we  now  have  a  more  functional  building,  and  one  with  a  minimum  of  usable 
space.  However,  at  our  book  collection  growth  rate,  the  building  should  serve  as  a 
library  for  another  three  to  four  years.  Our  only  recourse  then  will  be  an  entirely 
new  building." 


Convention  Luncheon 

Dr.  Harlie  L.  Smith,  president  of  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  of  the 
Disciples  of  Christ  will  be  honored  at  the  Higher  Education  luncheon  to  be  held 
at  the  International  Convention  of  Christian  Churches  (Oisciples  of  Christ)  in  St. 
Louis,  Mo.,  at  the  Sheraton  Jefferson  Hotel  on  October  17. 

There  will  be  no  Atlantic  Christian  College  luncheon  held  at  the  convention 
this  year,  however,  AOC  alumni  are  urged  to  attend  the  Higher  Education  luncheon. 
More  than  500  persons  are  expected  to  attend  the  luncheon.

During  the  1966-67  church  year,  First 
Christian  Church  in  Fayetteville  com- 
pleted capital  improvements  to  its  sonc- 
tuary  and  educational  buildings  at  a  cost 
of  $7,000.00.

Is  it  something 
of  an  electronic  babysitter  that  just  might 
be  causing  children  to  think  they  are 
unloved? 

The  concerted  effort  by  Disciples  to 
rate  their  viewing  is  part  of  the  Tele- 
vision Valuation  Project,  which  began 
with  the  Methodist  Church  but  has  been 
adopted  widely  across  denominational 
lines.

The  building  will 
face  Holly  Road  and  will  he  in  close 
proximity  to  Felowship  Hall,  our  pres- 
ent auditorium. 

Construction  will  be  of  pleasing  de- 
sign and  will  provide  comfortable  living 
quarters  equal  to  those  to  be  obtained 
anywhere  in  the  area.

Ministers^  Salaries 
Average  $110  Per  W  eek 

INDIANAPOLIS,  Ind.  —  The  average 
minister  of  the  Christian  Churches 
(Disciples  of  Christ)  earned  $110  a  week 
last  year,  plus  parsonage  or  housing  al- 
lowance. 

This  is  revealed  in  a  study  by  the 
Pension  Fund  of  the  communion. 

A  Pension  Fund  survey  of  3,598  local 
pastors,  associate  pastors  and  ministers 
in  general  work  indicated  the  average 
Disciples  minister  received  a  $5,761.74 
cash  salary  in  1966,  or  a  total  of  about 
$6,626  when  housing  is  figured  in. 

Forty-one  per  cent  of  the  communion's 
ministers  earned  between  $5,400  and 
$8,400,  including  housing,  during  the  per- 
iod. A  few  of  the  salaries  on  which  the 
figures  were  based  included  other  al- 
lowances as  well  as  housing. 

There  were  39  ministers  who  earned 
$15,000  and  above. 

A  total  of  386  received  less  than  $3,000. 
This  group,  however,  included  a  few  stu- 
dents and  a  large  number  of  ministers 
who  received  other  support  from  occu- 
pations outside  the  church. 

Three  years  ago  the  average  Disciples 
minister  earned  $99  a  week,  the  Pension 
Fund  said.

The  E.M.C.  That  Failed 

A  few  years  ago,  a  small  town  church,  situated  on  the  peaceful  banks  of  beautiful 
Contentnea  Creek,  began  an  EMC  program.  When  the  callers  returned  on  the  first 
night  of  their  visits,  they  totalled  up  their  commitment  cards  and  to  everyone's  surprise 
only  one  family  was  found  at  home.  Needless  to  say,  the  words  "Every  Member  Com- 
mitmsnt"  have  been  sour  grapes  in  their  mouths  ever  since. 

Ever  since,  that  is,  until  1967.  Accompanied  by  his  wife  and  two  elders  of  the 
church,  the  minister  attended  the  district  E.M.C.  training  sessions  in  a  Christian  church 
in  a  nearby  community.  They  returned  to  their  congregation  determined  to  let  ihe 
church  itself  decide  whether  or  not  they  would  have  an  E.M.C.  program  for  1967-68. 
They  decided  that  they  wanted  to  have  an  E.M.C.  program  even  if  it  had  to  be  con- 
ducted by  only  the  four  persons  who  attended  the  training  sessions. 

In  the  beginning,  a  "watered-dcwn"  version  of  the  plan  was  decided  upon.  How- 
ev3r,  one  evening  the  E.  M.  C.  chairman  walked  into  the  Pastor's  study  and  said 
"Preacher,  there  comes  a  time  in  every  person's  life  when  he  has  to  take  a  stand.  He 
must  say  'here  I  stand',  and  that  stand  will  either  be  for  Christ  or  against  him.  Here  1 
stand,  "I  stand  for  Him.  We  are  going  all  the  way  for  the  total  commitment  for  our 
entire  membership",  and  they  did!  The  minister  gave  a  series  of  sermons  on  commit- 
ment of  time,  abilities,  and  possessions.  Film  strips  were  shown  in  board  meetings, 
CWF  groups,  Sunday  School  and  at  a  fellowship  dinner,-  leaders  were  trained  to  guide 
small  group  discussions  after  the  filmstrip  .was  shown  at  the  fellowship  dinner  and 
training  classes  were  held  for  those  who  would  go  to  the  membership  of  the  church  to 
secure  commitments.  A  pictorial  booklet  was  prepared  giving  actual  photographs  of 
various  aspects  of  the  church's  program  to  indicate  to  the  membership  of  the  church 
the  total  life  and  ministry  of  the  church,  both  local  and  worldwide.  Included  in  the 
booklet  was  the  E.  M.  C.  goal  for  1966-67:  the  calling  of  a  Seminary  graduate  as  min- 
ister within  two  years.  The  booklet  also  included  a  copy  of  the  budget,  a  check  list 
showing  opportunities  for  service  within  the  total  church  program,  and  a  commitment 
card. 

This  was  the  E.  M.  C.  that  failed— to  "flop". 

■Final  results:  Forty  visits,  thirty-six  signed  commitments. 

The  proposed  budget  for  1967-68  is  $4,581.45.  Total  commitments  received  are 
$5,321.00,  oversubscribing  the  budget  by  $739.55.  The  total  commitments  are  over 
$1,000.00  beyond  the  expenditures  of  the  church  for  1966-67.

witness  nor  to  turn  our  backs  upon  the  mission  of  Christ  because  we  are  living  under 
a  new  time  in  man's  history;  we  tried  honestly  to  witness  to  the  fact  that  it  is  possible 
and  mandatory  that  present  day  Disciples  of  Christ  have  a.  fresh  encounter  with  their 
Lord  and  Savior.  From  this  springs  new  life  for  unashamed  witnessing  to  one  another 
within  the  Church  and  to  modern  man  whom  we  call  the  "outsider." 

The  Seminar  on  Evangelism  was  a  call  to  every  Christian  Church  congregation, 
personally  and  collectively,  to  a  new  level  in  hope  and  action  and  to  go  all  through 
North  Carolina  with  this  kind  of  posture  as  the  hope  for  others.

Women's  Fellowship 

ELEANOR  SMITH 


For  several  years  our  CWF  mission  study  has  pointed  up  the  need  for  Christian 
women  to  witness  beyond  the  four  walls  of  the  church  by  involvement  in  communit> 
problems  and  opportunities.  We  have  been  asked  to  live  our  faith  in  love  by  caring 
and  sharing  with  others. 

Recently  I  attended  an  area  meeting  of  Church  Women  United  where  we  heard 
Dr.  Guion  Griffis  Johnson  speak  on  the  work  of  volunteers,  her  specific  subject  being 
"How  Church  Women  Speak".  Dr.  Johnson  was  extremely  well-qualified  for  this,  being 
the  author  of  a  newly  published  book  "Volunteers  in  Community  Services".  (I  recom- 
mend this  for  your  libraries.)  Our  minds  were  stimulated  by  such  thoughts  as  "we 
must  examine  the  work  to  which  we  give  our  volunteer  services  to  see  if  it  really 
needs  to  be  done  or  if  it  is  merely  'busy  work'."  Much  of  what  we  do  in  our  churches 
might  be  subjected  to  this  examination.  It  was  pointed  out  that  we  must  do  things 
"with  people",  and  not  "for  them".  The  only  way  we  can  do  things  "with  people"  is 
to  see  them  as  persons  and  the  only  way  we  can  really  see  "people  as  persons"  is 
through  the  eyes  of  love.  Reading  recently  in  "The  Ring  of  Truth"  by  Dr.  J.  B.  Phillips 
(you  are  familiar  with  Phillips  translation  of  the  New  Testament)  I  was  struck  by 
this  thought,  "when  a  man  acts  in  response  to  love  and  compassion,  he  is  responding 
to  God  whatever  he  thinks  or  says".  Conversely,  the  man  who  refuses  to  become  in- 
volved in  the  troubles  and  burdens  of  his  fellows  is  rejecting  God,  however  religious 
his  outward  performance  may  be.  I  suggest  the  reading  of  this  book. 

A  last  thought  from  Dr.  Johnson  was  that  economic  subsidy  alone  cannot  solve 
the  many  problems  that  face  us  today.  We  need  the  warm  humanizing  role  of  the 
volunteer,  the  person  who  cares.  Here  Christian  women  should  be  particularly  fitted 
to  serve.

Atlantic  Christian  College  experienced 
an  enrollment  of  1,479  students  for  the 
fall  semester  of  the  1967-68  academic  ses- 
sion, according  to  Dr  Lewis  H.  Swindell, 
Jr.,  dean  of  the  college. 

Of  the  total  enrollment,  1,307  are  full- 
time  students,  while  the  remainder  of 
172  are  attending  on  a  part-time  basis. 
IVlaking  up  the  student  body  are  320  Sen- 
iors, 293  Juniors,  390  Sophomores,  416 
Freshmen,  31  special  students  and  29 
nurses.  Male  students  outnumber  the  fe- 
male students  at  a  ratio  of  770  to  709. 

Students  at  Atlantic  Christian  come 
from  18  states  and  five  foreign  countries. 
Leading  are  Tar  Heel  students  who  num- 
ber 1,298.  Second  is  Virginia  with  114, 
while  third  is  Pennsylvania  with  11. 
Others  include  Alabama  1,  Connecticut 
1,  Delaware  4,  District  of  Columbia  4, 
Florida  6,  Georgia  3,  Indiana  1,  Ken- 
tucky 2,  Maine  1,  Maryland  9,  Massa- 
chusetts 1,  New  Jersey  10,  New  York  3, 
South  Carolina  4,  and  Tennessee  1.  Stu- 
dents representing  foreign  countries  are. 
Canal  Zone  1,  China  1,  Holland  1,  Pan- 
ama 1,  and  Viet  Nam  1. 

Sixty-six  of  North  Carolina's  100  coun- 
ties are  represented  in  the  AGC  student 
body.

(1)  A  deep  and  abiding  concern  for  the  non-participating  member.  This  attitude 
was  verbally  expressed  by  every  member  of  the  group. 

(2)  The  church  is  responsible  for  a  ministry  to  the  non-participant  who  because 
of  circumstances  beyond  his  control  such  as  illness  or  vocational  reasons 
cannot  attend  services  regularly. 

(3)  Emphatic,  active  concern  needs  to  be  evident  in  a  ministry  to  the  member 
who  because  of  conflicting  loyalties  or  coldness  of  heart  becomes  a  non- 
participant.  Based  upon  a  genuine  desire  on  the  part  of  every  person  to 
belong  to  a  group  and  that  the  church  of  Jesus  Christ,  by  its  nature  and 
purpose,  is  capable  of  satisfying  that  desire,  the  active  concern  is  to  seek 
to  answer  the  question  "Why",  and  take  the  necessary  steps  to  reactivate 
the  person. 

The  ministry  of  the  church,  thus  becomes  one  of  caring  for  the  person  and  sharing 
the  warmth  of  Christ  through  human  personality  in  that  this  person  for  whom  Christ 
died  becomes  reconciled  to  His  church.

The  Importance  of  Evangelistic  Preaching 

David  Darnell  read  a  paper  which  he  had  prepared  for  this  discussion  entitled 
"The  Running  of  God's  Dord."  This  paper  was  an  effort  to  help  Disciples  of  Christ 
renew  their  understanding  of  the  nature  and  dynamic  power  of  God's  Word,  and 
thereby  to  renew  their  witness  to  that  Word  in  evangelistic  preaching. 

Mr.  Darnell  is  at  present  a  candidate  for  the  Doctor  of  Philosophy  degree  in 
Biblical  Studies  at  Duke  University.  This  paper  expressed  his  conviction  that  the  Bible 
does  indeed  bring  to  man  the  "Word  of  God,"  and  that  modern  biblical  scholarship  is 
showing  increasingly  that  the  Bible  cannot  be  adequately  understood  apart  from 
seeing  it  as  bearing  "God's  Word"  to  man.  Mr.  Darnell  stated  that: 

It  is  my  conviction  that  this  Word  of  God — revealed  to  man  in  God's  mighty 
acts,  interpreted  by  men  chosen  of  God  to  be  His  spokesmen,  made  flesh  in  Jesus 
Christ,   proclaimed  by  apostles,  today  stands  in  judgment  over  our  twentieth 
century.  In  its  call  is  life,  and  peace,  and  hope.  In  rejection  of  it  is  death.  In 
proclamation  of  that  Word  is  the  Church's  mission  and  its  hope. 
In  the  discussions  that  followed  this  presentation,  many  interesting  and  helpful 
questions  and  observations  were  made.  Present  day  Disciple  preaching  was  sharply 
criticized  as  all  too  often  lacking  in  clear,  convicted  proclamation  of  God's  Word.  Ine 
deep  conviction  was  expressed  by  many  that  only  in  such  proclamation  can  the  Church 
and  its  ministry  fuirill  its  mission  in  the  world  today. 


Evangelism  and  Small  Groups  in  the  Church 

In  the  October  8,  1967  issue  of  The  Christian,  the  question  appearing  in  "A  Chat 
With  Chet"  goes  like  this:  Granted  that  mass  evangelism  is  ineffective  today,  have  we 
tried  to  develop  an  effective  substitute?  Mr.  Sillars'  overall  answer  is  "no." 

In  the  past,  meetings  of  long  duration  have  been  tried  but  the  results  have  been 
meager  compared  to  effort,  time,  money  and  enthusiasm  put  into  these  meetings.  This 
should  say  something  to  us.  In  more  recent  years  a  "new"  approach  was  tried  when 
one  day  was  set  aside  so  many  could  "come  forward"  at  the  same  time.  As  many  a? 
175  (perhaps  more  in  some  places)  would  join  a  single  church,  but  within  5  years,  only 
a  very  small  number  (usually  less  than  10)  would  remain. 

In  Small  Group  Evangelism,  the  emphasis  is  upon  quality  of  the  individual  ex- 
perience rather  that  the  quantity  of  persons  who  join  the  Church.  This  becomes  an 
"in-depth"  experience  where  theological  ideas  are  broadened  and  spiritual  insight 
sharpened.  This  is  a  process  which  permits  the  individual  to  continue  to  "work  out 
his  own  salvation",  but  in  relationship  with  others. 

For  those  who  still  wish  to  use  mass  evangelism,  we  suggest  the  small  group  ex- 
perience before  or  after  your  "Revival."  This  would  fill  the  spiritual-gap  which  now 
exists  between  those  who  come  and  those  who  remain  within  the  Church.

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Evangelism  and  College  Students 

In  this  workshop  we  began  by  examining  the  present  religious  situation  on  the 
college  campus,  noting  the  genuine  interest  in  basic  religious  questions,  but  the  hos- 
tility toward  traditional  religious  language.  Also  noted  was  the  tendency  of  many 
students  to  reject  any  meaningful  relationship  to  the  church  as  a  way  of  asserting  their 
own  independence  from  childhood  experiences  or  parental  authority. 

The  continuing  need  to  "confront  persons  with  the  reality  of  Jesus  Christ"  (our, 
working  definition  cf  evangelism)  in  such  a  situation  suggests  the  need  to  find  ned 
ways  to  witness  besidss  simply  preaching,  and  new  forms  of  communication  besides 
propositions.  Witness  through  service  projects  and  reconciliation  made  available 
through  an  open  and  accepting  community  on  the  campus  were  discussed  with  specific 
illustrations  of  how  students  have  found  a  new  and  meaningful  relationship  to  Christ 
through  study  seminars,  retreats,  and  summer  opportunities. 

The  use  of  films  to  raise  religious  questions,  counseling  as  a  form  of  Christian 
"presence,"  and  the  Coffee  House  movement  were  all  discussed,  as  well  as  how  to  help 
local  churches  prepare  high  school  students  for  college  so  that  their  faith  will  be 
strengthened  rather  than  threatened  by  the  learning  experience. 

No  pat  answers  or  neat  formulas  were  given,  but  deeper  insight  gained  into  the 
problems  and  possibilities  of  the  church's  witness  to  Jesus  Christ  among  college 
students.

CONSTRUCTION  TO  BEGIN  AFTER  CHRISTMAS 

Camp  Caroline  Pool  Voted 

At  its  semi-annual  meeting  on  November  10,  11,  the  General  Board  of  the  Christian 
Church  in  North  Carolina  authorized  the  immediate  construction  of  a  swimming  pool  at 
Camp  Caroline.  The  action  was  taken  as  the  result  of  a  recommendation  of  the  Camp 
Caroline  Committee,  the  Christian  Education  Commission  and  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  beard.  The  matter  has  been  under  study  by  the  Camp  Caroline  Committee  tor 
two  years,  according  to  E.  B.  Whichard,  chairman  of  the  committee. 

The  study  indicated  that  swimming  facilities  at  the  camp  are  inadequate,  hazardous 
and  difficult  to  supervise  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  safety  of  those  who  desire  to 
swim.  Earthen  pools,  such  as  those  now  in  use  at  other  camps  in  the  vicinity  of  Camp 
Caroline,  were  ruled  out  upon  the  advice  of  health  authorities  and  present  owners  of 
these  pools.  Every  factor  considered  pointed  in  the  direction  of  a  city-type  concrete 
pool  with  a  large  concrete  dsck,  an  adequate  filtering  system  (the  entire  swimming 
facility  fenced-in)  and  every  safety  feature  possible. 

The  cost  of  the  pool  will  be  $2.3,000.00,  including  decking,  fencing,  filtering  sys- 
tem, etc.,  etc.  The  construction  will  be  done  by  Carolina  Pools,  Inc.,  of  Sanford,  Nortn 
Carolina,  the  state's  oldest  pool  construction  firm. 

The  Executive  Committee  recommended  that  the  cost  of  the  pool  be  underwritten 
by  individuals,  not  through  church  budgets  in  order  not  to  interfere  with  church  giving 
for  operational  and  capital  causes  through  Unified  Promotion.  It  was  their  feeling  that 
operational  and  capital  causes  through  Unified  Promotion  are  too  important  to  be 
diminished  by  the  need  for  a  swimming  pool  but  that  there  is  enough  interest  in  a  pool 
to  warrant  soliciting  individuals  for  its  construction.

In  everyday  life,  one  selctom  feels  that  he  is  writing  history  but  those  who  attended 
our  recent  International  Assembly  in  St.  Louis  had  this  rare  opportunity.  Whether  you 
were  one  of  the  4805  voting  representatives  or  among  the  4770  non-voting  group  present 
you  felt  a  part  of  a  most  significant  event.  The  recommendation  to  adopt  the  pro- 
visional design  for  Christian  Churches  for  study  by  the  agencies  and  local  churches 
will  long  be  remembered  in  the  history  of  our  brotherhood. 

The  entire  first  day  of  the  Assembly,  and  a  part  of  another,  were  given  to  an 
interpretation  of  the  design  which  was  in  the  form  of  a  report  from  the  commission  on 
Restructure  after  seven  years  of  intensive  study  and  work.  Suggestions  and  revisions 
which  came  from  our  Dallas  Assembly  were  incorporated  into  this  year's  report  and 
gave  clarification  on  many  points.  Dr.  Forrest  Richeson,  Assembly  president,  guided 
the  business  sessions  well  and  allowed  ample  time  for  all  who  desired  to  speak.  The 
vote  when  taken  was  overwhelmingly  in  favor  of  the  Commission's  report.  Now  it  is  up 
to  the  agencies  and  local  churches  to  get  to  work.  The  full  report  as  approved  is  to  be 
carried  in  the  December  issue  of  the  NORTH  CAROLINA  CHRISTIAN  and  additional 
copies  will  be  available  for  groups  who  are  engaged  in  study  of  this  plan.  Small 
groups  in  CWF  could  well  give  time  to  such  a  study. 

A  highlight  of  the  Assembly  for  Christian  Women's  Fellowship  was  the  meeting 
of  the  International  CWF  Commission  and  the  annual  meeting  of  International  Christian 
Women's  Fellowship.  The  Commision,  composed  of  four  persons  from  each  state  and 
national  staff,  met  in  luncheon  session  on  Friday  afternoon.  North  Carolina  had  only 
two  of  its  members  present,  your  state  president,  Mrs.  Wyman  and  your  state  secretary. 
Mrs.  A.  Dale  Fiers,  president,  presided  over  the  meeting.  We  heard  reports  from  our 
officers  and  Advisory  Council  and  believe  it  or  not,  we  even  talked  about  1970  Quadren- 
nial Assembly.  We  were  told  of  progress  made  in  plans  for  the  Consultation  of  Women 
in  the  Church  with  Special  Reference  to  CWF  which  will  be  held  in  St.  Louis,  Feb. 
28-March  3,  1968.  Here  will  come  some  125  persons  from  all  over  the  United  States  and 
Canada  including  men,  women,  active  CWF'ers  and  non-active,  ministers  and  laymen, 
who  will  take  a  good  look  at  what  is  happening  to  women  in  the  church.  There  will  be 
four,  perhaps  five  persons  from  North  Carolina  present  for  this  consultation.

When  the  visitation  program  was  made  to  the  local  churches  to  determine  their 
"Resources  and  Potential",  many  requests  were  made  in  various  areas  of  concern. 
Among  the  most  frequent  requests,  were  those  in  the  area  of  Leadership  development 
and  teacher  training. 

The  state  staff  is  attempting  to  meet  these  requests.  One  reason  for  the  training  of 
leaders  is  perhaps  to  be  ready  for  the  new  curriculum  that  will  be  used  in  our  churches 
in  1969.  Our  first  meeting  in  preparation  for  this  curriculum  will  be  held  at  the  State 
Office  December  13,  and  14.  There  will  be  leadership  from  the  National  Office  to  guide 
us  in  this  training  session. 

Persons  from  within  the  state  to  be  trained  are:  the  Christian  Education  Commis- 
sion, representatives  from  C.W.F.,  and  representatives  from  C.M.F.  After  the  training 
of  state  persons,  we  will  then  be  ready  to  assist  others  at  the  district,  and  local  levels. 

In  order  that  you  may  know  more  about  the  New  Christian  Life  Curriculum,  1  would 
like  to  quote  the  description  as  given  by  Dr.  Kenneth  Kuntz,  Executive  Chairman, 
Division  of  Church  Life  and  Work  of  the  United  Christian  Missionary  Society. 

"THE  CHRISTIAN  LIFE  CURRICULUM  IS  NEW  IN  TERMS  OF  ITS  OBJECTIVE. 

The  objective  of  the  Christian  Life  Curriculum  is — 

"The  objective  for  education  in  the  church's  ministry  is  that  all  persons  respond  to 
God  in  faith  and  love — being  aware  of  his  self-disclosure  and  especially  of  his 
redeeming  love  as  revealed  in  Jesus  Chrisl — zd  that  they  may  come  to  know 
who  they  are  and  what  their  human  situation  means,  grow  as  sons  of  God  rooted 
in  the  Christian  community,  live  in  the  Spirit  of  God  in  every  relationship,  fulfill 
their  common  discipleship  in  the  world,  and  abide  in  the  Christian  hope. 

"The  objective  begins  with  the  affirmation  that  the  whole  church  has  need  for 
education  in  its  total  ministry.  It  is  worth  noting  that  the  objective  sets  the  process  of 
learning  as  one  in  which  the  individual  is  to  discover  himself  and,  finally,  to  bear 
witness  to  what  he  is  in  relationship  to  God  to  the  entire  world.  The  imperative  of  per- 
sonal and  corporate  witness  is  provided  both  the  objective  and  the  desired  result  of  the 
curriculum. 

"THE  CHRISTIAN  LIFE  CURRICULUM  IS  NEW  IN  ITS  CREATIVE  USE  OF 
SCRIPTURAL  RESOURCE. 

"The  Bible  resources  are  used  so  as  to  bring  the  eternal  truth  of  the  Scriptures  to 
bear  upon  the  learner's  persistent  life  needs.  The  persistent  life  needs  of  the  individual 
are  not  the  same  in  each  of  his  life  span.  The  curriculum  is  planned,  however,  in  a  way 
so  as  to  provide  that  his  need  at  each  age  level  will  be  met  face  to  face  by  che  eternal 
truth  of  the  Scriptures.  The  pupil  is  provided  the  opportunity  to  enter  into  a  creative 
learning  experience  in  which  the  truth  of  the  Scriptures  is  involved  in  his  personal 
experience.  The  pupil,  therefore,  does  not  learn  about  something,  but  experiences  the 
truth  of  God  in  terms  of  the  pupil's  human  needs.  In  addition,  the  pupil  discovers  the 
eternal  truth  of  God  revealed  through  the  Scriptures  in  terms  of  the  world  in  which  he 
lives.  The  world  of  complex  problems  of  social  justice,  peace,  poverty  and  affluence, 
racial  equality  and  personal  spiritual  health  form  the  intricate  needs  of  the  pupil.  The 
child,  youth  and  adult  discover  in  the  Christian  Life  Curriculum  a  learning  expjerience 
meaningful  to  each  human  need  and  how  to  express  the  truth  discovered  in  the  learnnig 
experience  in  terms  of  witness  in  the  world. 

"THE  CHRISTIAN  LIFE  CURRICULUM  IS  NEW  IN  THAT  IT  IS  OHURCHWIDE. 

"The  Christian  Life  Curriculum  is  churchwide  in  that  it  strives  to  coordinate  all  of 
the  teaching  ministry  of  the  church  under  a  common  objective  and  design  to  undergird 
all  aspects  of  the  church's  program.  The  curriculum  is  churchwide  in  terms  of  the 
means  used  in  developing  the  curriculum,  the  fact  that  it  is  designed  to  undergird  the 
church's  total  educational  ministry  and  because  it  serves  the  whole  person.  Further  con- 
sideration of  the  churchwideness  of  the  curriculum  will  be  set  forth  in  the  next  issue 
of  Leaven  .  .  .  .  " 


ATLANTIC 
CHR I STI  AN 
COLLEGE 


The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Atlantic  Christian  College,  at  its  annual  fall  meeting 
held  here  on  October  25,  for  the  first  time  in  the  college's  history,  adopted  an  operating 
budget  in  excess  of  $2  million.  Also  highlighting  the  meeting  was  the  election  of  its 
new  officers,  approval  of  a  feasibility  study  for  a  degree  program  in  nursing,  adoption 
of  a  resolution  petitioning  the  City  of  Wilson  to  close  portions  of  two  streets  located 
within  the  college  campus,  and  the  election  of  T.  Boddie  Ward  of  Wilson  as  trustee 
emeritis  for  life. 

The  budget  adopted  by  the  board  for  the  1967-68  academic  year  amounted  to 
$2,071,347. 

Elected  as  officers  for  the  Board  of  Trustees  were  T.  J.  Hackney,  Jr.,  chairman, 
J.  E.  Paschall,  vice  chairman;  and  Milton  L.  Adams,  secretary.  All  are  residents  of 
Wilson. 

Elected  as  members  of  the  board's  Executive  Committee  were:  S.  M.  Cozart  of 
Wilson,  Ely  J.  Perry  of  Kinston,  L.  A.  Moye  of  Maury,  and  T.  J.  Hackney,  Sr.  of 
Wilson. 

Named  as  officers  of  the  corporation  were:  Arthur  D.  Wenger,  president,  T.  J. 
Hackney,  Jr.,  vice  president,  and  Milton  L.  Adams,  secretary. 

In  other  action,  the  board  adopted  a  resolution  to  petition  the  City  of  Wilson  to  close 
segments  of  two  streets  on  the  campus  of  Atlantic  Christian  College. 

The  petition  asks  for  the  closing  of  Gold  St.  from  its  intersection  with  Dean  St.  to 
its  intersection  with  Whitehead  Ave.,  and  Roundtree  St.  from  its  intersection  with 
Woodard  Ave.  to  its  intersection  with  Gold  St.  The  college  owns  all  property  bordering 
these  street  segments. 

Dr.  Arthur  D.  Wenger,  president  of  the  college,  in  his  annual  report,  advised  the 
board  of  increased  interest  in  a  collegiate  nursing  program  at  Atlantic  Christian  College. 
Through  the  proposed  program  a  person  would  meet  all  the  general  college  requirements 
in  addition  to  profssicnal  nursing  requirements.  The  program  would  provide  for  granting 
a  bachelor  of  science  degree  and  a  registered  nursing  certificate  upon  successful  com- 
pletion. 

For  many  years  the  college  has  cooperated  with  the  Wilson  School  of  Nursing  by 
offering  certain  courses  to  nursing  trainees.  This  was  not  a  degree  program  and  re- 
sulted in  a  registered  nursing  diploma  upon  completion  of  the  course. 

Dr.  Wenger  stated  the  Curriculum  Committee  of  the  college  faculty  has  studied 
the  proposed  addition  to  the  curriculum  and  regards  it  as  being  consistent  with  the 
college's  overall  aims  and  objectives.  Since  the  program  would  have  far-reaching  im- 
plications for  the  college,  a  feasibility  study  has  been  planned  and  will  be  conducted  by 
a  committee  representing  the  college  faculty,  administration,  key  medical  and  health 
interests  in  the  community  and  the  ACC  Board  of  Trustees.  Dr.  J.  P.  Tyndall,  chairman 
of  the  Department  of  Science,  will  devote  practically  full  time  to  the  direction  of  the 
study  during  1967-68.  The  study  will  include  curriculum,  facilities,  finance  and  staff. 

Dr.  Wenger  advised  trustees  of  the  completion  of  the  remodeling  of  the  C.  L.  Hardy 
during  late  summer.  He  said  while  providing  stop-gap  expansion  for  book  acquisition 
and  student  seating,  the  building  would  be  inadequate  within  several  years  and  planning 
for  a  new  library  is  underway.  All  work  done  in  the  library  remodeling  project  will  be 
adaptable  to  future  alternate  use  when  a  new  library  is  constructed. 

The  library  collection,  exclusive  of  the  16,000  Discipliana  Collection,  at  year's  end, 
numbered  50,611  volumes,  (an  increase  of  2,874  over  the  previous  year),  1,550  recordings, 
447  periodicals  and  13  newspapers.  The  library  operates  on  a  schedule  which  makes  it 
available  to  students  and  faculty  for  77.5  hours  per  week. 

In  the  area  of  ministerial  education,  the  president  reported  during  the  1966-67  year 
there  were  55  students  preparing  for  some  form  of  full  time  church  vocation.  Of  this 
number,  35  were  members  of  the  Christian  Church.  Twenty  students  served  churches 
as  ministers,  associate  ministers,  or  directors  of  Christian  education  during  the  course 
of  the  year.  Of  12  students  graduating  in  this  area,  nine  are  continuing  their  studies 
at  seminary  or  graduate  school. 

The  board  passed  a  special  resolution  electing  T.  Boddie  Ward  as  "trustee  emeri- 
tus" for  life.  The  resolution  read  as  follows:  "RESOLVED,  that  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  Atlantic  Christian  College  at  its  annual  meeting  on  Oct.  25,  1967,  pursuant  to  the 
By-Laws  and  in  deep  appreciation  of  his  faithful  and  exemplary  service  to  the  College 
during  his  sixteen  years  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  hereby  elects  T.  Boddie 
Ward  of  Wilson,  North  Carolina  Trustee  Emeritus  for  Life."

Your  Executive  Minister,  a  native  of  Georgia,  was  proud  to  learn  that  the  Christian 
Churches  of  Georgia  was  the  first  of  40  regional  bodies  of  the  Christian  Church  (Dis- 
ciples of  Christ)  to  vote  on  restructure.  They  did  so  at  their  annual  meeting  (the  118tn 
Assembly  at  Marietta  Georgia,  November  10,  11,  12).  The  favorable  vote  came  on 
November  10,  less  than  a  month  after  the  revised  Provisional  Design  was  recommended 
by  the  St.  Louis  Assembly. 

Two-thirds  of  our  present  regional  organizations  must  approve  restructure  before 
it  can  take  effect.  Two-thirds  of  the  15  national  agencies  must  also  approve. 

Georgia's  assembly  voted  acceptance  of  the  design  after  more  than  an  hour  of 
debate.  Of  the  165  registered  voters,  more  than  100  voted  in  favor.  Announcement  that 
the  resolution  had  passed  was  greeted  with  a  burst  of  applause. 

On  Wednesday,  November  15,  the  United  Christian  Missionary  Society's  Board  of 
Trustees  voted  to  accept  the  provisional  design  "as  a  basis  for  provisionally  constituting 
the  Christian  Church  (Disciples  of  Christ)"  and  authorized  an  interim  reorganization  of 
UCMS,  beginning  January  1,  1968.  (The  UCMS  is  one  of  the  15  national  agencies  men- 
tioned above.) 

After  the  action  of  his  board.  Dr.  Virgil  Sly,  UCMS  President,  expressed  his  pleasure 
over  the  trustees'  vote. 

"Our  actions  have  had,  and  will  continue  to  have,  a  marked  effect  upon  the  suc- 
cess of  restructure,"  he  said.  "By  the  United  Society  assuming  a  servant  role,  it  has 
placed  its  future  in  the  hands  of  the  brotheriiood." 

The  UCMS  trustees*  action  places  at  the  disposal  of  the  Christian  Church  operations 
in  18  countries  and  an  annual  budget  of  $4.5  million.  The  society  carries  both  foreign 
and  domestic  responsibilites  for  handling  such  matters  as  church  development,  social 
action,  lay  work,  Christian  education  and  home  missions,  as  we'll  as  world  misions. 

In  addition  to  the  approval  of  the  national  and  regional  bodies  of  the  Christian 
Churches,  two-thirds  of  the  delegates  to  the  international  assembly  in  Kansas  City  next 
September  must  approve  the  design  before  it  will  become  operational.  The  action  taken 
in  St.  Louis  in  October,  1966,  was  not  for  approval,  but  was  an  action  to  receive  it  for 
study  and  adoption  by  state  and  national  groups. 

Thus,  this  issue  carries  the  full  text  of  the  Revised  Provisional  Design  for  study 
by  the  General  Board  and  congregations  of  the  Christian  Church  (Disciples  of  Christ) 
in  North  Carolina,  prior  to  acting  upon  it  at  the  state  assembly  in  Winston-Salem  in 
April,  1968.

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To  allow  for  full  discussion  of  the  provisional  design  and 
other  items  related  to  brotherhood  restructure,  a  record 
14  hours  were  scheduled  for  business  during  the  Inter- 
national Convention's  1967  assembly. 

'Recommended'  Design  Now 
Needs  'Approval/  'Adoption' 

On  October  16,  after  two  days  of  thorough  dis- 
cussion, the  St.  Louis  assembly  of  the  International 
Convention  "recommended"  a  provisional  design 
for  a  restructured  Christian  Church  (Disciples  of 
Christ). 

That  was  Step  1  in  a  four-step  process  that  must 
be  completed  before  the  design  can  be  put  into 
effect. 

Step  2,  which  already  has  started,  is  the  "ap- 
proval" of  the  design  by  at  least  two-thirds  of  the 
Disciples'  40  state/area  organizations  and  at  least 
two-thirds  of  the  15  member  organizations  of  the 
International  Convention. 

Step  3  would  be  "adoption"  by  a  two-thirds  vote 
of  the  1968  International  Convention  assembly  in 
Kansas  City,  September  27-October  2. 

If  the  design  is  adopted  in  Kansas  City,  the  first 
Provisional  General  Assembly  could  be  convened 
there  immediately  after  the  vote. 

Both  Steps  2  and  3  will  require  the  participation 
of  congregations  in  preparing  their  members  to 
vote  on  "approval"  in  state/area  gatherings  and 
"adoption"  at  the  International  Convention  as- 
sembly. 

Step  4  would  be  starting  to  implement  the  design. 
Proposed  procedures  for  the  provisional  administra- 
tion of  the  church  call  for  adapting  present  Interna- 
tional Convention  structures  in  the  interim  between 
Kansas  City  and  the  1969  Seattle  assembly. 


'A  Provisional  Design 
for  the  Christian  Church 
(Disciples  of  Christ)' 

The  document  recommended  as  the  basis  for  restructur- 
ing the  Christian  Churches  (Disciples  of  Christ)  is  the 
product  of  seven  years  of  painstaking  work  in  which  every 
member  of  the  brotherhood  has  been  urged  to  lend  a 
hand. 

The  lead  has  been  taken  by  a  130-member  Commission 
on  Brotherhood  Restructured  authorized  by  the  1960  as- 
sembly of  the  International  Convention. 

But  in  countless  meetings  and  through  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  pieces  of  literature,  the  commission  has  tried 
to  engage  all  Disciples  in  deciding  the  direction  restruc- 
ture should  take  and  shaping  "A  Provisional  Design  for 
the  Christian  Church  (Disciples  of  Christ)." 

Here  is  the  complete  text  of  the  design  as  amended 
and  recommended  by  the  St.  Louis  assembly  of  the 
international  Convention,  October  13-18.  (In  response  to 
that  assembly's  resolution  calling  for  "additional  and 
helpful  evaluational  tools,"  diagrams  and  italicized 
editorial  comments  have  been  provided  by  Dr.  Kenneth 
L.  Teegarden,  administrative  secretary  of  the  restructure 
commission,  and  James  C.  Suggs,  director  of  the  Interna- 
tional Convention's  Office  of  Interpretation.):

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Foreword 

The  Christian  Church  (Disciples  of  Christ}  manifests 
itself  in  free  and  voluntary  relationships  at  congrega- 
tional, regional  and  general  levels.  Each  manifestation, 
with  reference  to  the  function  for  which  it  is  uniquely 
responsible,  is  characterized  by  its  integrity,  self- 
government,  authority,  rights  and  responsibilities. 

In  this  connection,  it  is  important  in  considering  the 
Provisional  Design  for  the  Christian  Church  (Disciples 
of  Christ]  to  remember  the  differences  in  the  nature  of 
the  material  which  it  includes. 

Article  III  describes  the  general  organization  of  the 
Christian  Church  In  the  United  States  and  Canada  and 
the  material  is  largely  in  the  nature  of  organizational 
detail  for  the  widest  representative  manifestation  of 


the  church. 

In  contrast,  the  material  under  Article  IV  (describing 
the  Christian  Church  in  Regions]  and  Article  V  (describ- 
ing the  Christian  Church  in  Congregations]  is  largely 
in  terms  of  principles,  with  relatively  less  organiza- 
tional detail.  Such  principles  as  are  presented  reflect 
the  historic  and  present  experience  of  congregations 
and  state  and  area  organizations.  Organizational 
details  relevant  to  the  internal  administration  of 
regions  and  congregations  are  not  provided  in  the 
Provisional  Design  because  such  decisions  belong 
primarily  to  each  region  and  to  each  congregation. 
Such  organizational  detail  as  is  presented  deals  mainly 
with  the  relationships  of  regions  and  congregations  to 
each  other  and  to  the  general  structures  of  the  Chris- 
tian Church  in  the  United  States  and  Canada. 


Preamble 

1  As  members  of  the  Christian  Church,  we  confess 
that  Jesus  is  the  Christ,  the  Son  of  the  living  God, 
end  proclaim  him  Lord  and  savior  of  the  world.  In 
his  name  and  by  his  grace  we  accept  our  mission 
of  witness  and  service  to  mankind.  We  rejoice  in 
God  our  Father,  maker  of  heaven  and  earth,  and  in 

I  the  covenant  of  love  by  which  he  has  bound  us 

to  himself.  Through  baptism  into  Christ  we  enter 
into  newness  of  life  and  are  made  one  with  the 
whole  people  of  God.  In  the  fellowship  and  com- 
munion of  the  Holy  Spirit  we  are  joined  to  one  an- 
other in  brotherhood  and  in  obedience  to  Christ.  At 
I  the  table  of  the  Lord  we  celebrate  with  thanksgiving 
j  his  saving  acts  and  his  presence.  Within  the  uni- 
versal church  we  receive  the  gift  of  ministry  and  the 
light  of  scripture.  In  the  bonds  of  Christian  faith 
we  yield  ourselves  to  God,  that  we  may  serve  him 
whose  kingdom  has  no  end.  Blessing,  glory  and 
honor  be  to  him  forever.  Amen. 

2  Within  the  whole  family  of  God  on  earth,  the 
church  appears  wherever  believers  in  Jesus  Christ 
are  gathered  in  his  name.  Transcending  all  barriers 
of  race  and  culture,  the  church  manifests  itself  in 
ordered  communities  of  disciples  bound  together 
for  worship,  for  fellowship  and  for  service,  and  in 
varied  structures  for  mission,  witness  and  mutual  dis- 

!  cipline,  and  for  the  nurture  and  renewal  of  its  mem- 

bers. The  nature  of  the  church,  given  by  Christ,  re- 
mains constant  through  the  generations;  yet  in  faith- 
fulness to  its  mission  it  continues  to  adapt  its  struc- 
tures to  the  needs  and  patterns  of  a  changing  world. 
All  dominion  in  the  church  belongs  to  Jesus  Christ, 
its  Lord  and  head,  and  any  exercise  of  authority  in 
the  church  on  earth  stands  under  his  judgment. 

3  Within  the  universal  body  of  Christ,  the  Christian 
Church  (Disciples  of  Christ),  manifests  itself  orga- 
nizationally in  free  and  vountary  relationships  at 
congregational,  regional  and  general  levels.  Each 
manifestation,  with   reference  to  the  function  for 


which  it  is  uniquely  responsible,  is  characterized  by 
its  integrity,  self-government,  authority,  rights  and 
responsibilities.  In  the  United  States  of  America  and 
in  Canada,  the  Christian  Church  (Disciples  of  Christ), 
hereinafter  generally  referred  to  as  the  "Christian 
Church,"  is  identifiable  by  its  tradition,  name,  insti- 
tutions and  relationships.  The  Christian  Church  con- 
fesses Jesus  Christ  as  Lord  and  constantly  seeks  in 
all  its  actions  to  be  obedient  to  his  authority. 

4  In  order  that  the  Christian  Church  through  free 
and  voluntary  relationships  may  faithfully  express 
the  ministry  of  Christ  made  known  through  scripture, 
may  provide  comprehensiveness  in  witness,  mission 
and  service,  may  furnish  means  by  which  congrega- 
tions may  fulfill  their  ministries  with  faithfulness  in 
Christian  stewardship,  may  assure  both  unity  and 
diversity,  and  may  advance  responsible  ecumenical 
relationships,  as  o  response  to  God's  covenant,  we 
commit  ourselves  to  one  another  in  adopting  this 
provisional  design  for  the  Christian  Church  (herein- 
after referred  to  as  "this  design"). 

5  In  keeping  with  this  design  the  Christian  Church 
shall:  establish  a  General  Assembly,  a  General 
Board  and  an  Administrative  Committee  of  the 
General  Board;  provide  for  such  administrative  units 
as  may  be  required;  provide  for  and  act  in  and 
through  related  regional  manifestations  (hereinafter 
referred  to  as  "regions");  establish,  receive  and  nur- 
ture congregations;  define  procedures  for  the  order- 
ing of  its  ministry;  develop  or  recognize  new  forms 
of  ministries  for  mission,  education  and  service;  pro- 
vide for  appropriate  consultation  and  interim  proce- 
dures whereby  existing  organizations  may  make  any 
necessary  transition  within  the  provisions  of  this 
design;  and  seek  to  provide  for  continuing  renewal 
and  reformation. 


'Christian  Churches  in  Canada  and  the  United  States  have  long  enjoyed  cordial 
cooperative  relationships  across  national  boundaries,  and  this  history  confirms  the 
foregoinri  statement.  The  Christian  Church  (Disciples  of  Christ)  in  Canada  will 
be  related  to  the  General  Assembly  both  through  congregations  and  througli  the 
All-Canada  Committee.  The  Christian  Church  in  Canada  may  take  the  initiative 
in  relating  itself  to  any  and  all  Canadian  and  world  ecumenical  and  interdenomina- 
tional bodies.

ONE  CHURCH 

Can  anything  other  than  the  local  congregation 
properly  be  called  "church"? 

Extreme  congregationalisrv  says  "no."  The  pro- 
visional design  for  brotherhood  restructure  and  all 
of  the  statements  of  principles  on  which  it  was  based 
say  "yes." 

The  design  describes  a  single  church  operating 
at  three  levels — genera/  (international),  regional  and 
congregational  (local).  It  is,  in  New  Testament  lan- 
guage, "one  body  with  many  parts,"  each  carrying 
large  responsibilities  in  behalf  of  the  whole. 

In  the  terminology  of  the  design,  each  of  these — 
congregation,  region  and  the  Christian  Church  in  the 
United  States  and  Canada — is  a  "manifestation"  of 
the  church.  That  is,  none  of  the  three  can  claim  to 
be  the  whole  church;  but  each,  in  its  own  way,  is 
"church." 

Each  "manifestation"  governs  itself  "with  reference 
to  the  functions  for  which  it  ts  uniquely  responsible" 
and  has  "authority,  rights  and  responsibilities."  What 
this  means  is  that  the  international  church,  governed 
by  a  representative  General  Assembly,  has  the  right 
and  responsibility  to  act,  say,  in  the  sphere  of  world 
mission.  Similarly,  the  local  congregation  has  the 
right  and  responsibility  to  determine  how  it  is  going 
to  minister  to  its  community. 

The  process  for  making  decisions  about  work 
beyond  the  local  congregation  has  not  been  clear. 
While  Disciples  agencies  have  tried  to  be  responsive, 
they  have  not  been  directly  responsible  to  a  repre- 
sentative deliberative  body  of  the  brotherhood. 
Under  the  design,  existing  agencies  would  become 
administrative  units  of  the  church — nof  merely 
"agencies"  of  the  church  but  as  integral  to  the  church 
as  the  functional  departments  of  a  local  congrega- 
tion. 

The  head  of  this  one  church:  Jesus  Christ. 


I.  Name 

6  The  name  of  fhis  body  shall  be  Christian  Church 
(Disciples  of  Christ). 

II.  Membership 
and  Participation 

7  As  a  member  of  the  whole  body  of  Christ,  every 
person  who  is  or  shall  become  a  member  of  a 
recognized  congregation  of  the  Christian  Church 
thereby  holds  membership  in  the  Christian  Church 
in  his  region  and  in  the  Christian  Church  in  the 
United  States  and  Canada. 

8  Regions  may  develop  procedures  of  recognition 
whereby  other  persons  and  groups  who  support  the 
purposes  of  the  Christian  Church  may  participate  in 
its  regional  and  general  work. 

III.  Christian  Church  in  the 
United  States  and  Canada 

9  The  Christian  Church  manifests  itself  in  the  United 
States  and  Canada  through  a  general  organization. 

A.  The  General  Assembly 

10  The  general  representative  body  of  the  Christian 
Church  shall  be  the  General  Assembly.  In  all  of  its 
worship,  deliberation  and  work,  the  General  Assem- 
bly shall  seek  to  manifest  the  wholeness  and  unity 
of  the  Christian  Church  within  the  one  body  of 
Christ. 

1 1  All  members  of  the  Christian  Church  who  register 
for  the  General  Assembly  shall  have  all  privileges  of 
the  Assembly  except  that  voting  privileges  shall  be 
limited  to  the  following: 

(a)  Voting  representatives  from  congregations. 
Each  congregation  of  the  Christian  Church  shall  be 
entitled  to  have  two  voting  representatives,  plus  one 
additional  voting  representative  for  each  500  partici- 
pating members  or  major  fraction  thereof  over  the 
first  500.^  These  voting  representatives  from  congre- 
gations shall  be  in  addition  to  persons  holding  the 
office  of  ordained  minister, 

(b)  Voting  representatives  from  regions.  Each  re- 
gion shall  be  entitled  to  have  one  voting  represen- 
tative for  each  3,000  participating  members  or  major 
fraction  thereof  within  the  region.  Each  region  shall 
have  a  minimum  of  three  voting  representatives. 
These  voting  representatives  from  regions  shall  be 
in  addition  to  persons  holding  the  office  of  ordained 
minister.  The  voting  representatives  from  each  region 
shall  include  both  men  and  women. ^ 

(c)  The  ordained  ministers  who  have  ministerial 
standing  in  the  Christian  Church  in  accordance  with 
the  policies  established  by  the  General  Assembly 
(see  paragraphs  98  and  99). 

(d)  Members  of  the  Christian  Church  not  otherwise 
voting  members  who  are  the  chief  administrative 
officers  of  institutions  and  general  boards  which  are 
recognized  by  the  General  Assembly. 


^Congregations  with  membership  up  to  750  will  have  two  voting  representatives; 
751-1,250  will  have  three;  1.251-1,750  will  have  four;  1,751-2,250  will  have 
live;  2,251-2,750  will  have  six;  etc. 

^Congregations  and  regions  may  name  alternates  to  replace  their  voting  representatives 
in  11(a)  and  11(b)  who  are  unable  to  attend. 
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(e)  Members  of  the  General  Board  not  otherwise 
voting  nnembers. 

12  Voting  members  of  the  General  Assembly  shall 
serve  from  the  beginning  of  one  General  Assembly 
to  the  beginning  of  the  next  General  Assembly.  No 
person  shall  have  more  than  one  vote  in  the  General 
Assembly,  and  no  person  shall  vote  in  absentia, or 
by  proxy. 

13  Members  of  churches  historically  related  to  the 
Christian  Church  from  nations  and  territories  other 
than  the  United  States  and  Canada,  upon  invitation 
of  the  chair,  may  have  the  privileges  of  the  floor 
of  the  General  Assembly  except  vote. 

14  The  General  Assembly  shall  plan  and  conduct 
Assembly  programs  for  worship,  for  the  education 
of  its  members  and  for  the  transaction  of  business. 
In  organizing  for  business  the  General  Assembly 
shall  receive  and  act  upon  proposed  program  and 
policy,  reports  and  resolutions,  and  other  items  of 
business  duly  referred  to  it  as  hereinafter  provided; 
elect  officers  of  the  Christian  Chufch;  elect .  the 
General  Board  members  for  which  it  is  responsible; 
and  elect  the  members  of  division  boards.  The 
General  Assembly  shall  make  provision  and  approve 
procedures  for  the  financial  support  of  the  Christian 
Church  and  for  its  administrative  units.  The  General 
Assembly  shall  determine  the  basis  of  cooperative 
relationships  of  the  Christian  Church  with  other 
religious  bodies,  organizations  and  agencies,  and 
shall  be  responsible  for  authorizing  unity  and  union 
conversations,  consultations  and  negotiations  with 
other  Christian  communions.  (The  Christian  Church 
in  Canada  in  consultation  with  the  appropriate 
general  units  of  the  Christian  Church  shall  be 
responsible  for  matters  pertaining  to  the  ecumenical 
and  Christian  unity  concerns  of  national  bodies  in 
Canada.) 

15  Regular  meetings  of  the  General  Assembly  shall 
be  held  every  second  year  at  a  time  and  place  to 
be  fixed  by  the  General  Assembly.  Under  extraordi- 
nary circumstances  the  General  Board  may  call 
special  meetings  of  the  General  Assembly. 

16  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  such  committees 
as  it  may  deem  necessary,  including  but  not  limited 
to:  Credentials  Committee,  which  shall  certify  that 
vofing  representatives  have  been  properly  accred- 
ited; Committee  on  Reference  and  Counsel,  which 
shall  serve  as  the  business  committee  during  the 
General  Assembly;  Assembly  Program  and  Arrange- 
ments Committee;  and  Assembly  Time  and  Place 
Committee.  These  committees  shall  be  elected  by 
the  General  Board  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Special  Nominating  Committee  of  the  General 
Board. 

17  All  items  of  business  to  be  considered  by  the 
General  Assembly,  except  in  cases  of  emergency, 
shall  be  received  by  or  originate  with  the  General 
Board.  Items  of  business  may  be  filed  with  the 
General  Board  by  any  congregation,  region,  institu- 
tion or  administrative  unit  of  the  Christian  Church 
(or  by  the  representative  governing  board  of  any 
such  body).  Such  items  of  business  must  be  filed 
through  the  office  of  the  general  minister  and  presi- 
dent at  least  120  days  in  advance  of  a  meeting  of 
the  General  Assembly  in  order  to  allow  sufficient 
time  for  the  General  Board  to  review  and  refer  them 
with  appropriate  recommendations  to  the  General 
Assembly.  All  items  of  business  shall  be  circulated 


among  the  congregations  and  regions  by  the  office 
of  the  general  minister  and  president  at  least  60 
days  in  advance  of  the  General  Assembly  meeting. 

18  An  item  of  business  may  be  considered  an  emer- 
gency if  its  content  is  of  such  nature  that  it  could 
not  have  been  regularly  filed  120  days  prior  to  the 
Assembly.  Such  items  of  business  may  be  filed  when 
submitted  by  ten  or  more  voting  representatives 
from  not  less  than  five  congregations  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Reference  and  Counsel,  which  shall  decide 
whether  such  items  ore  emergencies  and,  if  so,  make 
appropriate  recommendations  to  the  General  As- 
sembly as  to  their  disposition. 

19  The  General  Assembly  shall  authorize  a  commis- 
sion under  the  General  Board  to  prepare  a  constitu- 
tion for  the  Christian  Church  based  upon  the 
principles  set  forth  in  this  design.  When  a  proposed 
constitution  has  been  prepared  and  recommended 
by  the  General  Assembly,  it  shall  be  sent  to  the 
congregations,  regional  bodies,  and  general  organi- 
zations for  study.  The  General  Assembly  shall  de- 
clare the  constitution  for  the  Christian  Church 
adopted  and  in  force  when  it  has  been  approved 
by  two-thirds  of  the  regional  bodies,  two-thirds  of 
the  general  organizations,  and  by  two-thirds  of  the 
voting  members  of  the  General  Assembly  present 
and  voting. 

20  Pending  the  adoption  of  a  constitution,  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business  by  the  General  As- 
sembly shall  be  40%  of  the  voting  members  certified 
by  the  Credentials  Committee  as  registered  and 
present  at  the  Assembly.  If  a  quorum  is  not  present 
at  any  business  session,  matters  to  be  considered 
will  be  referred  to  the  next  business  session.  If  a 
quorum  is  not  present  in  the  final  business  session, 
matters  which  were  to  be  considered  shall  be 
referred  to  the  General  Board.  The  General  Board 
may  take  interim  action  within  established  policy 
of  the  General  Assembly,  subject  in  all  matters  to 
a  review  of  its  action  by  the  next  subsequent  Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

B.  The  General  Board 

21  The  General  Assembly  shall  establish  a  smaller 
deliberative  body  responsible  to  the  General  As- 
sembly which  shall  be  called  the  General  Board. 
Under  broad  policies  determined  by  the  General 
Assembly,  the  General  Board  shall  receive,  review 
and  refer  to  the  General  Assembly  with  appropriate 
recommendations  all  items  of  business  presented 
from  any  unit  of  the  Christian  Church  as  provided 
in  paragraph  17;  establish  the  procedures  whereby 
all  units  of  the  Christian  Church  may  engage  in 
joint  planning  for  its  total  program  of  work  and 
witness;  review  and  evaluate  the  general  program 
of  the  Christian  Church,  in  accordance  with  its 
recognized  mission,  and  make  appropriate  recom- 
mendations to  the  General  Assembly;  receive  and 
initiate  proposed  policy  to  be  referred  with  recom- 
mendation to  the  General  Assembly  for  action; 
establish  procedures  for  continual  renewal  and 
structural  reform;  consult  and  confer  with  staff  mem- 
bers in  consideration  of  matters  under  review  and 
evaluation;  elect  the  members  of  an  Administrative 
Committee;  elect  the  governing  bodies  of  adminis- 
trative units  for  which  it  is  responsible  (see  para- 
graphs 49-50);  and  elect  the  committees  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly.

22  Between  meetings  of  the  General  Assembly,  the 
General  Board  may  take  interim  action  within 
established  policy  of  the  General  Assembly  in  be- 
half of  the  Christian  Church,  subject  in  all  matters 
to  a  review  of  its  action  by  the  subsequent  General 
Assembly. 

23  The  General  Board  shall  be  elected  from  the 
General  Assembly  and  consist  of  members  elected 
for  terms  of  four  years.  Such  elected  members  shall 
include  laymen,  laywomen  and  ministers,  not  more 
than  one-half  nor  less  then  one-third  of  whom  shall 
be  ministers.  They  shall  be  elected  in  the  following 
manner:'' 

(a)  From  among  the  votmg  membership  of  the 
immediately  previous  General  Assembly  each  region 
shall  elect  from  that  region  one  member  of  the 
General  Board  for  every  10,000  participating  mem- 
bers or  major  fraction  thereof  within  the  region. 
There  shall  be  at  least  one  such  member  elected 
by  each  region. 

(b)  From  among  the  voting  membership  of  the 
immediately  previous  General  Assembly,  the  Gen- 
eral Nominating  Committee  shall  nominate  an  equal 
number  of  members  of  the  General  Board  for 
election  by  the  General  Assembly. 

(c)  In  addition,  if  necessary  to  provide  representa- 
tion for  the  various  groups  and  concerns  within  the 
Christian  Church  which  may  not  otherwise  be 
represented,  the  General  Nominating  Committee 
may  nominate  up  to  ten  members-at-large  who  are 
not  from  the  voting  membership  of  the  General 
Assembly  for  election  to  the  General  Board  by  the 
General  Assembly. 

(d)  Persons  serving  on  the  Administrative  Com- 
mittee who  are  not  otherwise  on  the  General  Board 
shall  be  voting  members  of  the  General  Board.  In 
addition,  the  chief  administrative  officer  of  each 
division,  of  each  other  administrative  unit  for  central 
administrative  functions,  and  each  regional  minister 
shall  be  a  member  ex  officio  of  the  General  Board 
without  vote. 

24  Members  of  the  General  Board  shall  begin  their 
terms  of  service  on  July  1  following  their  election 
and  shall  serve  until  their  successors  have  been 
elected  and  qualified.  Elected  members  of  the  Gen- 
eral Board  who  have  served  two  full  consecutive 
terms  shall  not  be  eligible  for  re-election  until  one 
biennium  has  elapsed. 

25  Regular  meetings  of  the  General  Board  shall  be 
held  annually  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  fixed  by 
the  General  Board,  except  that  the  meeting  in  the 
year  in  which  the  General  Assembly  shall  convene 
shall  be  held  not  more  than  90  days  nor  less  than 
60  days  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  General  Assembly.  One-half  of  the  voting 
membership  of  the  General  Board  shall  constitute 
a  quorum.  Special  meetings  of  the  General  Board 
may  be  called  under  extraordinary  circumstances 
by  the  Administrative  Committee. 

C.  The  Administrative   Committee  of 
the  General  Board 

26  There  shall  be  an  Administrative  Committee  of 
the  General  Board  elected  by  the  General  Board. 
This  Administrative  Committee  shall  consist  of  40 
members,  at  least  30  of  whom  shall  be  from  the  vot- 
ing membership  of  the  General  Board.  In  addition, 
the  ofricers  of  the  Christian  Church  (the  moderator, 
the  two  vice-moderators,  the  general  minister  and 


president,  the  secretary  and  the  treasurer)  shall  be 
members  ex  officio.  The  parliamentarian  shall  be  a 
member  ex  officio  without  vote. 

27  The  Administrative  Committee  shall  meet  at  least 
three  times  each  year  and  shall  be  organized  to 
carry  out  its  work  and  to  implement  policies  and 
actions  of  the  General  Board,  and  shall  assume  and 
discharge  such  other  duties  and  responsibilities  as 
may  be  assigned  to  it  by  the  General  Board. 

28  The  Administrative  Committee  shall  provide  for 
long  range  planning  for  the  work  of  the  Christian 
Church,  and  shall  forward  all  resulting  proposals 
for  review  and  evaluation  by  the  General  Board 
and  disposition  by  the  General  Assembly.  It  shall 
promote  and  coordinate  the  activities  of  the  several 
administrative  units  to  assure  that  such  actions  con- 
form to  the  policies  of  the  Christian  Church. 

29  The  Administrative  Committee  shall  fill  vacancies 
in  offices  elected  by  the  General  Assembly,  subject 
to  ratification  by  the  General  Assembly  at  its  next 
regular  meeting.  It  shall  submit  to  the  General  As- 
sembly through  the  General  Board  any  recom- 
mendation it  may  deem  useful  for  the  development 
of  the  effectiveness  and  efficiency  of  the  life,  mission, 
work  and  organization  or  the  Christian  Church. 

30  In  consultation  with  the  various  regions  and  gen- 
eral units  of  the  Christian  Church,  the  Administrative 
Committee  shall  be  responsible  for  recommending 
through  the  General  Board  to  the  General  As- 
sembly, adequate  and  acceptable  budgetary  and 
promotional  procedures  for  financing  the  various 
regions  and  general  units  of  the  Christian  Church. 

31  Such  budgetary  and  promotional  procedures  shall 
reflect  the  fact  that  while  congregations  are  re- 
sponsive to  the  needs  of  general  and  regional  pro- 
grams established  with  the  participation  of  the 
congregations'  representatives  in  the  general  and 
regional  assemblies,  all  financial  support  of  the 
general  and  regional  programs  of  the  Christian 
Church  by  congregations  and  individuals  is  volun- 
tary. 

32  Pending  the  development  and  approval  of  new 
plans  and  procedures  to  be  mutually  determined, 
existing  practices  and  agreements  shall  be  continued. 

33  The  Administrative  Committee  shall  prepare  the 
business  agenda  for  the  meetings  of  the  General 
Board,  and  appoint  committees  not  otherwise  pro- 
vided for.  Until  the  General  Assembly  provides  other 
procedures,  matters  of  grievance  and  appeal  may 
be  referred  by  individual  members,  ministers,  con- 
gregations, regions  or  boards  to  the  Administrative 
Committee  which  shall  handle  such  matters  under 
policies  to  be  established  by  the  General  Assembly. 

34  Twenty  members  of  the  Administrative  Committee 
shall  be  elected  by  the  General  Board  just  prior 
to  each  biennial  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly 
for  a  term  of  four  years  to  begin  at  the  time  of 
their  election.  An  elected  member  of  the  Admini- 
strative Committee  who  has  served  two  full  con- 
secutive terms  shall  not  be  eligible  for  re-election 
until  one  biennium  has  elapsed.  No  more  than  two 
persons  from  any  one  region  shall  serve  simultane- 
ously as  elected  members  of  the  Administrative 
Committee.  To  achieve  an  adequate  representation

D.  OflFicers 

36  The  Christian  Church  shall  have  two  kinds  of 
officers — voluntary  (non-salaried)  officers  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  and  general  (salaried)  officers  of  the 
Christian  Church. 

1.  Officers  of  the  General  Assembly 

37  The  officers  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  be  a 
moderator,  a  first  vice-moderator,  a  second  vice- 

I         moderator  and  such  other  officers  as  the  General 
I         Assembly  may  from  time  to  time  determine.  These 
officers  shall  be  nominated  by  the  General  Nomi- 
nating Committee  and  elected  by  the  General  As- 
sembly for  terms  of  two  years. 

38  The  moderator  shall  preside  at  the  sessions  of  the 
General  Assembly,  the  General  Board  and  the 
Administrative  Committee,  and  assume  such  other 
responsibilities  as  may  be  assigned  by  these  bodies. 
The  vice-moderators  shall  assist  the  moderator  in 
presiding  at  the  sessions  of  the  General  Assembly, 
the  General  Board  and  the  Administrative  Com- 
mittee, and  assume  such  other  responsibilities  as  may 
be  assigned  by  these  bodies.  The  moderator  and 
vice-moderators  shall  normally  include  a  minister, 
a  layman  and  a  laywoman.  These  officers  shall  take 
office  upon  the  adjournment  of  the  regular  meeting 
of  the  General  Assembly  in  which  they  are  elected 
and  hold  office  through  the  next  regular  meeting 
or  until  their  successors  have  been  elected  and 
installed. 

39  A  parliamentarian  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
moderator  with  the  approval  of  the  Administrative 
Committee,  who  shall  serve  during  the  business  ses- 
sions of  the  General  Assembly,  the  General  Board 
and  the  Administrative  Committee,  advising  on 
parliamentary  questions  which  may  arise.  Unless 
otherwise'  provided,  all  proceedings  shall  be 
governed  by  Robert's  Rules  of  Order,  Revised. 

2.  General  Officers  of  the  Christian  Church 

40  The  general  off  ters  of  the  Christian  Church  shall 
be  a  general  minister  and  president,  a  secretary,  a 
treasurer  and  such  other  officers  as  the  General  As- 
sembly may  from  time  to  time  determine.  The  gen- 
eral officers  shall  be  salaried  personnel  of  the  Chris- 
tian Church. 

41  The  general  minister  and  president  shall  be  con- 
cerned for  the  pastoral   care  and   nurture  of  the 

I  Christian  Church.  As  the  chief  executive  officer  of 
the  Christian  Church,  the  general  minister  and  presi- 
dent shall  preside  over  meetings  of  the  general  staff 
and  shall  have  voice  but  not  vote  in  the  meetings 
of  the  administrative  units  of  the  Christian  Church. 
In  ways  appropriate  to  the  office,  the  general  min- 
ister and  president  shall  represent  the  Christian 
Church  in  interchurch  relations  and  in  ecumenical 

I  circles  or  appoint  a  representative.  The  general  min- 
ister and  president  shall  be  elected  by  the  General 
Assembly  upon  nomination  by  the  Administrative 
Committee  through  the  General  Board  for  a  term 
of  six  years  and  may  be  re-elected.  The  constitution

Familiar  Pattern 

Why  some  members  of  the  Commission  on  Brother- 
hood Restructure  have  said  the  provisional  design 
calls  for  "representative  Congregationalism"  becomes 
apparent  in  a  study  of  this  simple  diagram  of  the 
international  level. 

The  General  Assembly,  to  wh/ch  both  congrega- 
tions and  regions  would  elect  voting  representatives, 
would  function  much  like  a  local  congregational 
meeting — seff.'ng  broad  policy  and  electing  the  top 
officers.  Operating  under  this  "congregation's" 
policies  would  be  a  General  Board  and  an  Adminis- 
trative Committee,  somewhat  analogous  to  the 
official  board  and  cabinet  of  a  congregation. 

This  design,  in  articles  IV  and  V,  does  not  contain 
comparable  organizational  details  for  either  the 
region  or  the  congregation.  And  the  reason  is  given 
in  the  "foreword":  Those  decisions  "belong  primarily 
to  each  reaion  and  to  each  congregation." 
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nomination  and  election  of  the  general  minister  and 
president,  a  two-thirds  vote  of  those  present  and 
voting  in  each  of  the  Administrative  Committee,  the 
General  Board  and  the  General  Assembly  shall  be 
required.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
the  general  minister  and  president,  the  Administra- 
tive Committee  shall  name  the  person  to  fill  the 
vacancy  until  the  next  General  Assembly. 

42  The  secretary  shall  keep  the  record  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  General  Assembly,  the  General  Board 
and  the  Administrative  Committee,  and  serve  as  the 
corporation  secretary  as  may  be  required  by  law 
and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned 
to  this  office.  The  treasurer  shall  be  the  financial 
officer  of  the  Christian  Church  and  shall  perform 
such  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  this  office.  The 
secretary  and  the  treasurer  shall  be  employed  by 
the  Administrative  Committee  on  recommendation 
of  the  general  minister  and  president. 

E.  Administrative  Units 

43  The  General  Assembly,  upon  recommendation  of 
the  General  Board,  shall  establish  or  recognize  by 
constitution  or  contract  administrative  units  to  meet 
responsibilities  of  the  Christian  Church  in  its  witness, 
mission  and  service  to  the  world. 

1.  Major  Administrative  Units 

44  Major  administrative  units  responsible  for  broad 
areas  of  work  shall  be  called  divisions.  The  General 
Assembly  shall  determine  the  general  responsibilities 
of  the  divisions,  which  may  be  incorporated,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  their  charters  or  articles  of 
incorporation  by  the  General  Board. 

45  The  members  of  each  division  board  shall  be 
elected  by  the  General  Assembly  in  a  manner  to 
be  determined  by  the  General  Assembly  when  that 
division  is  established  or  recognized.  The  responsi- 
bilities, manner  of  election  and  tenure  of  office  for 
the  members  of  division  boards  shall  be  determined 
for  each  division  with  reference  to  its  purpose  and 
function  and  shall  be  specified  in  the  constitution 
or  bylaws  of  the  Christian  Church. 

46  Each  division  board  shall  elect  its  ofTicers  and 
staff,  except  for  the  chief  administrative  officer  who 
shall  be  elected  by  the  General  Board  upon  nomi- 
nation by  the  respective  division  boards  in  consulta- 
tion with  the  general  minister  and  president  as  pro- 
vided in  paragraph  61. 

47  Each  division  board  shall  administer  its  program 
and  financial  affairs  and  estoblish  or  retain  its  by- 
laws and  rules  of  procedure  in  accordance  with 
provisions  established  by  the  Christian  Church 
through  the  General  Assembly. 

48  Each  division  board  shall  facilitate  policy  decisions 
of  the  Christian  Church,  accounting  for  its  work 
through  regular  reports  of  its  plans  and  actions  to 
the  General  Board,  which  shall  refer  them  to  the 
General  Assembly  with  recommendations  for  ap- 
propriate action.  Each  division  board  shall  furnish 
copies  of  the  minutes  of  its  meetings  to  the  General 
Board  and  the  Administrative  Committee  to  enable 
them  to  exercise  their  responsibilities  for  policy 
making  and  coordinating  the  operation  of  the 
Christian  Church. 

2.  Other  Administrative  Units 

49  The  General  Assembly,  upon  recommendation  of 
the  General  Board,  may  establish  other  administra- 


tive units  to  provide  for  the  central  odministrative 
functions  of  the  Christian  Church  and  for  specialized 
study  and  service. 

50  The  members  of  the  governing  bodies  of  such  ■ 
other  administrative  units  shall  be  elected  by  the 
General  Board  in  a  manner  to  be  determined  by 
the  General  Assembly  when  the  administrative  units 
ore    established.    The    responsibilities,    manner  of 
election  and  tenure  of  office  for  the  members  of  the 
governing  bodies  shall  be  determined  with  reference 
to  their  purpose  and  function  and  shall  be  specified  \ 
in  the  constitution  or  bylaws  of  the  Christian  Church. 
Chief  administrative  officers  of  these  administrative 
units  shall  be  elected  by  the  General  Board  upon 
nomination  by  the  respective  unit  in  consultation  ■ 
with  the  general  minister  and  president  as  provided 
in  paragraph  61.  Special  temporary  administrative 
units  may  be  established  for  stated  periods  of  time.  « 

51  Such  other  administrative  units  shall  report  their, 
plans  and  actions  to  the  General  Board  through  the  ; 
Administrative  Committee.  A  review  of  the  reports  : 
shall  be  referred  to  the  General  Assembly  by  thai 
General  Board  with  recommendation  for  appropri-  j 
ate  action.  s 

3.  Interim  Procedures  ; 

52  Upon  adoption  of  this  design,  all  general  agen-; 
cies,  associations,  institutions  and  societies  which  f 
report  to  the  International  Convention  of  Christian  i|' 
Churches  (Disciples  of  Christ)  shall  be  recognized  as  ? 
provisional  units  of  the  Christian  Church.  Wherever  5 
appropriate  the  provisional  units  will  be  called  upon  i! 
to  bring  their  constitutions  and  bylaws  into  harmony 
with  this  design.  The  General  Board  shall  initiate 
procedures  for  establishing  administrative  units  of 
the  Christian  Church  under  policies  to  be  approved;

53  On  the  recommendation  of  the  Administrative 
Committee  in  consultation  with  existing  agencies, 
associations,  institutions  and  societies,  the  General 
Assembly  shall  establish  the  conditions  under  which  <■ 
such  organizations  may  be  related  to  the  adminis- 
trative units  of  the  Christian  Church.  Full  protection 
shall  be  given  to  all  legal  and  contractual  relation- 
ships, including  trust  and  pension  funds. 

F.  Nominations  and  Elections 

54  There  shall  be  a  General  Nominating  Committee 
consisting  of  32  members  elected  by  the  General 
Assembly.  Each  biennium  the  Administrative  Com- 
mittee shall  request  each  regron  to  submit  the  names 
of  one  minister,  one  layman  and  one  laywoman  for 
possible  membership  on  the  General  Nominating 
Committee.  From  these  names  the  Administrative 
Committee  shall  nominate  each  biennium  16  per- 
sons, 8  ministers  and  8  lay  persons,  for  election  by  ■ 
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the  General  Assembly  to  a  term  of  four  years  on 
the  General  Nominating  Committee.  Nominations 
for  members  of  the  General  Nominating  Committee 
may  also  be  made  from  the  floor  of  the  General 
Assembly.  The  General  Nominating  Committee  shall 
be  widely  representative  and  not  more  than  one 
member  shall  be  from  any  one  region.  A  member 
of  the  General  Nominating  Committee  may  serve 
only  one  full  term. 

55  At  the  first  choosing  of  the  General  Nominating 
Committee,  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Interna- 
tional Convention  of  Christian  Churches  (Disciples 
of  Christ)  shall  act  instead  of  the  Administrative 
Committee,  and  shall  nominate  32  persons,  16  min- 
isters and  16  lay  persons,  from  the  names  submitted 
by  the  regions,  for  election  to  the  General  Nomi- 
nating Committee.  The  General  Assembly  shall  elect 
8  ministers  and  8  lay  persons  for  a  term  of  two  years 
and  8  ministers  and  8  lay  persons  for  a  term  of  four 
years  on  the  General  Nominating  Committee. 

56  The  General  Nominating  Committee  shall  accept 
suggestions  from  throughout  the  Christian  Church 
and  shall  maintain  records  of  suggested  nominees 
and  their  qualifications.  When  selecting  candidates 
for  offices,  the  General  Nominating  Committee  shall 
consider,  but  not  be  limited  to,  all  names  suggested. 

57  The  General  Nominating  Committee  shall  select 
one  nominee  for  each  of  the  following  offices  to  be 
elected  by  the  General  Assembly:  moderator,  the 
two  vice-moderators,  and  members  of  the  General 
Board  whose  election  is  vested  in  the  General  As- 
sembly as  provided  in  paragraph  23.  In  addition, 
the  General  Nominating  Committee  shall  present 
to  the  General  Assembly  the  nominees  for  election 
to  membership  on  the  various  division  boards  in  the 
manner  specified  when  the  divisions  are  established 
or  recognized.  The  report  of  the  General  Nominat- 
ing Committee  shall  be  sent  to  the  congregations 
and  regions  at  least  60  days  prior  to  the  meeting 
of  the  General  Assembly.  Provision  shall  be  made 
for  nominations  frorfi  the  floor  of  the  General  As- 
sembly. 

The  office  of  the  general  minister  and  president 
shall  provide  staff  and  counsel  for  the  General 
Nominating  Committee. 

The  General  Board  shall  elect  from  its  membership 
a  Special  Nominating  Committee  consisting  of  ten 
persons,  five  ministers  and  five  lay  persons,  not 
more  than  two  of  whom  are  currently  members  of 
the  Administrative  Committee,  to  select  the  nominees 
for  positions  whose  election  is  vested  in  the  General 
Board,  including  the  elected  members  of  the  Admin- 
istrative Committee;  members  of  any  governing 
bodies  of  administrative  units  other  than  division 
boards;  and  members  of  General  Assembly  com- 
mittees. 

60  The  general  minister  and  president  of  the  Christian 
Church  shall  be  elected  by  the  General  Assembly 
upon  nomination  by  the  Administrative  Committee 
through  the  General  Board,  in  the  nomination  and 
election  of  the  general  minister  pnd  president  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  those  present  and  voting  in  each  of 
the  Administrative  Committee,  the  General  Board 
and  the  General  Assembly  shall  be  required.  In  all 
other  elections  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall 
elect. 

61  The  General  Board  shall  elect  the  chief  admin- 
istrative officers  of  the  various  administrative  units. 
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The  nominees  for  the  chief  administrative  officers  of 
the  various  administrative  units  shall  be  nominated 
by  their  respective  governing  bodies  in  consultation 
with  the  general  minister  and  president. 

62  At  the  first  choosing  of  the  membership  of  the 
General  Board  and  the  Administrative  Committee, 
one-half  of  the  members  shall  be  elected  for  terms 
of  two  years  and  one-half  for  terms  of  four  years. 
Thereafter,  all  members  shall  be  elected  for  terms  of 
four  years,  except  for  such  ex  officio  members  as 
may  be  provided  for.  Similar  arrangements  for  the 
election  of  the  boards  or  governing  bodies  of  the 
various  administrative  units  shall  be  specified  when 
they  are  established  or  recognized. 

IV.  Christian  Church 
in  Regions 

63  The  Christian  Church  also  manifests  itself  orga- 
nizationally in  geographic  units  called  regions.  The 
following  principles  shall  guide  the  Christian  Church 
in  the  development  of  its  regions. 

A.  Nature  and  Purpose 

64  The  primary  factor  by  which  the  church  deter- 
mines the  development  of  its  regional  expressions 
is  the  character  of  the  ministry  to  which  Christ  calls 
his  people  in  their  mutual  commitment  to  him  and 
to  one  another. 

65  The  purpose  of  the  Christian  Church  in  regions 
is  twofold:  (1)  to  extend  the  ministry  of  Christ  in 
mission,  witness  and  service  among  the  people  and 
social  structures  of  the  region;  and  (2)  to  establish, 
receive  and  nurture  congregations  in  the  region, 
providing  help,  counsel  and  pastoral  care  to  mem- 
bers, ministers  and  congregations  in  their  mutual 
relationships,  and  relating  them  to  the  world-wide 
mission  and  witness  of  the  whole  church. 

66  Identifiable  geographic,  cultural,  sociological  and 
political  areas  provide  boundaries  which  the  church 
may  use  to  establish  its  own  regional  structures  (1) 
by  which  the  church  carries  out  regionally  its  min- 
istry of  mission  and  nurture,  (2)  in  which  congrega- 
tions and  ministers  find  their  primary  relationships 
of  mutual  support  and  encouragement,  (3)  which 
provide  opportunities  for  regional  fellowship, 
worship  and  assembly  for  the  consideration  of 
matters  of  mutual  concern,  and  (4)  which  serve  to 
relate  the  three  manifestations  of  the  church— local, 
regional  and  general — to  each  other  in  the  function- 
ing of  the  whole  church. 

B.  Membership  and  Participation 

67  As  a  member  of  the  whole  body  of  Christ,  every 
person  who  is  or  shall  become  a  member  of  a 
recognized  congregation  of  the  Christian  Church 
thereby  holds  membership  in  the  Christian  Church 
in  his  region. 

68  Regions  may  develop  procedures  of  recognition 
whereby  other  persons  and  groups  who  support  the 
purposes  of  the  Christian  Church  may  participate  in 
its  regional  and  general  work. 

C.  Functions 

69  Regions  of  the  Christian  Church  perform  in  their 
particular  areas  the  function  of  the  church  related 
to  their  two-fold  purpose  of  mission  and  nurture. 
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70  1.  Mission.  In  fulfilling  the  mission  of  the  church 
in  their  areas,  regions  ore  sensitive  to  the  needs  of 
the  world  about  them  and  lead  their  members  in 
identifying  and  serving  such  human  needs.  Regions 
take  initiative  in  developing  new  forms  of  ministries 
in  mission,  witness  and  service,  and  in  dealing  crea- 
tively with  their  role  in  the  whole  task  of  the  church. 
Wherever  ecumenical  action  is  possible  to  fulfill 
their  mission,  regions  should  join  with  similar  geo- 
graphic units  of  other  religious  bodies  and  with 
present  and  emerging  ecumenical  structures. 

71  2.  Nurture.  Regions  are  concerned  for  the  con- 
tinuing renewal  of  the  life  of  congregations,  mem- 
bers and  ministers,  and  offer  leadership  in  matters 
of  mutual  concern.  Within  policies  developed  by 
the  General  Assembly,  regions  certify  the  standing 
of  ministers  and  provide  help,  counsel  and  pastoral 
care  to  ministers  and  congregations  in  such  matters 
as:  ordination,  licensing,  placement  of  ministers, 
establishment  and  dissolution  of  pastoral  relation- 
ships, and  installations  of  ministers.  Regions  seek  to 
supply  a  ministry  for  congregations  without  full-time 
pastoral  services  and  offer  counsel  and  assistance 
in  cases  of  difficulties  between  ministers  and  congre- 
gations. 

72  As  an  integral  part  of  the  whole  church,  regions 
witness  to  the  unity  of  the  Christian  Church  by  call- 
ing congregations  to  an  awareness  of  their  oppor- 
tunities and  responsibilities  beyond  local  concerns. 
They  also  help  to  relate  congregations  to  the  total 
program  of  the  whole  church.  By  calling  the  general 
manifestation  of  the  church  to  an  awareness  of  the 
needs  both  of  congregations  and  of  regions,  the 
regions  help  to  relate  the  general  manifestation  to 
the  life  and  work  of  congregations. 

D.  Shape  and  Boundaries 

73  The  shape  and  boundaries  of  regions  of  the  Chris- 
tian Church  reflect  their  primary  purpose  of  mis- 
sion and  nurture.  Regions  may  vary  in  size  and 
shape  as  determined  by  such  criteria  as:  the  number 
and  location  of  members  of  the  Christian  Church 
and  existing  congregations;  the  recognition  of  exist- 
ing or  emerging  functional  regions  unified  around 
such  matters  as  finance,  transportation  facilities, 
communications  media,  employment  and  educational 
developments;  and  the  needs  and  resources  of  the 
regions.  It  is  recognized  that  in  response  to  the 
changing  imperatives  of  mission  and  the  conditions 
of  human  life,  new  manifestations  of  the  church 
may  emerge  in  the  process  of  developing  the  shape 
and  boundaries  of  the  regions  of  the  Christian 
Church. 

74  Upon  adoption  of  this  design,  existing  state  and 
area  organizations  shall  be  recognized  as  provision- 
al regions  of  the  Christian  Church.  Wherever  ap- 
propriate they  will  be  called  upon  to  take  any 
necessary  steps  to  bring  their  constitutions  and 
bylaws  into  harmony  with  this  design. 

75  Upon  adoption  of  this  design  the  General  Board 
shall  initiate  procedures  for  reorganization  of 
existing  state  and  area  organizations  as  regions  of 
the  Christian  Church  under  policies  to  be  approved 
by  the  General  Assembly  in  keeping  with  the 
principles  set  forth  in  this  design. 

76  During  the  period  of  interim  coordination  as  well 
as  in  the  development  of  any  new  regional  bound- 
aries, existing  state  and  area  organizations  shall  re- 


main intact,  subject  to  modification  by  mutual  con- 
sent of  the  states  and  areas  involved,  in  the  light 
of  the  corporate  judgment  of  the  Christian  Church 
as  expressed  through  the  General  Assembly. 

77  The  constitution  and  bylaws  of  the  Christian 
Church  shall  reflect  the  principles  set  forth  in  this 
design,  the  results  of  studies  now  in  process,  and  the 
experience  gained  in  the  reorganization  of  state  and 
area  organizations  as  related  to  shape  and  bound- 
aries. 

E.  Structure  and  Staff 

78  Regions  develop  their  particular  structures  and 
organize  their  boards,  departments  and  committees 
for  the  most  effective  fulfillment  of  their  ministry 
and  mission.  Regions  secure  or  retain  their  charters, 
adopt  their  constitutions  and  bylaws,  and  formulate 
their  declarations  of  covenantal  relationship,  consist- 
ent with  the  principles  of  this  design.  Through  their 
assemblies  regions  provide  for  worship,  for  the  edu- 
cation of  their  members,  for  fellowship,  and  for 
the  transaction  of  business  by  voting  representatives 
from  the  congregations. 

79  Regions  call  regional  ministers  as  their  spiritual 
and  administrative  leaders  and  to  be  the  chief  execu- 
tive officers  of  the  regions.  Each  region  develops 
stated  processes  for  nominating  and  electing  its 
regional  minister,  including  procedures  for  seeking 
counsel  from  the  office  of  the  general  minister  and 
president  of  the  Christian  Church.  Regions  employ 
other  regional  staff  as  required  to  meet  their  re- 
sponsibilities in  mission  and  nurture. 

80  Regions  are  represented  in  the  General  Assembly 
as  provided  in  paragraph  11.  Items  of  business  for 
consideration  by  the  General  Assembly  may  be  sub-  ' 
mitted  by  regions  by  filing  such  items  with  the 
General  Board  through  the  office  of  the  general  min- 
ister and  president  at  least  120  days  in  advance  of  j 
a  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly.  Regions  receive 
from  the  office  of  the  general  minister  and  president  \ 
a  copy  of  all  items  of  business  to  be  considered  by  | 
the  General  Assembly  at  least  60  days  in  advance. 

81  Regions  are  responsible  for  electing  members  to 
the  General  Board  as  provided  in  paragraph  23: 
each  region  elects  from  among  the  voting  member- 
ship of  the  immediately  previous  General  Assembly  ' 
from  that  region  one  member  of  the  General  Board 
for  every  10,000  participating  members  or  major 
fraction  thereof  within  the  region.  There  shall  be  at 
least  one  such  member  elected  to  the  General  Board  , 
by  each  region.  In  addition,  the  regional  minister 
shall  be  a  member  ex  officio  of  the  General  Board 
without  vote. 

82  In  the  selection  of  the  General  Nominating  Com- 
mittee as  provided  in  paragraph  54,  regions  submit  i 
to  the  Administrative  Committee  each  biennium 
names  of  persons  for  possible  membership  on  the 
General  Nominating  Committee.  Each  region  sub- 
mits the  name  of  one  minister,  one  layman  and  one 
laywoman.  From  such  names  submitted  by  all  the 
regions,  the  Administrative  Committee  shall  nomi- 
nate a  General  Nominating  Committee  for  election  . 
by  the  General  Assembly. 

83  In  consultation  with  the  various  regions  and  gen- 
eral units  of  the  Christian  Church,  the  Administrative 
Committee  shall  be  responsible  for  recommending 
through  the  General  Board  to  the  General  Assembly, 
adequate  and  acceptable  budgetary  and  promo- 
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tional  procedures  for  financing  the  various  regions 
and  general  units  of  the  Christian  Church.  Pending 
the  development  and  approval  of  new  plans  and 
procedures  to  be  mutually  determined,  existing  prac- 

j         tices  and  agreements  shall  be  continued. 

'  84  Until  the  General  Assembly  provides  other  proce- 
dures, matters  of  grievance  and  appeal  may  be 
referred  by  regions  to  the  Administrative  Committee 
which  shall  handle  such  matters  under  policies  to 
be  established  by  the  General  Assembly. 

V.  Christian  Church 
in  Congregations 

85  The  Christian  Church  manifests  itself  in  congrega- 
tions, both  in  the  historic  form  of  the  local  church 
and  in  new  corporate  structures  for  mission,  worship 
and  service  which  the  Christian  Church  may  establish 
or  recognize. 

A.  Recognized  Congregations 

86  Upon  adoption  of  this  design,  all  congregations  then 
listed  in  the  latest  Year  Book  of  Christian  Churches 
(Disciples  of  Christ)  shall  be  recognized  congrega- 
tions of  the  Christian  Church.  Thereafter,  other  con- 
gregations desiring  recognition  or  congregations 
desiring  to  withdraw  from  recognition  in  the  Chris- 
tian Church,  shall  follow  established  procedures  for 
Year  Book  listing.^  Congregations  which  follow  the 
procedures  for  listing  after  the  publication  of  the 
latest  Year  Book  and  are  recorded  in  the  Year  Book 
ofFice  shall  also  be  recognized  congregations. 

B.  Rights  and  Responsibilities 

87  In  adopting  this  design  the  Christian  Church  af- 
firms that  congregations  in  their  freedom  in  Christ 
have  both  rights  and  responsibilities.  As  part  of  the 
Christian  Church  congregations  share  creatively  in 
its  total  mission  of  witness  and  service.  Equally,  the 
Christian  Church  in  its  general  and  regional  mani- 
festations sustains  its  congregations  through  its  com- 
mitment to  their  welfare  and  needs.  Thus,  concern 
for  the  integrity  of  each  manifestation  is  shared  and 
witness  is  given  to  the  inter-relatedness  of  the  whole 
church. 

88  Among  the  rights  recognized  and  safeguarded  to 
congregations  are  the  right:  to  manage  their  affairs 
under  the  Lordship  of  Jesus  Christ;  to  adopt  or  retain 
their  names  and  charters  or  constitutions  and  bylaws; 
to  determine   in   faithfulness   to   the   gospel  their 

ll       practice  with  respect  to  the  basis  of  membership;  to 

I  own,  control  and  encumber  their  property;  to  orga- 

II  nize  for  carrying  out  the  mission  and  witness  of  the 
church;  to  establish  their  budgets  and  financial 
policies;  to  call  their  ministers;  and  to  participate 

!  through  voting  representatives  in  forming  the  corpo- 
rate judgment  of  the  Christian  Church. 

i  89     Among  the  responsibilities  by  which  congregations 

I  demonstrate  their  mutual  concern  for  the  mission  and 
witness  of  the  whole  church  are  the  responsibilitiy: 
to  proclaim  the  gospel  and  administer  baptism  and 
the  Lord's  Supper:  to  provide  for  the  spiritual  nur- 

I  ture  of  their  members  and  families;  to  grow  in  under- 
standing that  the  church  is  a  universal  fellowship, 
transcending  barriers  of  race  and  culture;  to  sustain 
their  ministers  in  faithfulness  and  honor  and,  in  mat- 
ters pertaining  to  relationships  with  them,  to  seek 
counsel  from  the  regional  minister;  to  be  faithful  in 


Christian  stewardship,  striving  to  share  proportion- 
ately in  providing  the  resources  for  the  total  life, 
work  and  witness  of  the  Christian  Church;  to  choose 
voting  representatives  to  the  general  and  regional 
assemblies;  and  to  seek  to  realize  the  oneness  of  the 
church  of  Jesus  Christ  through  cooperation  with 
other  churches  of  the  community  and  with  present 
and  emerging  ecumenical  structures. 

90  While  congregations  are  responsive  to  the  needs 
of  general  and  regional  programs  established  with 
the  participation  of  the  congregations'  representa- 
tives in  the  general  and  regional  assemblies,  all 
financial  support  of  the  general  and  regional  pro- 
grams of  the  Christian  Church  by  congregations  and 
individuals  is  voluntary. 

C.  Representation 

91  (1)  Congregations  are  represented  in  the  General 
Assembly  by  voting  representatives  of  their  choosing. 
Each  congregation  is  entitled  to  be  represented  in 
the  General  Assembly  by  two  voting  representatives, 
plus  one  additional  voting  representative  for  each 
500  participating  members  or  major  fraction  thereof 
over  the  first  500.  These  voting  representatives  shall 
be  in  addition  to  its  ordained  ministers  who  are 
voting  members  as  provided  in  paragraph  11(c).  (2) 
Items  of  business  for  consideration  by  the  General 
Assembly  may  be  submitted  by  congregations  by 
filing  such  items  with  the  General  Board  through  the 
office  of  the  general  minister  and  president  at  least 
120  days  in  advance  of  a  meeting  of  the  General 
Assembly.  Congregations  receive  from  the  office  of 
the  general  minister  and  president  a  copy  of  all 
items  of  business  to  be  considered  by  the  General 
Assembly  at  least  60  days  in  advance.  (3)  Congrega- 
tions are  represented  in  their  regional  assemblies 
according  to  the  provisions  of  the  constitutions  and 
bylaws  of  their  respective  regions. 

92  Participating  through  their  voting  representatives 
in  the  general  and  regional  assemblies,  of  which 
they  are  a  part,  congregations  and  individuals  in 
the  exercise  of  their  rights  and  responsibilities  and 
in  the  fulfillment  of  their  ministries  are  encouraged 
to  hold  in  high  regard  the  actions,  decisions  and 
recommendations  of  these  assemblies,  expressing  in 
love  any  dissent  from  such  actions  or  positions.  Until 
the  General  Assembly  provides  other  procedures, 
matters  of  grievance  and  appeal  may  be  referred  by 
congregations  and  individual  members  to  the  Ad- 
ministrative Committee  which  may  handle  such  mat- 
ters under  policies  to  be  established  by  the  General 
Assembly. 

■'The  principles  currently  operative  were  adopted  by  the  Los  Angeles  Assembly  of 
the  International  Convtntion  of  Christian  Churches  (Disciples  of  Christ): 

"1.  The  local  church  seeking  listing  will  take  congregational  action  expressing 
its  desire  and  intention  to  be  a  part  of  the  fellowship  of  the  brotherhood  of  Chris- 
tian Churches  (Disciples  of  Christ). 

"2.  Through  the  hoard  of  its  state  or  area  organization,  the  congregation  then 
will  make  known  to  the  International  Convention  its  desire  to  be  a  part  of  the 
fellowship  of  the  brotherhood  and  to  have  this  affiliation  recorded  in  the  Year  Book. 

"3.  In  ascertaining  the  congregation's  desire,  the  stale  or  area  board  will  either 
take  note  that  such  a  declaration  is  included  in  the  church's  charter,  constitution, 
by-laws,  articles  of  incorporation  or  other  indication  of  desire  to  fellowship  with 
tlie  brotherhood,  or  obtain  a  formal  notarized  statement  from  the  congregation. 

"4.  The  state  or  area  organization  will  endorse  the  request  for  listing  and  this 
endorsement  will  be  attested  by  the  chief  executive. 

"Once  a  congregation  has  been  listed,  it  can  be  omitted  from  the  Statistical 
Reporls  only  after  the  Year  Book  office  has  received  a  notarized  statement  of 
congregational  action  requesting  removal  endorsed  by  the  state  or  area  office.  The 
congregation's  formal  request  not  to  be  listed  will  be  kept  In  the  Year  Book  office 
and  a  copy  will  be  provided  for  the  state  or  area  organization  to  which  the 
congregation  should  be  related."  (Excerpts  from  Resolution  No.  40,  1962  Los 
Angeles  Assembly) 

In  a  congregation's  action  to  withdraw  it  shall  he  understood  that  "endorsed 
by  the  state  or  area  office"  shall  mean  a  certification  of  the  congregation's  notifica- 
tion of  its  action  only. 
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VI.  Ministry 

93  The  fundamental  ministry  within  the  church  is  that 
of  Jesus  Christ.  He  calls  his  church  to  participate  in 
this  ministry. 

94  By  virtue  of  membership  in  the  church,  every  Chris- 
tian enters  into  the  corporate  ministry  of  God's 
people.  Within  the  corporate  ministry,  each  Chris- 
tian fulfills  his  own  calling  as  a  servant  of  Christ 
sent  into  the  world  to  minister.  The  Christian  Church 
shall  seek  to  provide  all  its  members  with  oppor- 
tunities to  exercise  this  ministry. 

95  In  addition,  the  church  recognizes  an  order  of  the 
ministry,  set  apart  or  ordained,  under  God,  to  equip 
the  whole  people  to  fulfill  their  corporate  ministry. 
To  this  end,  the  Christian  Church  inducts  into  the 
order  of  its  ministry  men  and  women  holding  the  fol- 
lowing ofFices: 

96  (a)  The  office  of  ordained  minister,  bestowed  by 
ordination,  including  such  persons  as:  pastors,  as- 
sociates, chaplains,  ministers  of  Christian  education 
and  missionaries;  teachers  with  ministerial  standing; 
administrators  and  ministers  serving  the  Christian 
Church  beyond  the  local  congregation  and  in  ecu- 
menical relationships; 

97  (b)  The  office  of  licensed  minister  bestowed  by 
license  and  an  appropriate  act  of  dedication.  Licens- 
ing permits  the  exercise  of  ministerial  function  in 
specific  situations  with  periodic  review,  in  such  cases 
as  the  following:  (1)  a  worker  who  is  duly  com- 
missioned by  the  Christian  Church  to  a  specialized 
full-time  church  vocation;  (2)  a  theological  student 
who  has  not  yet  fulfilled  all  qualifications  for  ordi- 
nation, but  who  may  be  authorized  to  serve  under 
supervision  in  ministerial  capacity;  and  (3)  a  person 
who  has  not  fulfilled  educational  standards  for  ordi- 
nation but  in  whom  the  church  discerns  manifest  gifts 
for  ministry  and  who  may  be  licensed  to  serve  under 
appropriate  supervision  as  pastor  of  a  particular 
congregation  or  in  ministerial  capacity  on  the  mis- 
sion field. 

98  The  Christian  Church,  through  the  General  Assem- 
bly, shall  approve  general  policies  and  criteria  for 
the  order  of  the  ministry,  including  such  matters  as: 
commitment  to  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  Christian 
character,  theological  education,  ordination  and 
licensing,  ministerial  standing,  ministerial  ethics, 
placement  procedures,  support,  pensions  and  emer- 
gency needs,  and  other  matters  relating  to  the  minis- 
try of  the  Christian  Church. 

99  Within  the  policy  established  by  the  General  As- 
sembly, the  regions  shall  be  responsible  for  certifying 
the  standing  of  ministers.  The  regions  shall  provide 
help,  counsel  and  pastoral  care  to  ministers  and 
congregations  in  their  mutual  relationships  in  such 
matters  as.-  ordination,  licensing,  placement  of  minis- 
ters, establishment  and  dissolution  of  pastoral  rela- 
tionships and  installations  of  ministers.  The  regions 
shall  seek  to  supply  a  ministry  for  congregations 
without  full-time  pastoral  service.  They  shall  offer 
counsel  and  assistance  in  cases  of  difficulty  between 
ministers  and  congregations. 

100  The  Christian  Church  may  establish  such  associa- 
tions of  ordained  and  licensed  ministers  as  will  en- 
able them  to  express  the  common  concerns  of  the 
ministry. 

101  The  local  offices  of  elder,  deacon  and  deaconess 


are  ordered  by  the  congregations,  through  election 
and  recognition  with  appropriate  ceremony,  for  the 
performance  of  certain  functions  of  ministry  ap- 
propriate to  the  offices,  (a)  An  elder  is  authorized 
to  exercise  within  the  congregation  which  elects  him 
or  her  the  ministerial  functions  which  it  assigns  for 
periods  of  time  which  it  specifies,  such  as:  sharing 
in  the  ministration  of  baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper 
and  the  conduct  of  worship,  and  sharing  in  the 
pastoral  care  and  spiritual  leadership  of  the  con- 
gregation. The  eldership  is  a  voluntary  ministry,  each 
congregation  having  a  plurality  of  elders,  (b)  A  dea- 
con or  deaconess  is  authorized  to  serve  in  the  con- 
gregation which  elects  him  or  her  for  periods  of  time 
which  it  specifies  by  assisting  with  other  deacons 
(deaconesses)  in  the  ministration  of  baptism  and  the 
Lord's  Supper,  in  the  conduct  of  worship,  and  in  the 
pastoral  care  and  spiritual  leadership  of  the  congre- 
gation. These  offices  are  also  voluntary. 

VII.  Revisions  and 
Amendments 

102  Revisions  and  amendments  to  this  design  while 
it  is  in  force  before  the  adoption  of  a  constitution 
may  be  made  by  a  three-fourths  vote  of  the  voting 
representatives  of  the  General  Assembly  present  and 
voting,  providing  such  revision  or  amendment  shall 
have  been  regularly  filed  120  days  in  advance  of 
the  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly  and  circulated 
among  the  congregations  and  regions  60  days  in 
advance  of  the  General  Assembly.

103  Now  to  him  who  by  the  power  at  work  within 
us  is  able  to  do  far  more  abundantly  than  all  that 
we  ask  or  think,  to  him  be  glory  in  the  church  and 
in  Christ  Jesus  to  all  generations,  for  ever  and  ever.

The  first  week  in  December  every 
year,  there  is  a  meeting  of  the  Confer- 
ence of  State  and  Area  Secretaries  and 
Board  Chairmen  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri. 
It  is  a  successor  to  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  State  Secretaries.  The  new  organ- 
ization came  into  being  a  few  years  ago 
because  state  executives  felt  that  in  the;r 
planning  it  would  be  helpful  to  have  as 
a  part  of  the  organization  the  chairmen 
of  state  boards  as  well  as  state  execu- 
tives. These  chairmen  are  ministers  and 
lay  people  (men  and  women),  depending 
upon  which  is  elected  as  head  of  the 
state  organization — elections  which  take 
place  at  state  conventions  or  assembli-.s 
of  people  from  the  congregations  in  the 
state  which  elects  them.  Thus,  the  nev/er 
organization  is  more  representative  than 
the  old  one,  and  makes  possible  ready 
dialogue  between  the  state  staff  members 
and  the  elected  leaders  in  their  states.  It 
is,  therefore,  more  democratic  and  more 
widely  deliberative. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  CSASBC  in  St. 
Louis  in  December,  1967,  the  Conference 
voted,  without  dissent,  to  approve  the  re- 
vised design  for  the  Christian  Church,  but 
not  without  debate.  Neither  the  state  ex- 
ecutives nor  the  board  chairmen  felt  that 
by  approving  the  design  that  they  could 
speak  for  their  states.  Dr.  John  W. 
Harms  of  Indiana,  general  secretary  of 


the  Association  of  Christian  Churches  in 
Indiana,  proposed  a  change  in  the  orig- 
inal approval  motion,  adding  the  words, 
"with  the  understanding  that  this  action 
does  not  prejudice  any  proposal  for 
amendment  that  may  be  submitted  to 
the  assembly  of  the  convention  bv  states 
and  areas."  The  addition  carried  by  a 
close  vote — 29  for,  26  against.  In  the 
conference  such  debate  and  closeness 
in  voting  is  the  rule  rather  than  the  ex- 
ception. 

I  call  this  to  your  attention  to  indicate 
that  this  is  very  often  the  case  in  many 
of  our  state  and  national  organizations 
in  the  brotherhood,  despite  the  efforts 
of  some  people  to  make  it  appear  thai 
votes  on  many  issues  before  our  people 
are  "settled  before  votes  are  taken." 
Such  statements  by  some  individuals  are 
simply  not  true,  but  are  irresponsible, 
and  are  made  only  to  try  to  divide  the 
brotherhood. 

During  our  brotherhood  studies  on  re- 
structure there  have  come  into  existence 
a  small  number  of  dissenting  groups 
whose  purpose  it  is  to  try  to  make  it  ap- 
pear that  restructure  is  a  tool  in  the 
hands  of  a  few  people  to  try  to  control 
the  congregations  and  the  ministers  of 
the  brotherhood.  They  simply  do  not 
want  to  believe  what  is  really  true — th^it 
restructure  is  an  attempt  on  the  part  of

Time  is  one  of  the  most  discussed  sub- 
jects of  our  day.  To  a  request  to  p»erfo'-m 
a  certain  task,  the  answer  is  often,  "I 
do  not  have  the  time."  It  is  true  that  we 
do  live  in  a  world  where  there  is  so  much 
going  on  that  we  cannot  keep  up  with 
the  happenings.  Yet  we  have  so  many 
areas  of  life  today  that  require  a  given 
amount  of  time  .  .  .  children  must  spend 
a  certain  amount  of  time  in  school  five 
days  a  week,  parents  give  alotted  time 
to  the  physical  welfare  of  their  children, 
the  amount  o  ftime  left  in  an  athletic  con- 
test may  be  extremely  important  to  both 
teams,  there  are  still  twenty-four  hours 
in  a  day  hat  must  be  utilized,  and  we 
hope  to  the  best  interest  of  all. 

After  reading  part  of  the  book,  Our 
Teaching  Ministry,  I  am  reminded  again 
of  time.  I  believe  the  one  basic  reason 
why  it  is  so  difficult  to  secure  teachers 
in  the  church  school  is  that  people  "do" 
not  have  the  time  to  prepare  the  lesson. 
When  we  read  in  the  above  mentioned 
book  that:  one  billion  people  have  never 


heard  of  Jesus,  that  two-thirds  of  the 
worlds  people  go  to  bed  hungry,  that  we 
spend  fifty-million  dollars  a  year  on 
tranquilizers,  and  that  fifty  per  cent  of 
what  a  doctor  will  need  to  know  ten 
years  from  now  is  not  even  known  to- 
day, then  should  not  we  spend  more  time 
in  trying  to  get  the  church  to  eive  an 
answer  to  the  kind  of  world  in  which  we 
will  be  living? 

It  is  true  that  there  are  no  short  cuts 
to  a  truly  effective  church  proeram. 
Time  is  required  to  prepare  sermons, 
time  is  needed  for  an  adequate  musical 
worship  program,  time  is  needed  for 
genuine  fellowship,  and  time  is  a  man- 
date for  those  who  teach  in  the  church 
school.

Accept  it  as  a 
challenge  to  lead  others  to  a  deeper  com- 
mitment to  the  needs  of  the  world  as 
taught  to  us  by  Jesus  Christ.

What  Do  We  Know  About  Japan?  With 
the  New  Year,  Christian  Women's  fel- 
lowship began  a  study  of  Japan  and  per- 
haps we  have  already  learned  that  we 
know  very  little  or  that  our  ideas  about 
this  country  are  hopelessly  out-dated.  If 
we  are  still  seeing  Japan  in  terms  of 
cherry  blossoms  and  geisha  girls  th3n 
we  are  definitely  behind  the  times.  Oh, 
they  are  still  there.  The  United  States 
still  has  its  ante-bellum  mansions  in  the 
South,  too. 

Former  ambassador  to  Japan.  G.  Ed- 
win Reischauer,  said  in  an  article  in  The 
Atlantic  (June,  1967,  pp.  12-22)  that 
American  newspapers  are  full  of  a  "tired 
round  of  the  same  old  color  stories"  but 
not  much  depth  coverage  of  events  in 
Japan  today.  Our  study  for  the  next  six 
months  provides  us  with  an  opportunity 
to  get  beneath  the  colorful  and  pictur- 
esque pageantry  to  the  people  them- 
selves. What  do  they  want  of  life?  Is  it, 
as  one  Japanese  has  said,  color  TV, 
cooker  (air  conditioner)  and  car?  Are 
the  3  C's  enough?  Japanese  people  seerr. 


to  have  an  indefinite  capacity  for  obedi- 
ence and  loyalty;  what  holds  their  al- 
legiance today?  How  is  the  church  pro- 
claiming the  Word  of  God  in  Japan?  Are 
the  people  of  Japan  hearing  it? 

As  we  move  through  our  studv  for  the 
next  few  months  some  of  these  questions 
may  be  answered.  The  studv  book 
Shoes  at  the  Threshold  (every  CWF'er 
should  read  this)  is  only  a  starting  ooint. 
Those  who  are  leadmg  the  studv  of 
Japan  should  use  as  a  basic  resource 
The  Response  of  the  Church  in  Chang- 
ing Japan  by  Charles  H.  Germany.  It 
can  be  ordered  from  Christian  Board  of 
Publication  for  only  $1.75.  If  you  wish 
to  "go  dramatic"  try  the  one  act  play 
Drum,  Hammer  and  Cross  by  Vern  Ross 
man.  Available  from  the  same  place, 
price  75  cents.  There  is  much  that  is 
pretty  and  picturesque  to  give  your  study 
color  and  glamour.  Use  all  the  paper 
parasols,  paper  lanterns,  chop-sticks 
and  fans  you  want.  But  don't  lose  sight 
of  the  purpose  of  our  study.

Celebrates  Anniversary 

1968  marks  the  175th  year  for  the  Mill 
Creek  church  as  a  worshipping  congrega- 
tion. Having  begun  in  1793,  it  is  the  oldest 
Church  of  any  faith  in  Johnston  County, 
and  the  oldest  Christian  Church  in  the 
Mill  Creek  Dic+rict,  if  not  one  of  the 
oldest  congregations  in  the  State. 

In  1840  the  Mill  Creek  congregation  was 
a  member  of  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Bethel 
Convetion,  which  represeted  43  churches 
and  2072  members.  In  1841  they  dropped 
the  denominatioal  name.  A  large  majority 
of  this  reforming  association,  including 
Mill  Creek,  united  with  the  Disciples  of 
Christ  in  convention  at  Hookerton,  N.  C, 
on  May  2,  1845.  this  union  now  represents 
123  years  of  loyalty. 

The  Mill  Creek  C.W.F.  was  organized 
in  1911  when  there  were  only  two  other 
such  organizations  in  the  District.  The 
present  sanctuary  was  erected  in  1935. 
Class  rooms,  a  fellowship  hall,  new  pews, 
and  the  remodeling  of  the  chancel,  were 
completed  in  1961.  In  August  of  1966, 
Robert  Mclndoo  began  serving  Mill  Creek 
as  its  first  "full  time"  minister.  A  par-

The  Week  of  Compassion  is  more  than  a  time  for  "taking  an  offering."  It  is 
a  time  for  contemplation  ...  for  thinking  about  the  millions  of  hungry  and  homeless 
people  across  the  world.  We  hope  this  contemplation  will  lead  to  action — in  our  case, 
sharing  out  of  our  abundance  with  those  in  need.  In  our  case  it  is  a  time  for  de- 
cision— deciding  how  and  what  we  can  share.  In  their  case  it  a  matter  of  life  or 
death  ...  No  wonder  that  is  the   theme  for  this  year's  Week  of  Compassion. 

For  your  contemplation,,  given  below  are  some  facts  and  figures  to  help  you 
decide  a  matter  of  life  or  death  .  .  . 

APPRO  (Action  For  Food  Production  in  India)  was  bom  almost  two  years  ago 
when  famine  appeared  to  be  imminent  for  the  whole  of  India  with  its  500,000,000 
people.  Forty  consultants  form  AFPRO's  Technical  Information  Service  providing 
invaluable  technical  information  about  conditions  of  soils,  irrigation,  seeds,  fertilizers, 
pesticides,  animal  husbandry,  nutrition  and  food  preservation.  This  informaton 
service  is  one  of  three  priorities  in  AFPRO  to  date.  The  other  two  are  the  develop- 
ment of  water  resources  and  the  importation  and  distribution  of  badly  needed  fer- 
tilizers. Past  experience  would  indicate  that  newly  drilled  wells  can  be  used  to 
irrigate  rice,  wheat,  and  maize  fields — increasing  the  average  yields  from  650  lbs. 
an  acre  to  4,100  lbs.  A  total  of  6,000  wells  of  all  kinds  have  been  provided  with  APPRO 
equipment  in  1967. 

The  magazine  Realites,  asked  a  group  of  intellectuals  the  following  question 
among  others:  "In  your  opinion,  what  are  the  most  crucial  problems  that  the  world 
will  face  during  the  next  twenty  years?"  The  replies  came  from  25  Nobel  prize  win- 
ners and  from  25  other  leading  figures,  including  British  Historian,  Arnold  Toynbee. 
The  problem  most  often  mentioned  was  overpopulation.  Other  problems  most  fre- 
quently mentioned  were:  famine  in  the  world  and  the  misery  of  the  underdeveloped 
countries.  The  danger  of  atomic  war  was  ranked  after  the  above  concerns. 

Millions  of  hungry  people  grab  the  creapest  "fillers"  available  for  eating,  such 
as  cereals,  roots  and  sugars.  Stomachs  may  be  full,  but  malnutrition  develops  be- 
cause of  the  lack  of  proper  protein,  vitamins,  etc.  Some  call  this  HIDDEN  HUNGER. 

Among  the  2,000,000  refugees  in  Vietnam  there  are  more  than  400,000  children. 
With  a  war  going  on,  people  must  live  in  steaming  metal  shelters  on  the  scalding 
sands,  or  in  hastily  constructed  tents.  Children  are  bitten  by  insects  and  plagued 
by  sores  and  disease — to  say  nothing  of  those  burned  in  the  air  strikes  that  precede 
evacuation.  Week  of  Compassion  funds  help  provdie  child-care  centers,  medical  aid 
and  food  for  these  children. 

"No  one  is  justified  in  keeping  for  his  exclusive  use  what  he  does  not  need  when 
others  lack  necessities." — Pope  Paul  VI 

In  his  book  Is  World  Famine  Inevitable?  Robin  Hoar  says: 

'Ten  thousand  children  died  today  of  malnutrition.  Tomorrow  10,000  more  will 
die.  And  so  through  every  day  of  this  year.  The  casualties  of  Vietnam  do  not  begin 
to  compare  with  losses  through  lack  of  food.  We  are  on  a  collision  course.  The  stork 
has  outrun  the  plow.  We  may  already  be  too  late." 

"The  largest  armada  assembled  since  I>Day,  600  ships,  was  used  to  carry 
American  grain  last  year  to  India." 

"The  faces  of  the  hungry  are  an  indictment  on  the  conscience  of  humanity.  You 
cannot  say  that  any  one  person  or  nation  is  to  blame  for  their  sufferings.  You  can 
say  that  somehow  all  of  us  are  responsible  to  change  the  situation." 

"Civil  unrest  is  an  automatic  fallout  of  food  shortages  ..."

Shorter  Range 
Planning  Needed 

INDL^NAPOLIS,  Ind.— Members  of  the 
Christian  Churches  (Disciples  of  Christ) 
seem  to  feel  that  planning  by  their  com- 
munion should  be  for  shorter  periods 
than  a  decade  due  to  rapid  changes 
taking  place  in  the  world. 

They  also  want  a  stronger  emphasis 
on  evangelism. 

This  was  indicated  in  first  responses 
to  surveys  by  the  Committee  for  1970 
and  Beyond,  which  is  charged  with  de- 
veloping a  theme  and  plan  of  strategy 
for  the  period  following  the  Disciples' 
present  "Decade  of  Decision." 

The  committee  submitted  a  question- 
naire to  Disciples  ministers  and  agency 
heads  and  took  written  or  recorded  com- 
ments from  persons  attending  the  Inter- 
national Convention  of  Christian  Churches 
assembly  in  St.  Louis  in  October. 

Dr.  George  Earle  Owen,  chairman  of 
the  committee,  reported  that  many  Dis- 
ciples favored  an  annual  emphasis,  or 
three-to-five-year  programs,  rather  than 
a  10-year  plan.  They  felt  a  decade  too 
long  for  effective  goaling,  with  the  result 
a  "stale  and  meaningless"  program. 

Dr.  Owen,  in  summarizing  opinions  of 
the  first  700  ministers  responding,  ob- 
served: 

"Coming  through  loud  and  clear  is  a 
call  for  a  new  and  stronger  thrust  in 
the  field  of  evangelism,  personal  growth 
and  spiritual  renewal. 

"Evangelism  is  the  number  one  and 
deepest  concern  expressed  in  all  these 
responses. 
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*Engelhard — Charles  Treihart,  minister. 
A  unique  burning  service  based  on  Paul's 
"forgetting  those  things  which  are  be- 
hind .  .  ."  as  recorded  in  Philippians  3, 
was  held  during  the  Watchnight  service 
at  Engelhard  Christian  Church  on  Sunday 
night,  December  31,  at  11:00.  People 
were  invited  to  write  their  failures  on  a 
piece  of  paper  and  during  the  service, 
they  came  forward,,  burned  the  paper, 
and  dropped  it  into  a  container  used  for 
that  purpose.  The  emphasis  was  upon  re- 
pentance and  confession.  Whatever  was 
written  and  burned  will  only  be  known 
between  the  person  and  God.  The  entire 
service  was  one  of  prayers  and  responses 
and  involved  Engelhard  and  Middletown 
Christian  Churches. 

*Vanceboro — Robert  W.  South,  minister. 
The  CYF  and  Chi  Rho  members  attended 
a  showing  of  the  film  "David  and  Lisa" 
at  East  Carolina  University  as  the  guests 
of  Dr.  Leo  Jenkins,  President  of  East 
Carolina  University.  Several  nights  later 
the  young  people  met  at  the  parsonage 
to  discuss  the  film  with  Mrs.  Nell  Hill, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  South  and  Mrs.  Daphne 
Cleves  acting  as  resource  persons  for 
any  questions  the  young  people  might 
have.

As  you  read  this,  your  state  CWF  president,  Mrs.  E.  H.  Wyman,  and  I  are  in  St. 
Louis  for  the  Consultation  on  Christian  Women's  Fellowship  which  will  be  in  session 
from  February  28  until  March  3.  We  are  a  part  of  a  group  of  some  145  persons  which 
includes  state  and  national  leaders  of  CWF,  brotherhood  leaders  on  the  national  level, 
laymen  and  laywomen  and  ministers  from  local  congregations.  Those  invited  to  par- 
ticipate from  North  Carolina  in  addition  to  your  president  and  executive  secretary 
are  Mrs.  Robert  Haislip,  Oak  City  CWF,  Mrs.  Amos  Artis,  St.  James,  Fountain,  CWF, 
and  the  Rev.  Otis  L.  Swords,  Jr.,  minister  of  our  First  Christian  Church  in  Charlotte. 

The  purpose  of  the  Consultation  in  brief  is  to  consider  the  place  of  women  in 
the  life  of  the  Church,  how  to  challenge  women  to  the  needs  of  today  and  the  structure 
and  patterns  through  which  the  work  may  best  be  done. 

The  entire  group  will  be  meeting  each  day  for  Bible  study  led  by  Dr.  George 
Earle  Owen,  Executive  Chairman  of  the  Division  of  General  Departments,  UCMS. 
The  real  work  of  the  consultation  will  be  done  in  small  groups  followed  by  plenary 
session  when  reports  will  be  made  and  discussion  carried  on  in  the  total  body. 

There  will  be  groups  working  in  the  following  areas  which  I  am  listing  so  that 
you  may  have  a  better  understanding  of  the  very  comprehensive  scope  of  this  con- 
sultation. 

Group  one  will  discuss  the  growth  and  development  of  women  through  study  and 
worship;  group  two,  the  social  and  political  concerns  and  involvement  of  women; 
group  three,  total  church  relationships  of  women;  group  four,  the  ecumenical  relation- 
ships of  Disciple  women;  group  five,  the  purpose  and  structure  for  Disciple  women's 
work;  group  six,  the  financial  relationship  of  women  in  the  church  and  group  seven, 
evangelism  and  witness  of  women. 

The  need  for  taking  a  good  look  at  womens'  part  in  the  total  church  in  relation 
to  restructure  and  renewal  has  long  been  felt.  From  this  study  can  well  come  projec- 
tions and  plans  that  will  guide  our  work  for  the  next  several  decades.

To  the  left  is  the  college  book  store 
which  offers  for  sale  most  items  re- 
quired by  students  at  the  college  includ- 
ing textbooks  and  related  study  mater- 
ials, art  supplies,  athletic  and  sports 
wear,  gift  items  as  well  as  health  and 
beauty  aids. 

To  the  center  of  the  building  is  the 
college  post  office  which  handles  the  in- 
stitution's postal  operation.  Post  office 
boxes  are  made  available  to  students 
and  members  of  the  college  faculty. 

To  the  right  center  of  the  building  on 
the  first  level  is  a  snack  bar  with  a 
seating  capacity  for  60  persons.  Entrance 
to  the  snack  bar  may  be  gained  through 
the  main  lobby  or  the  outside  entrance 
which  faces  Gold  Street.  The  snack  bar 
will  serve  short  order  items  including 
hot  dogs,  hamburgers,  sandwiches  of  all 
kinds  as  well  as  milk  shakes  and  other 
beverages. 

The  college  cafeteria  is  located  on  the 
upper  level  of  the  building  and  is  per- 
haps the  largest  dining  facility  in  the 
immediate  area.  The  cafteria  has  a 
seating  capacity  of  419  and  the  capability 
of  serving  some  3,300  meals  per  day. 
Meals  are  served  three  times  a  day,,  sev- 
en days  a  week. 

The  cafeteria  is  provided  with  two  main 
serving  areas.  Access  to  either  area  may 
be  gained  from  either  the  lower  level  or 
fiom  an  intermediate  level  through  out- 
side entrances. 

Food  for  the  cafeteria  is  prepared  in 
a  large  kitchen  which  runs  the  width  of 
the  building.  The  well-lighted  facility  is 
equipped  with  the  most  modern  kitchen- 
ware.  All  working  surfaces  and  kitchen 
utensils  are  of  stainless  steel.  Two  large 
walk-in  refrigerators  are  located  adjacent 
to  the  kitchen  while  two  walk-in  type

deep  freeze  units  are  located  on  the 
lower  receiving  area.  Freight  service  to 
the  kitchen  is  provided  by  elevator. 

The  main  dining  room  is  designed  so 
that  it  may  be  divided  into  three  separ- 
ate dining  areas  through  use  of  special 
folding  partitions.  A  built-in  public  ad- 
dress system  is  provided  for  banquets 
and  other  special  affairs.  A  small  dining 
room  is  located  to  the  left  rear  of  the 
cafeteria  which  may  be  used  by  the  fac- 
ulty or  for  small  luncheon  meetings. 

The  main  dining  room  and  the  lower 
level  lobby  is  illuminated  by  a  large  sky- 
light as  well  as  numerous  florescent  light- 
ing units.  Background  music  is  provided 
throughout  the  building.  For  the  most 
part,  the  color  scheme  of  the  entire 
building  is  keyed  to  olive  and  blue  lend- 
ing a  pleasant  atmosphere.  Furniture  in 
the  cafeteria  is  in  olive  and  brushed 
chrome.  Furnishings  in  the  student  per- 
sonnel offices  are  black  with  walnut  furn- 
iture while  carpeting  is  done  in  gold. 
The  recreation  room  is  done  in  brighter 
colors  of  gold  with  green  and  red. 

Hardy  Hall,  which  for  years  served  as 
the  campus  cafeteria,  will  be  remodeled 
for  use  as  a  student  lounge  area.  The 
lower  level  of  the  building  will  provide 
office  space  for  the  Student  Government 
Association. 

Commenting  on  the  new  Student  Cen- 
ter, Dr.  Arthur  D.  Wenger,  president  of 
the  college,  said,  "The  handsome  new 
student  center-cafeteria  facility  is  another 
major  step  toward  our  objective  of  pro- 
viding our  students  with  campus  facili- 
ties which  will  help  to  make  their  stay 
on  our  campus  both  more  pleasant  and 
more  fruitful.  It  encourages  the  develoi> 
ment  of  constructive  attitudes  toward 
esthetic  values  and  the  use  of  leisure 
time.  It  fills  a  substantial  gap  in  services 
which  have  been  offered  our  students  and 
which  had  developed  as  a  result  of  rapid 
enrollment  increases  in  the  late  1950's 
and  early  1960's. 
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Restructure  Study  Continues  During  Year 

INDIANAPOLIS,  Ind. — Spade  work  on  the  next  phases  of  the  current  restructur- 
ing of  the  Christian  Churches  (Disciples  of  Christ)  will  continue  during  the  next  year. 

But  this  work,  assigned  by  the  Central  Committee  of  the  Disciples'  Commission 
on  Brotherhood  Restructure,  will  not  change  the  recommended  provisional  design 
for  restructure  going  to  the  communion's  1968  International  Convention  assembly 
for  adoption. 

All  of  the  assigiunents  have  to  do  with  steps  that  can't  be  taken  until  after 
the  basic  design  is  adopted — developing  structural  details,  converting  the  design 
document  into  a  constitution  and  administering  the  church  in  the  transition  period. 

The  Central  Committee,  which  met  here  recently,  continued  two  task  committees, 
authorized  a  third  one  and  named  two  new  sub-committees  to  conduct  studies  and 
draft  recommendations. 

Existing  task  committees  will  continue  studies  concerning  the  shape  and  bound- 
aries of  regions  and  financial  procedures  of  the  emerging  church. 

A  new  task  committee,  still  to  be  appointed,  will  begin  work  on  defining  the 
relationship  of  institutions  of  higher  education  to  the  church. 

One  of  the  special  sub-committees  of  the  Central  Committee  will  start  planning 
the  administrative  units  to  be  formed  at  the  international  level.  The  other  new  sub- 
committee will  suggest  ways  to  make  a  smooth  transition  from  the  present  Interna- 
tional Convention  to  the  General  Assembly  provided  for  in  the  design. 

In  making  these  assignments,  however,  the  Central  Committee  stressed  that 
the  committees'  findings  and  recommendations  will  not  alter  the  provisional  design 
"recommended"  by  the  Disciples'  St.  Louis  assembly,  October  13-18. 

The  provisional  design  needs  the  "approval"  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  Inter- 
national Convention's  member  agencies  and  two-thirds  of  the  Disciples'  40  state  and 
area  organizations,  then  a  two-thirds  vote  for  "adoption"  by  the  convention's  Kansas 
City  a.5sembly  next  fall  before  it  can  be  put  into  effect. 

If  the  design  is  adopted  in  Kansas  City,  the  Central  Committee  expects  to  turn 
the  restructure  commission's  studies  and  recommendations  over  to  the  provisionally- 
constituted  Christian  Church,  which  will  carry  the  reorganization  through  the  stages 
of  negotiation  and  constitution-writing. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  full  restructure  commission  will  not  be  held  until 
September  25,  just  before  the  Kansas  City  assembly,  September  27-Octo'ber  2. 

Dr.  Grnnville  T.  Walker  of  Fort  Worth,  chairman  of  the  restructure  commission, 
and  Dr.  Myron  C.  Cole  of  Hollywood,  Calif.,  vice-chairman,,  presided  at  the  Central 
Committee  meeting. 

World  CalVs  100th  Year 

INDIANAPOLIS,  Ind. — ^The  Armistice  was  just  two  months  old.  Doughboys  were 
beginning  to  straggle  home. 

There  was  talk  of  a  League  of  Nations.  And  an  optimism  that  the  war  just  ended 
was  a  war  to  end  all  wars. 

A  new  religious  magazine  appeared  that  January,  1919,  reflecting  the  concern 
of  churchmen  that  the  swords  quickly  be  hammered  into  plowshares: 

"The  hour  came  when  we  had  to  fight  Germany  or  become  her  victim.  Now  the 
hour  has  come  when  we  must  evangelize  Asia,  Africa  and  Latin  America  or  eventually 
fight  them. 

"Just  as  we  saved  both  men  and  money  by  throwing  our  whole  strength  into 
the  conflict,  so  shall  we  find  it  both  easier  and  surer  to  make  quick  work  of  winning 
the  world  to  Christ." 

That  first  issue  of  the  new  publication  of  the  Christian  Churches  (Disciples  of 
Christ)  described  a  foreign  mission  field  ripe  for  the  harvest,  with  fresh  receptivity 
to  westerners  and  a  spiritual  gap  crying  to  be  filled. 

It  also  cast  an  eye  in  the  direction  of  domestic  social  problems,  like  liquor. 
One  writer  said: 

"The  war  for  temperance  and  prohibition  has  been  long  and  hard.  Never  has 
there  been  a  more  cunning  or  cruel  monarch  than  Kaiser  Booze." 
Then  there  was  the  problem  of  the  minority  group. 

"We  hastened  to  make  use  of  him  (the  minority  individual) — to  do  our  'dirty  work.' 
We  told  him  that  he  could  live  'across  the  tracks'  or  'down  by  the  river.'  We  built 
him  badly-ventilated,  unsanitary  houses,  gave  starvation  wages  and  charged  an  exor- 
bitant rent." 

But  in  1919  the  minority  man  whose  plight  aroused  the  ire  of  the  church  publica- 
tion was  the  immigrant. 


The  ecumenical  movement  was 
ring,  even  then,  as  reported  in  the 
uary  issue.  Church  union  dialo 
prompted  by  concerns  of  the  Episc 
Church,  was  beginning  in  a  nation 
series  of  conferences. 

There  were  the  usual  advertisem 
that  adorn  the  pages  of  church  per 
cals.  One,  placed  by  a  church  col 
encouraged  enrollment,  noting  that 
would  be  "$270  a  session,"  whichji:

Leadership  development  was  one  of 
six  areas  cited  by  a  national  Consulta- 
tion on  Men's  Work,  October  29-Novem- 
ber  2,  1965,  for  stress  among  Disciples 
laymen.

— ^That  there  should  be  a  unified  stra- 
tegy embraced  by  both  the  CMF  and  the 
Christian  Women's  Fellowship  from  the 
point  of  its  inception  to  its  implementa- 
tion. 

— That  there  is  need  to  facilitate  a 
mutual  understanding  between  laymen„ 
clergy  and  general  staff. 

—That  there  should  be  greater  flexi- 
bility of  programs. 

—That  staff  should  give  priority  to 
development  of  resources  for  CMF. 


Two  More  Groups 
Approve  Restructure 

Two  additional  national  agencies  of  the 
Christian  Churches  (Disciples  of  Christ) 
have  approved  the  Provisional  Design  for 
a  Christian  Church,  bringing  the  total  to 
eight. 

Latest  to  vote  favorably  on  the  design 
for  a  restructured  church  were  the  Chris- 
tian Board  of  Publication  and  the  Nation- 
al Evangelistic  Association. 

Both  notified  offices  of  the  Interna- 
tional Convention  of  Christian  Churches 
of  their  action. 

Other  national  groups  which  have  ap- 
proved are  the  Board  of  Church  Ex- 
tension, Conference  of  State  and  Area 
Secretaries  and  Board  Chairmen,  Council 
on  Christian  Unity,  Disciples  Peace  Fel- 
lowship, National  City  Christian  Church 
Corporation  and  the  United  Christian 
Missionary  Society. 

At  least  10  of  the  15  agencies  reporting 
to  the  International  Convention  must  ap- 
prove the  provisional  design  before  it 
can  be  effected. 

Two-thirds  of  the  40  state  or  area  or- 
ganizations also  must  approve.  Two, 
Georgia  and  Minnesota-North  Dakota,  al- 
ready have  done  so.  Most  states  hold 
their  conventions  this  spring. 

A  two-thirds  vote  of  the  representa- 
tives to  the  International  Convention  as- 
sembly in  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  next  fall  is 
required  for  adoption.

proved  the  "provisional  design"  for  re- 
structuring the  brotherhood. 

The  126-0  vote  with  no  absentions,  Jan- 
uary 13,  made  the  Minnesota  and  North 
Dakota  convention  the  second  of  the  Dis- 
ciples' 40  state  and  area  organizations  to 
OK  the  design  document.  Georgia  was 
first. 

Clarence  W.  Hautzenrader  of  St.  Paul, 
chairman  of  the  board  of  Christian 
Churches  in  Minnesota  and  North  Da- 
kota, presided  at  the  three-hour  special 
session  on  restructure  held  at  the  First 
Christian  Church  here. 

The  design,  developed  over  the  past 
seven  years,  was  "reoorrunended"  by  the 
Disciples'  International  Convention  as- 
sembly in  October. 

Before  it  can  be  put  into  effect,  it 
must  be  "approved"  by  at  least  two^ 
thirds  of  the  15-member  orgaizations  of 
the  International  Convention. 

The  next  step  would  be  "adoption" 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  1968  Inter- 
national Convention  assembly  in  Kansas 
City,  Mo. 

No  state  or  area  organization  has  dis- 
approved the  design.  Most  have  their 
business  meetings  in  March,  April  and 
May.  The  Christian  Church  in  North 
Carolina  will  vote  on  the  design  at  the 
General  Assembly  in  Winston- Salem, 
April  26-28,  1968.

The  123rd  annual  gathering  of  Disciples  of  Christ  in  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Christian  Church  in  North  Carolina,  April  26,  27,  28,  1968,  promises  to  be  a 
significant  convocation  of  our  people.  Besides  the  fellowship  which  is  always  a  major 
reason  for  an  assembly,  there  will  be  many  important  matters  of  "business"  to  come 
before  our  people. 

The  major  item  will  be  our  decision  as  the  Christian  Church  in  North  Carolina 
regarding  the  Revised  Provisional  Design  for  the  Christian  Church  (Disciples  of 
Christ.)  Our  people  have  been  studying  the  proposed  structure  for  several  years,  and 
will  vote  intelligently.  Our  state  is  the  only  region  in  the  brotherhood  which  has  pub- 
lished the  Design  and  the  Revised  Design  in  the  state  paper  in  order  that  our  people 
could  study  the  documents  first-hand.  Furthermore,  groups  in  congregations  and 
clusters  of  congregations  have  given  close  scrutiny  to  the  documents  in  recent  weeks. 

One  resolution  coming  before  the  Assembly  recommends  a  change  in  the  By-Laws 
of  olur  Constitution  to  make  it  necessary  for  five  or  mor^  pjersons  to  sign  a  resolution 
which  is  submitted  to  the  Assembly  for  vote.  This  is  no  attempt  to  throttle  individuals 
in  their  submitting  their  resolutions,  but  to  be  certain  that  only  responsible  resolutions 
are  brought  before  the  whole  church.  Under  our  present  system,  one  individual  could 
submit  enough  resolutions  to  keep  the  Assembly  in  session  for  a  week! 

Elsewhere  in  this  issue  you  will  find  copies  of  the  resolutions  which  will  come 
before  the  General  Assembly.  Study  them  and  come  prepared  to  vote  intelligently. 

The  following  is  a  brief  devotional  statement  presented  by  Mrs.  Clarence  Lee 
Tart,  Jr.,  of  Hood  Memorial  Christian  Church,  Dunn,  at  the  recent  MISSION  '68: 
EVANGELISM  Training  Session  at  Mill  Creek  Church.  Your  editor  felt  it  worth 
sharing  with  our  people  across  the  state  .  .  . 

The  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  is  a  tremendous  organization.  It  has 
millions  of  dollars  invested  in  the  very  latest  equipment.  I  doubt  if  the  company 
itself  could  tell  you  of  the  thousands  of  miles  of  wire  that  it  has  strung  all  over 
the  world.  The  <ximpany  employs  thousands  of  men  to  maintain  this  vast  communica- 
tions network.  I  wouldn't  attempt  to  estimate  the  numbers  of  clerks  it  has  to  receive 
messages  from  you  to  be  sent  to  the  far  reaches  of  our  world.  This  company  has 
skilled  technicians,  financial  advisers,  lawyers,  executives,  and  many  other  highly 
skilled  workers. 

Which  worker  is  the  most  important?  Is  it  the  president  who  keeps  the  whole 
company  functioning?  The  technicians  who  keep  the  equipment  working?  The  repair 
crews  who  keep  the  lines  open?  The  clerks  who  receive  the  messages  that  are  to 
be  delivered?  In  a  real  way,  the  most  important  cog  in  this  company's  machinery  is 
the  young  boy,  or  the  old  timer  on  a  bicycle  with  the  message  tucked  on  his  cap. 

The  churches  of  today  are  oftentimes  fair-sized  organizations  also.  There  is  the 
Education  Committee,  the  Finance  Committee,  the  Worship  Committee,  the  Outreach 
Committee  and  the  Evangelism  Committee,  etc. 

Then  there  is  the  Department  of  Women's  Work,  Men's  Work,  and  Youth  Work. 

After  that  come  the  Elders,  Deacons,  Deaconess,  Official  Board,  and  Minister's 
Cabinet. 

Then  there  might  be  a  janitor,  choir  director,  organist,  secretary,  and  a  preacher. 

Let's  ask  the  same  question  that  we  asked  about  the  Western  Union  Telegraph 
Company— "Which  worker  is  the  most  important?" 

I'm  sure  you  could  make  a  case  for  each  one.  But  let's  go  straight  to  the  heart 
of  the  matter  ...  As  in  the  case  of  Western  Union,  the  most  impwrtant  person  in  the 
church  is  the  one  who  delivers  the  message! 

It  sounds  like  I  mean  the  preacher— but  the  chlirch  is  not  doing  its  work  if  the 
only  message  that  is  delivered  is  the  sermon  on  Sunday  morning! 

Sometimes  we  get  so  involved  in  keeping  up  the  machinery  that  we  never  get 
around  to  delivering  the  message! 

Somebody  needs  to  get  on  the  bicycle  and  find  the  one  to  whom  the  message  is 
addressed.  Jesus  said  that  the  message  of  the  church  is  "To  seek  and  save  the  lost". 

Elton  Tr*ueblood  says  "There  is  no  church  where  evangelism  is  not  living  and 
current". 

The  early  church  was  powerful  and  dynamic  because  they  saw  this  vision— that 
nothiMg  should  interfere  with  delvering  the  message! 

The  church  came  into  being  to  take  the  "good  news"  of  Jesus  Christ  to  all  people. 

Can  we  do  less  than  accept  the  challenge  of  Jesus  to  "go  into  all  the  world" 
with  the  wonderful  news  of  His  love,  forgiveness,  and  grace?

Dr.  Roger  A.  Bullard,  associate  pro- 
fessor of  religion  at  Atlantic  Christian 
College,  has  been  awarded  a  grant  in 
the  amount  of  $1,500  by  the  National  En- 
dowment for  the  Humanities.  The  grant 
will  be  used  in  connection  with  transla- 
tion of  ancient  Coptic  Gnostic  manu- 
scripts. 

Stimulating  excellence  in  teaching  and 
research  in  America's  colleges  and  uni- 
versities is  the  objective  of  184  fellowshio 
awards  being  made  to  younger  teachers 
and  scholars.  College  and  university 
teachers  representing  148  institutions  in 
44  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia 
were  recipients  of  grants  supporting  in- 
dependent work  of  two  to  eight  months 
duration. 

The  announcement  brings  to  a  con- 
clusion the  endowment's  fellowship  pro- 
gram for  the  1968-69  academic  year. 
The  recent  awards  went  to  younger  fac- 
ulty members  in  the  humanities.  The 
endowment  believes  that  good  scholar- 
ship stimulates  and  reinforces  good 
teaching. 

The  National  Endowment  for  the  Hu- 
manities, a  Federal  agency  authorized 
to  promote  scholarship,  research,  and 
public  understanding  of  the  humanities 
in  the  U.  S.  was  created  in  1965  with  the 
signing  of  the  National  Foundation  on 
the  Arts  and  the  Humanities  Act. 


WILSON,  N.  C.  —  Atlantic  Christian 
College's  Board  of  Trustees  approved  a 
tentative  operating  budget  of  $2,196,175 
for  the  1968-69  academic  year  at  its  an-

28.  The  budget  is  subject  to  revision  at 
the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  board  in 
October. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  meeting 
was  the  nomination  of  Curtis  W.  Howard 
of  Kinston,  whose  term  as  a  trustee  ex- 
pires May  31,  1968,  as  "Trustee  Emeri- 
tus for  Life."  Howard  has  served  as  a 
member  of  the  board  since  1933.  His 
father,  a  Disciple  minister  and  business- 


man for  whom  Howard  Chapel  located 
on  the  college  campus  is  named,  served 
as  a  member  of  the  ACC  Board  of  Trus- 
tees from  1904  until  1932. 

The  board  adopted  a  resolution  of  ap- 
preciation for  the  late  W.  A.  Lucas  of 
Wilson  for  his  many  years  of  extensive 
service  to  the  college. 

The  board  took  action  to  promote  sev- 
eral members  of  the  college  faculty  ef- 
fective September  1,  1968. 

Promoted  from  the  ranks  of  associate 
professor  to  full  professor  were  Dr. 
James  B.  Hemby  of  the  Department  of 
English,  and  Dr.  Roger  A.  Bullard  of  the 
Department  of  Religion  and  Philosophy. 

Promoted  from  the  rank  of  instructor 
to  assistant  professor  were  Miss  Jo  Ann 
Ellis  and  Miss  Clarice  L.  Moore  of  the 
Department  of  Business;  Larry  D.  Whit- 
lock  of  the  Department  of  Education  and 
Psychology;  John  D.  Gold,  Jr.,  of  the 
Department  of  English;  Walter  L.  Riddle 
of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Phy- 
sical Education;  and  Philip  D.  Wither- 
ington  of  the  Department  of  Science. 

Permanent  tenure  was  granted  to  Dr. 
Roger  A.  Bullard  of  the  Department  of 
Religion  and  Philosophy.

They  now  need  to 
learn  to  run  their  homes,  lead  their 
people  in  the  Christian  life  and  strength- 
en the  witness  of  the  Church. 

At  Kitwe  the  program  is  different 
each  year.  It  is  developed  to  help  meet 
the  needs  that  the  churches  of  Africa 


put  on  it.  The  women's  curriculum  this 
year  covers  the  message  of  the  Bible, 
family  life  and  a  Christian  view  of  mar- 
mirge,  leading  in  worship,  English,  cook- 
ing,  sewing,   knitting  and  handiwork. 

The  main  curriculum  is  supplemented 
by  two  other  programs.  One  is  a  four- 
month  variety  for  those  with  three  years 
or  less  of  formal  education.  The  other 
is  provided  by  a  "School  on  Wheels" 
which  operates  within  a  50-mile  radius  by 
means  of  a  six-wheel  lorry.  The  courses 
last  10  weeks.

change  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Christian  Church  in  North 
Carolina  relating  to  the  term  of  office  of  the  treasurer,  and  an 
addition  of  an  assistant  treasurer  to  the  officers  of  the  Church. 
This  amendment  was  submitted  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Christian  Church  in  North  Carolina  meeting  in  Wilson,  North 
Carolina  in  April,  1967  and  must  be  acted  upon  by  the  1968 
General  Assembly  in  order  to  become  an  offcial  amendment 
to  the  Constitution.  I  therefore,  submit  the  following: 

AMENDMENT:  That  Article  IV  (Officers  and  Their  Elec- 
tion) amended  to  read  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  rv— Officers  and  Ther  Election 

Sec.  I.  The  elected  officers  of  ths  body  shall 
be  president,  president-elect,  vice 
president,  treasurer  and  assistant 
treasurer.  The  Executive  Minister 
shall  serve  as  secretary  of  this  body 

Sec.  2.  Election  of  Officers 

Officers  of  the  Christian  Church  ex- 
cept the  treasurer,  shall  be  elected 
at  the  General  Assembly  for  terms  of 
one  year  or  until  their  successors 
are  elected.  The  treasurer  shall  be 
elected  annually  by  the  General  As- 
sembly without  limtation  to  his  re- 
election. Other  elected  officers  shall 
serve  for  the  year  beginning  July  1 
following  the  General  Assembly  in 
which  they  are  elected  and  shall  not 
serve  more  than  two  consecutive 
years.

Charlotte  Congregations  Plan  Housing  For  Elderly 

Charlotte:  A  twoi  million  dollar  plus  ministry  for  the  elderly  is  being  proposed 
in  Charlotte  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  two  Christian  Churches  there.  First  Church, 
Otis  L.  Swords,  minister,  and  Eastway  Church,  Arthur  W.  Lilley,  minister,  with  six 
of  their  laymen,  serve  as  directors  of  "CHARLOTTE  CHRISTIAN  COMMUNITY, 
INC",  a  non-profit  corporation  which  will  own  and  operate  the  two  hundred  rental 
apartments  in  behalf  of  the  Church. 

Funds  for  the  highrise  complex  will  be  applied  for  in  keeping  with  Section  202 
of  the  Housing  Act  of  1959.  The  government  people  have  already  visited  in  Charlotte 
and  have  passed  favorably  on  the  action  to  date.  Apolication  for  this  loan  will  be 
only  after  the  twoi  congregations  give  their  final  approval. 

While  the  funds  will  not  be  borrowed  directly  by  ;lie  Church,  the  project  will  be 
totally  Church  oriented  ajid  will  reflect  the  standards  and  aspirations  of  the  Christian 
Comm^unity  and  of  the  Church.  The  whole  first  floor  of  the  multi-storied  building 
will  be  designed  tO'  implement  the  social,  recreational  and  religious  activities  of  the 
tenants  and  visitors.  The  apartments  will  be  carpeted,  kitchen  equipped  and  will 
feature  individual  controls  of  the  heat  and  air  conditioning. 

Charlotte  Christians  have  long  felt  the  need  for  such  a  specialized  ministry.  The 
physical  need  is  great  and  obvious,  but  the  spiritual  need  is  the  paramo*unt  imctiva- 
tion.  The  mature  citizens  of  the  cities  have  somehow  been  given  second  class  status 
in  this  fast  moving  and  economically  inflated  society.  In  this  sort  of  circumstance  the 
Church  can  wield  a  significant  influence.  The  physical  property  is  merely  an  extension 
of  the  heart-felt  concern  of  the  Church. 

The  site  search  is  continuing.  Many  choice  locations  are  under  consideration 
and  the  Board  is  determined  to  make  the  best  possible  circumstances  available  to  the 
elderly.  Location  is  a  most  important  factor  in  such  an  undertaking. 

Occupancy  in  the  apartments  will  be  reserved  for  persons  who  will  be  62  years 
of  age  or  older  and  who  are  of  modest  means.  Persons  outside  of  Charlotte  who  are 
interested  in  knowing  more  about  the  project  should  write  to  the  Rev.  Otis  L.  Swords, 
First  Christian  Church,  1200  East  Boulevard,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  28203.

On  Saturday,  March  23,  at  the  State  Office,  a  Consultation  on  Districts  was  well- 
attended  by  state  leaders  and  representatives  of  every  district  in  the  state.  The  con- 
sultation was  called  by  the  executive  minister  to  implement  the  action  of  the  1967 
General  Assembly  in  Wilson  which  called  for  more  coordination  between  district 
programs  and  the  state  program. 

It  was  apparent  during  the  discussion  that  there  is  a  wide  variety  of  organiza- 
tions and  programs  among  the  various  districts  in  the  state.  Some  districts  have  no 
organization;  others  have  organizations  or  programs  sponsored  by  C.  W.  F.,  C.  M.  F., 
C.  Y.  F.  and  separate  district  unions  or  conventions. 

It  was  the  consensus  of  those  present  for  the  consultation  that  although  there  is 
no  particular  value  in  having  uniformity  in  organization  among  the  districts,  there  is 
need  for  more  coordination  and  cooperation  among  districts  and  between  districts  and 
the  state  program.   


The  consultation  recommended  to  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  General 
Board  that  the  Executive  Committee  ap- 
point a  study  committee  to  prepare  an 
amendment  to  the  state  constitution.  Ar- 
ticle IV,  Section  4  on  Districts,  to  make 
possible  the  kind  of  coordination  the  con- 
sultation felt  was  needed. 

At  its  meeting  on  Thursday,  March  28, 
at  Hillyer  Memorial  Church,  Raleigh,  the 
Executive  Committee  approved  the  rec- 
ommendation unanimously.  As  soon  as 
the  study  committee  is  appointed,  it  will 
seek  to  write  the  amendment  and  pre- 
sent it  to  the  districts  for  study  for  possi- 
ble action  at  the  Rocky  Mount  General 
Assembly  in  1969.

The  following  Annual  Report  of  the  General  Board  of  the  Christian  Church  in 
North  Carolina  to  the  General  Assembly  will  appear  in  the  Program  Book  of  the 
Assembly.  The  editor  reproduces  it  here  for  your  information  .  .  . 

Last  year  (1966-67)  was  the  first  year  of  operating  our  state  program  under  our 
new  constitution.  During  the  emphasis  ONE  CHURCH  IN  MISSION  AND  MINISTRY, 
we  set  many  new  records  as  the  Christian  Church  in  North  Carolina. 

More  than  twice  as  many  lay  persons  were  involved  in  state  leadership  through 
the  work  of  the  General  Board  and  state  committees  and  commissions.  Twenty-one 
congregations  participated  in  Every  Member  Commitment  programs  that  had  never 
participated  before.  Eighty-five  per  cent  of  our  congregations  were  involved  in  the 
stewardship  emphasis  which  resulted  in  increases  in  giving  to  local  and  outreach 
causes. 

The  indebtedness  on  the  State  Office  Building  was  paid  off  by  using  surplus 
funds  in  the  operating  budget.  One  hundred  new  polyfoam  mattresses  were  purchased 
for  Camp  Caroline,  and  one  of  the  cabins  was  "winterized"  by  adding  one  complete 
t)ath  to  each  side  of  the  cabin. 

Members  of  the  state  staff  were  bonded  in  order  to  make  our  fiscal  operations 
more  business-like. 

At  the  beginninng  of  the  new  year  (1967-68)  the  Christian  Church  in  North  Caro- 
lina became  a  participating  member  of  the  United  Ministry  in  Higher  Education  at 
the  University  of  North  Carolina  in  Chapel  Hill.  Along  with  Atlantic  Christian  College, 
and  the  United  Christian  Missionary  Society,  our  state  organization  began  a  pilot 
project  for  the  education  of  Negro  ministers  at  Roper  in  cooperation  with  the  Wash- 
ington-Norfolk Assembly.  Dr.  Allan  R.  Sharp  of  the  college  serves  as  director. 

Following  the  theme,  MISSION  '68:  EVANGELISM,  the  program  emphasis  for 
the  current  year  is  evangelism.  Seminars  on  evangelism,  district  meetings  for  mem- 
ber of  boards  of  local  organizations  and  district  training  sessions  in  evangelism  have 
helped  to  create  a  new  emphasis  upon  and  a  deeper  commitment  to  winning  others 
for  Christ  and  his  church.  Many  congregations  engaged  in  simultaneous  visitation 
programs  and  a  simultaneous  week  of  preaching. 

In  recent  months  the  programs  of  many  congregations  have  been  strengthened 
by  the  calling  of  resident  ministers,  in  some  cases  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of 
the  churches.  They  are:  Englehard-Middleton  Unity,  Charles  Treihart,  minister;  Stone- 
ville,  E.  Tipton  Carroll,  Sr.,  minister;  Northview,  Goldsboro,  B.  Eugene  Taylor,  min- 
ister; First,  Black  Mountain,  A.  Oden  Latham,  Jr.,  minister;  Gold  Point-Stokes  Unity, 
Robert  Young,  minister;  Southwood  and  Tuckahoe  Unity,  James  Trader,  minister. 
Proctor  Memorial  Church  at  Grimesland  has  moved  to  full-time  service  with  Kenneth 
Moore  as  resident  minister. 

In  early  March  the  Guilford-Forsythe  Christian  Church  Plannning  Commission 
met  for  the  first  time  and  joins  with  the  Raleigh-Durham,  Charlotte  and  Buncombe 
County  Planning  Commissions  in  assisting  the  state-wide  Church  Establishment  and 
Development  Commission  in  planning  for  the  establishment  of  new  congregations  in 
urban  areas. 

During  the  current  year  the  General  Board  authorized  the  construction  of  a 
swimming  pool  at  Camp  Caroline,  to  be  paid  for  by  gifts  from  individuals.  At  this 
writing  the  fund  totals  $10,463.03  and  the  pool  is  well  on  the  way  to  completion.  It  will 
be  dedicated  on  Saturday,  May  25,  in  connection  with  the  next  meeting  of  the  General 
Board. 

The  significant  word  for  our  state  program  is  involvement.  Our  people  are  becoming 
more  and  more  involved  in  working  together  as  one  church  in  mission  and  ministry 
within  the  state  and  in  the  whole  brotherhood.

Laymen  of  the  Christian  Churches  (Disciples  of  Christ)  say  they  feel  there  is  a 
serious  lag  in  evangelism  in  their  communion. 

So,  beginning  next  fall,  they  are  going  to  get  an  extra  shot  at  doing  something 
about  it. 

Much  of  the  programming  and  emphasis  of  Disciples  men's  work  thereafter  will 
be  given  over  to  evangelism  in  all  its  aspects. 

National  laymen's  staff  members  will  shift  large  chunks  of  their  time  to  work 
with  the  Department  of  Evangelism  of  the  United  Christian  Missionary  Society. 

Walter  D.  Cardwell,  acting  executive  secretary  of  evangelism,  is  elated. 

"This  is  an  effort  to  give  the  church  a  thrust  in  an  area  in  which  the  church 
ought  to  have  a  thrust,"  Cardwell  said. 

The  new  arrangement  came  about,  according  to  Dr.  Wayne  A.  Greene,  executive 
secretary  of  the  UCMS  Department  of  Men's  Work,  partly  because  of  local-level 
dialogue  around  the  country  in  which  the  first  concern  of  laymen  seemed  to  be  the 
need  for  action  in  evangelism. 

Surveys  taken  by  the  Disciples'  Committee  for  the  1970s  and  Beyond  also  indicated 
the  deepest  concern  of  the  laity  for  evangelism 

Cardwell  agrees  there  is  an  evangelism  gap.  He  cites  four  possible  causes: 

1.  The  Disciples'  emphasis  during  the  present  decade  has  been  in  other  areas 
of  church  development. 

2.  Many  ministers  in  this  present  day  are  apologetic  about  the  church  as  an 
institution. 

3.  Secularism  and  criticism  of  the  church  have  affected  laymen. 

4.  Scientific  advances  have  removed  mystery  once  attributed  to  God. 
Cardwell  says  the  traditional  approach  to  evangelism — the  bringing  of  people 

into  the  church  in  great  numbers  through  preaching  emphases— is  not  satisfactory 
for  this  age. 

He  believes  a  deeper  faith  commitment  is  needed  than  that  provided  in  emotional 
appeals. 

"Unless  the  layman  witnesses  in  the  normal  life  settings  we  won't  reach  the 
unreached,"  explained  Cardwell. 

The  laymen,  he  said,  are  no  longer  interested  in  just  having  "supper  clubs"  but 
want  "more  of  a  turn  toward  witness  and  reaching  people  as  a  definite  program." 

Cardwell  said  the  part-time  work  of  Dr.  Greene  and  three  other  men's  work 
staff  members  with  the  evangelism  department  will  enable  the  UCMS  to  conduct 
more  schools,  programs  and  campaigns  on  evangelism  at  the  local  and  state  level. 

He  said  he  now  must  turn  down  about  one-third  of  the  requests  he  receives.

The  year  1968  has  been  designated  by 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  United  Na- 
tions the  International  Year  For  Human 
Rights.  This  is  in  celebration  of  the  20th 
anniversary  of  the  UN  Declaration  of 
Human  Rights. 

While  the  UN  was  still  a  fledging  body 
it  established  a  Commission  on  Human 
Rights.  Its  purpose  was  to  prepare  a 
document  setting  forth  the  fundamental 
rights  and  freedoms  of  all  men  every- 
where. It  was  hoped  that  this  declara- 
tion might  become  a  part  of  international 
life  much  as  our  own  Bill  of  Rights  has 
for  the  United  States.  Women  were  proud 
to  be  represented  on  this  commission  by 
the  late  Mrs.  Eleanor  Roosevelt  who 
served  with  distinction  for  our  country. 

Twenty  years  ago  the  Commission  pre- 
sented to  the  UN  nine  conventions  (a 
technical  term  used  in  international  law 
to  describe  agreement  reached  between 
nations)  dealing  with  fundamental  rights 
of  human  beings.  Briefly  these  are: 

1 —  Genocide 

2 —  Freedom  of  Association 

3—  Abolition  of  Forced  Labor 
3 — Abolition  of  Slavery 

5 —  Political  Rights  of  Women 

6 —  Employment  Discrimination 

7 —  Equal   Remuneration  for  Men  and 
Women 

8 —  Discrimination  in  Education 


9— Racial  Discrimination 

If  these  Conventions  on  Human  Rights 
are  to  have  any  meaning  or  strength,  it 
is  necessary  for  the  member  bodies  of 
the  UN,  acting  separately,  to  adopt  them. 
Of  these  nine  conventions,  every  mem- 
ber nation  of  the  UN  has  adopted  at 
least  one  (many  more)  except  Yemen, 
South  Africa  and  Spain.  Until  November 
1967  the  United  States  was  in  this  group 
but  as  of  that  date  our  Congress  adopted 
one,  the  abolition  of  slavery.  Since  we 
already  had  such  a  law  in  our  country 
it  did  not  mean  very  much  to  adof.t  this 
convention.  Other  conventions  have  been 
sent  to  our  Senate  by  different  presi- 
dents but  have  never  gotten  out  of  com- 
mittees. Four  have  not  even  been  sent 
to  the  Senate. 

We  might  ask  ourselves — why? 

If  all  of  this  seems  unintelligible  to  you, 
the  answer  is — study.  Read,  become  in- 
formed and  think  about  these  things. 
There  is  much  material  available  for 
your  enlightenment. 

Your  CWF  Cabinet,  meeting  recently, 
recommended  that  local  Christian  Wom- 
en's Fellowship  make  this  International 
Year  for  Human  Rights  a  year  of  serious 
study  and  action.  A  letter  has  gone  to 
each  local  CWF  president  in  regard  to 
this.  The  responsibility  rests  upon  each 
individual.

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Atlantic  Christian  College's  campaign 
for  its  $1,750,000  Advancement  Fund  was 
officially  launched  at  the  college  campus 
on  March  12,  at  a  special  dinner  in  the 
new  Student  Center.  Guest  speaker  for 
the  event  was  Charles  B.  Wade,  Jr.,  vice 
president  of  R.  J.  Reynolds  Tobacco  Co. 

Atlantic  Christian  is  planning  to  raise 
$1,750,000  to  underwrite  the  second  phase 
of  its  15- Year  Development  Program. 

Among  priorities  in  the  second  phase 
of  the  program  is  construction  of  a  $1 
million  library,  property  acquisition  for 
campus  expansion  at  a  cost  of  $100,000; 
campus  improvements  such  as  rebuilding 
the  heating  plant,  air  conditioning  and 
landscaping,  $150,000;  and  debt  service  on 
recently   constructed  buildings,  $500,000. 

Library 

Foremost  among  these  needs  is  a  new 
library.  With  books  being  acquired  an- 
nually at  the  rate  of  4,000  volumes,  the 
present  library,  with  a  capacity  of  85,000 
volumes,  will  soon  be  inadequate. 

If  Atlantic  Christian  College  is  to  con- 
tinue its  growth  and  provide  the  best 
possible  quality  of  education,  it  must 
have  a  new  library.  The  estimated  capa- 
city of  the  proposed  library  is  200,000 
books  and  500  seating  spaces. 

After  the  proposed  library  is  built, 
Hardy  Library  will  be  used  for  adminis- 
tration offices  and  the  present  Adminis- 
tration Building  for  academic  and  other 
purposes.  This  will  relieve  the  pressure 
on  other  facilities. 

Libraries  are  among  the  most  expen- 
sive types  of  buildings  to  construct. 
Structurally,  they  must  be  strong  enough 
to  support  the  heavy  load  of  thousands 
of  books.  Ventilation  must  be  controlled 
to  preserve  the  books  and  provide  a  com- 
fortable place  for  their  use. 

Provision  has  to  be  made  for  increased 
use  as  the  instructional  program  is 
geared  to  more  independent  study  and  re- 
search. The  new  look  in  education  repre- 
sented by  microfilm  technology  requires 
that  accommodation  for  this  form  of 
information  be  made. 

Campus  Expansion 

Since  Atlantic  Christian  is  a  growing 
institution,  the  acquisition  of  additional 
property  for  future  campus  use  is  vital 
to  the  total  development  of  the  college. 
Land  requirements  have  already  been 
determined.  Substantial  amounts  of  funds 
will  be  required  for  the  project.  Budgeted 
cost  amounts  to  some  $100,000. 


Improvements 

Major  improvements  in  present  build- 
ings are  essential  to  keep  the  entire  ed- 
ucational program  in  proper  balance. 

Of  prime  importance  is  the  renovation 
of  the  heating  plant  and  further  air  con- 
ditioning of  buildings  used  during  the 
college's  extensive  summer  program. 
Those  who  have  visited  the  campus  will 
readily  understand  the  need  for  parking 
space  and  the  provision  for  it  in  the  pro- 
gram. Office  space  must  also  be  pro- 
vided for  the  ever  increasing  faculty. 
Much  construction  of  walks  and  land- 
scaping remains  to  be  done.  Budgeted 
cost  of  the  projects  amount  to  $150,000. 

Financial  Obligations 

The  conservation  of  previous  accom- 
plishments is  a  continuing  objective  of 
the  Development  Program.  Progress  has 
been  achieved  because  the  college  has 
responded  with  confidence  in  the  future 
to  the  educational  needs  of  a  larger  and 
more  capable  student  body. 

The  premium  placed  on  this  confidence 
has  been  financial  obligations  of  substan- 
tial extent. 

While  much  of  the  outstanding  indebt- 
edness is  scheduled  to  be  paid  from  vari- 
ous student  fees,  at  least  $500,000  will  be 
needed  during  the  next  five  years  to  re- 
tire private  source  obligations  on  build- 
ings recently  constructed.

Large  Attendance  Expected  At  Kansas  City  Assembly 

I.VDIANAPOLIS,  Ind.— The  International  Convention  of  Christian  Churches  (Dis- 
ciples of  Christ),  encouraged  by  a  15  per  cent  jump  in  congregations  represented  last 
year  at  its  first  delegate  assembly,  is  going  all  out  to  broaden  the  representation 
even  further  for  the  pivotal  Kansas  City  assembly. 

The  Kansas  City  gathering,  set  for  September  27-October  2,  will  be  one  in  which 
"A  Provisional  Design  for  the  Christian  Church  CDisciples  of  Christ)"— the  communion's 
plan  of  restructure — will  come  up  for  adoption. 

The  convention  office  and  state  and  area  organizations  are  contacting  local 
congregations  to  make  sure  they  select  their  voting  representatives  early  and  have 
them  certified. 

But  they  are  keying  on  those  congregations  that  weren't  among  the  2.1.33  repre- 
sented in  St.  Louis  and  urging  them  in  personal  "rifle-shof  appeals  to  exercise  not 
only  their  democratic  right  but  responsibility. 

Each  congregation  is  entitled  to  at  least  three  voting  representatives. 

The  number  of  local  churches  that  had  someone  attend  last  year's  assembly 
far  surpassed  the  previous  two  international  gatherings  and  fell  only  eight  congregations 
short  of  the  total  when  regional  assemblies,  with  shorter  travel  distances,  v/ere  held 
in  1965. 

Dr.  Howard  E.  Dentler.  who  handles  assembly  arrangements  as  assistant  to 
the  convention  executive  secretary,  "conservatively"  forecasts  another  five  per  cent 
gain  in  congregational  participation  at  Kansas  City. 

In  addition  to  the  extra  push  by  Disciples  leaders,  he  cites  as  reasons: 

—The  overwhelming  choice  of  Kansas  City  as  "favorite  assembly  site"  in  a  poll 
of  more  than  1,000  Disciples  last  year. 

— The  greater  familiarity  with  process  of  naming  delegates. 

The  111  congregations  in  the  10-county  Kansas  City  area  alone. 

The  convention  executive  said  that  166  of  the  congregations  represented  last 
year  failed  to  certify  voting  representatives,  a  figure  he  believes  will  be  much  lower 
in  Kansas  City.  Most  pleaded  ignorance  as  to  the  procedure. 

The  names  of  voting  representatives  for  Kansas  City  are  being  recorded  in  a 
computerized  listing  of  each  Disciples  congregation  in  a  single  huge  volume. 

The  volume  will  be  in  the  custody  of  the  credentials  committee  during  the  as- 
sembly for  use  in  helping  decide  problems  concerning  representation. 

Registration  applications  from  individuals  who  say  they  are  to  be  voting  repre- 
sentatives are  recorded  in  the  book  but  not  certified  until  forms  are  recei\'ed  from 
their  congregations. 

The  first  name  listed  on  the  congregation's  certification  form  will  be  recognized 
as  the  delegation  head,  responsible  for  such  decisions  as  when  alternates  will  be 
seated,  unless  the  form's  preparers  designate  someone  else.

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Liggett  ISominated 

To  v.  C.  M.  S.  Presidency 

Dr.  Thomas  J.  Liggett  of  Indianapolis  has  been  nominated  as  the  next  president 
of  the  United  Christian  Missionary  Society,  largest  agency  of  the  Christian  Churches 
(Disciples  of  Christ). 

The  nomination  will  be  submitted  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  UCMS,  September 
30,  in  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  during  the  assembly  of  the  International  Convention  of 
Christian  Churches.  The  society  is  an  international  board  of  missions  and  education. 

Dr  Liggett  is  executive  chairman  of  the  society's  World  Mission  Division. 
This  division,  with  an  annual  budget  of  more  than  2  million,  comprises  five  depart- 
ments serving  in  17  countries  through  Disciples  churches  and  in  cooperation  with  other 
church  groups. 

If  elected.  Dr.  Liggett  would  succeed  Dr.  Virgil  A.  Sly,  who  is  retiring  in  October 
after  four  years  as  president  and  more  than  40  years  with  the  UCMS. 

Dr.  John  Paul  Pack,  Los  Angeles,  Calif.,  chairman  of  the  society's  nominating 
committee,  announced  Dr.  Liggett's  nomination. 

In  addition  to  heading  the  World  Mission  Division,  Dr.  Liggett  serves  as 
executive  secretary  of  its  Latin  American  Department.  The  Latin  America  post  will 
be  assumed  next  summer  by  Dr.  William  J.  Nottingham,  now  an  executive  of  the 
World  Council  of  Churches. 

Dr.  Liggett's  service  to  the  chlirch  in  ecumenical  channels  has  been  varied  over 
the  past  20  years. 

He  was  a  professor  in  an  interdenominational  seminary  in  Argentina  and  later 
president  of  a  union  seminary  in  Puerto  Rico.  He  was  appointed  to  councils  of 
churches  in  both  Argentina  and  Puerto  Rico. 

Since  returning  to  the  United  States  Dr.  Liggett  has  been  a  delegate  to  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  National  Council  of  Churches  and  chairman  of  the  Latin 
America  Department  Committee  of  the  NCC's  Division  of  Overseas  Ministries. 

A  native  of  Nashville,  Tenn.,  Dr.  Liggett  was  graduated  from  high  school  at 
Fort  Myers,  Fla.  He  received  the  A.B.  degree  at  Transylvania  College,  Lexington,  Ky., 
and  the  B.D.  degree  at  Lexington  (Ky.)  Theological  Seminary,  serving  student  pas- 
torates in  and  around  Lexington. 

In  1941  he  was  married  to  Virginia  Moore.  They  planned  to  become  missionaries, 
but  World  War  II  delayed  their  departure  for  the  field.  Dr.  Liggett  took  an  interim 
pastorate  in  Danville,  Ky.,  (1943-45)  as  he  resumed  preparation  for  service. 

In  1946,  following  language  studies  in  Colombia,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Liggett  began 
missionary  society  in  Argentina.  He  was  minister  of  a  church  in  the  Chaco,  in  Northern 
Argentina,  and  then  an  urban  church  pastor  in  Buenos  Aires. 

Dr.  Liggett  was  mission  treasurer  and  part-time  professor  at  Union  Seminary  in 
Buenos  Aires  and  later  became  a  full-time  professor  teaching  church  history,  patristics 
and  comparative  religion.  At  different  times  during  his  years  in  Argentina,  he  was 
head  of  the  central  board  of  the  Disciples  churches,  president  of  the  Union  Bookstore, 
vice-president  of  the  board  of  Colegio  Ward,  a  preparatory  school,  and  member  of 
the  area  council  of  churches. 

While  on  furlough  in  1951-52,  Dr.  Liggett  attended  Columbia  University  and  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  completing  the  residence  work  for  a  doctorate 

In  1957  he  was  named  president  of  the  Evangelical  Seminary  in  Rio  Piedras, 
Puerto  Rico,  an  interdenominational  theological  school.  An  extensive  building  pro- 
gram was  carried  on  and  the  academic  program  raised  to  a  graduate  level  during 
his  administration.  He  remained  there  until  the  fall  of  1965  when  he  became  head 
of  the  UCMS'  Latin  America  Department  and  moved  to  IndianajDolis. 

Dr.  Liggett  has  received  honorary  LL.D.  degrees  from  Culver-Stockton  College, 
Canton,  Mo.,  (1958)  and  Inter-American  Univenstiy,  San  German,  Puerto  Rico  (1965). 

Mrs.  Liggett,  who  served  as  librarian  for  five  years  at  the  seminary  in  Puerto 
Rico,  is  now  reference  librarian  at  Christian  Theological  Seminary,  Indianapolis. 
They  have  two  children,  Thomas  M.  Liggett,  a  doctoral  candidate  in  mathematics  at 
Stanford  University  in  California,  and  Margaret  Liggett,  a  sophomore  at  Texas  Chris- 
tian University  at  Fort  Worth  studying  toward  a  nursing  career.

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DESIGN  VOTED  UNANIMOUSLY 

Affirmative  action  upon  the  Provisional  Design  for  the  Christian  Church  (Disciples 
of  Christ)  was  unanimous  at  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Christian  Church  in  North 
Carolina  in  Winston-Salem.  The  vote  came  at  the  regular  business  session  on  Saturday 
afternoon,  April  27. 

The  business  session  followed  the  seventeen  dialogues  on  various  issues  facing 
the  church  and  the  nation.  One  of  the  dialogues  was  a  discussion  on  brotherhood  re- 
structure led  by  Thomas  J.  Youngblood,  Jr.,  minister  of  the  Hillyer  Memorial  Christian 
Church  in  Raleigh  who,  along  with  President  Arthur  D.  Wenger  has  represented  North 
Carolina  on  the  Commission  on  Brotherhood  Restructure  since  its  beginning.  Wenger 
and  executive  minister  Charles  E.  Dietze  were  resource  leaders  during  the  dialogue. 
North  Carolina  was  the  twentieth  Disciple  organization  to  approve  the  Design. 

Earlier  in  the  day,  a  resolution  concerning  proxy  vote  in  the  new  national  structure, 
submitted  by  sbcteen  members  of  the  First  Christian  Church  in  Greensboro  was  re- 
jected after  some  debate. 

To  date,  every  organization  which  has  voted  on  the  Provisional  Design,  has  voted 
in  favor  of  restructure.  In  order  for  the  Design  to  become  operative,  at  least  two- 
thirds  of  the  40  state/area  organizations,  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  15  member  organ- 
izations of  the  International  Convention  and  two-thirds  of  the  representatives  of  the 
1968  International  Convention  assembly  in  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  September  27  - 
October  2  must  vote  affirmatively.

Action  Taken  On  Urban  Crisis 


For  the  first  time  in  history,  the  General  Assembly  at  Winston-Salem  dealt  with 
an  emergency  resolution.  It  dealt  with  the  urban  crisis  in  the  United  States  and  re- 
ceived overwhelming  approval.  The  text  of  the  resolution  follows: 
EMERGENCY  RESOLUTION  ON  URBAN  CRISIS 

WHEREAS  our  brotherhood's  Council  of  agencies  meeting  on  March  5,  1968  in  its 
preamble  to  "A  Call  For  the  Response  of  the  Christian  Churches  (Disciples  of  Christ) 
to  the  Urban  Crisis"  declared: 

"This  nation  is  in  the  midst  of  the  most  threatening  domestic  crisis  of  the  last  100 

years.  The  urban  crisis  which  engulfs  us  demands  unprecendented  action." 
And  it  further  declared: 

"The  response  now  required  by  the  Disciples,  financially  speaking,  is  in  the  mag- 
nitude of  millions  of  dollars.  However,  the  church  has  a  peculiar  and  essential  role  to 
play  which  far  exceeds  the  dollars  it  can  marshall  or  the  program  it  can  plan  and 
implement.  The  church  must  never  forget  that  its  mission  is  God's  mission  in  the 
world.  God's  concern  is  for  persons  and  the  life  abundant  He  wills  for  them  through 
Jesus  Christ.  The  special  mission  of  the  church,  then,  has  to  do  with  justice,  human 
dignity,  brctherhcod  and  freadom — the  enduring  foundation  for  equal  opportunity  and 
personal  fulfillment." 

WHEREAS,  the  Council  of  Agencies  also  called  for  "all  Disciple  agencies,  in- 
cluding local  churches,  colleges  and  seminaries,  to  make  an  immediate  assessment 
of  staff  and  budget  resources  that  could  be  redeployed  on  request  and  reassigned  to 
special  projects  and  programs,  such  staff  to  include  pastors  or  associate  pastors,  sec- 
retaries, directors,  missionaries  on  furlough,  professors  and  administrative  personnel"; 
and  also  gave  "approval  for  the  Steering  Committee  to  consider  the  needs  and  scope 
of  a  special  funds  campaign  among  individual  church  members  for  meeting  the  most 
urgent  priorities  related  to  the  urban  crisis  in  the  nation."

At  the  Friday  evening  session  of  the  General  Assembly  in  Winston-Salem,  Mrs. 
Sam  E.  Wiesman,  president,  gave  the  following  "President's  Statement"  to  the  as- 
sembly. It  set  the  tone  for  the  assembly  and  is  reproduced  here  for  the  benefit  of 
those  who  did  not  attend  the  assembly  .  .  . 

It  is  indeed  a  privilege  and  a  pleasure  to  welcome  each  of  you,  on  behalf  of  the 
staff  and  officers  of  the  Christian  Church  in  North  Carolina,  to  this  123rd  Assembly 
of  the  Disciples  of  Christ. 

Truly,  it  is  a  thrilling  experience  to  come  before  such  a  large  gathering  of  Dis- 
ciples and  to  know  that  I  am  a  part  of  this  larger  fellowship.  Sometimes,  we  tend  to 
get  bogged  down  with  the  concerns  of- our  local  church  and  may  feel  we  are  struggling 
alone.  So  it  is  good  to  assemble  ourselves  from  time  to  time  and  have  our  horizons 
lifted  and  to  realize  that  "we"  are  many,  and  to  be  reminded  that  on  a  broader  scope 
the  church  as  a  whole  is  moving  forward  and  accomplishing  many  great  things. 

For  when  we  come  together  with  a  common  objective  we  are  strengthened  and 
gain  more  respect  for  each  other  and  a  broader  understanding  of  "who"  we  are  as 
a  people. 

It  has  been  my  privilege  this  past  year  to  participate  in  the  church  at  work  at 
the  state  level.  Not  only  am  I  impressed  with  the  splendid  cooperation  of  all  members 
concerned,  including  staff,  but  I  come  away  with  a  greater  respect  and  a  very  warm 
feeling  for  our  staff,  as  I  have  listened  and  felt  their  real  concern  for  each  individual 
church  and  their  sincere  desire  for  the  local  congregations  to  share  this  concept  of 
"oneness"  as  they  work  together  in  the  Christian  Church  in  North  Carolina. 

You  have  come  with  great  expectations,  as  have  I,  and  I  know  you  will  not  be 
disappointed.  Many  people  (committees  of  people)  have  been  busy  planning  for  this 
Assembly  almost  before  the  echo  of  the  last  benediction  of  the  1967  had  died  away, 
and  I  am  very  much  indebted  to  them. 

You  see,  I  can  take  no  credit  personally  for  this — I  will  only  try  to  direct  us  to 
the  right  place  at  the  right  time.  I  once  heard  Dr.  Dale  Fiers  say  that  for  one  person 
to  stand  out  front,  it  takes  at  least  ten  i>eople  working  behind  the  scenes.  I've  found 
that  to  be  true,  except  for  me  to  stand  out  front  it  took  many  times  that  number 
working  behind  the  scenes. 

We  have  gathered  here  for  many  reasons — spiritual  enrichment,  to  have  fellowship 
with  old  and  new  friends,  to  learn  more  about  our  Brotherhood,  to  have  our  imagina- 
tions stirred  on  how  to  implement  our  local  programs  with  a  fresh  approach  and,  oh 
yes,  I  can  hear  someone  say,  "I  had  to  come,  I'm  a  delegate!"  That  could  be  said 
facetiously,  but  really  it  is  not  a  bad  answer.  We  have  come  as  delegates  to  take 
responsible  action  for  the  church  in  North  Carolina  and  as  it  relates  to  the  world.  I 
am  sure  you  long  for  the  day,  as  do  we  all,  when  the  church  can  rise  to  her  fullest 
potential  and  be  all  that  she  was  created  to  be,  "a  redemptive  force  bringing  Christian 
good  news  to  bear  upon  the  sins  of  men  and  the  ills  of  society". 

We  are  living  in  turbulent  times — when  the  church,  along  with  almost  every  na- 
tion, institution,  and  movement  of  human  society  is  caught  up  in  the  cross-currents 
of  a  revolution.  We  have  only  to  pick  up  the  newspaper  and  there  across  its  pages 
(in  picture  and  in  print)  are  depicted  scenes  of  poverty,  war  and  violence — symbols 
of  our  times. 

We  are  living  in  an  age  of  questioning  and  doubt.  People  are  grasping  for  a 
belief  from  which  they  can  formulate  answers  to  the  myriads  of  questions  imposed 
ujx)n  them  by  a  complex  society.  Many  are  finding  that  the  old  cliches  of  faith  are 
no  longer  adequate  to  accommodate  the  new  dimention  of  thought  in  our  contemporary 
world. 

Even  in  the  church,  not  infrequently  I  am  sorry  to  say,  we  have  restricted  the 
scope  and  power  of  Gcd,  by  making  Him  a  reflection  of  our  own  concerns  and  preju- 
dices, rather  than  letting  Him  be  the  God  revealed  by  our  Lord  and  Savior,  Jesus 
Christ. 

The  faith  by  which  we  live  as  Christains  rests  in  a  redemptive  act  which  includes 
the  whole  of  man's  experience  and  environment!  What  a  challenge  and  opportunity 
we  have  confronting  us  as  a  Christian  j)eople — and  we  must  not  fail! 

We  must  renew  our  own  Biblical  faith  and  find  new  dimensions  to  express  it. 

We  must  transform  our  faith  into  daily  conduct  and  guiding  principles  for  our 
human  relations.

IT  TAKES  THE  ENTIRE  TEAM 

On  April  30th  we,  the  First  Christian  Church,  Wilson,  played  our  first  soft-ball 
game  of  the  season.  It  was  not  what  you  would  call  an  auspicious  beginning — we  were 
defeated  35-5.  Since  I  was  the  pitcher  it  was  extremely  hard  on  me,  watching  the  out- 
fielders chase  balls  all  evening. 

Though  this  was  not  a  pitcher's  duel,  it  had  some  interesting  aspects.  Let  it  be 
known,  I  did  not  walk  a  single  man.  As  it  is  one  hundred  per  cent  soft-pitch,  there 
was  not  more  than  one  strike-out  for  both  teams.  I'm  sure  this  one  must  have  been 
called  because  of  fatigue  as  most  players  were  about  my  age.  I  was  extremely  proud 
of  our  "old  men".  They  gave  it  the  old  college  try.  To  be  sure,  there  must  have  been 
some  real  weary  men  following  that  fiasco. 

The  best  team  won.  However,  I  would  like  to  make  one  pertinent  observation. 
We  were  outnumbered  in  players  available — 10  to  6  plus.  In  this  game  you  are  allowed 
10  players.  Our  opponents  had  their  10  players  plus  some  substitutes.  We  had  only 
six  and  myself  to  show  up  for  the  game.  Being  minus  a  catcher,  second  baseman,  and 
an  outfielder,  we  were  hurt.  I  doubt  if  we  would  have  won,  but  we  did  need  a  full  team. 

The  program  of  the  church  needs  a  full  team.  I'm  not  speaking  of  employed  staff, 
but  persons  to  serve  in  all  capacities  of  its  program.  Evangelism  will  not  be  complete 
if  it  is  left  to  the  minister  alone.  The  dilemma  in  society  today,  in  which  we  are  all 
involved,  will  not  be  solved  by  non-concerned  persons  with  passive  attitudes.  Partici- 
pants are  demanded  to  help  solve  the  world's  ills. 

No  teachers  show  up  for  Church  School — so  what? 

Faculty  persons  decide  not  to  be  a  part  of  the  conference  program— humiliating 
defeat. 

An  overly  used  word,  perhaps,  but  involvement  is  mandatory.

Women's  Fellowsliip 

ELEANOR  SMITH 

Many  of  you  have  asked  what  happened  at  the  Consultation  on  Women  in  St. 
Louis  this  spring.  Perhaps  many  of  you  have  been  disappointed  because  you  have  had 
no  specific  report.  This  was  because  the  "consultation"  was  just  what  it  said,  "a 
talking  together",  an  "expression  of  varying  opinions",  a  "searching  of  minds"  in  an 
effort  to  plan  for  the  future  as  regards  all  women  in  the  church.  Therefore  what  came 
out  of  our  meeting  were  many  recommendations  which  will  affect  Christian  Women's 
Fellowship  and  the  participation  of  women  in  the  entire  life  of  the  church.  The  "es- 
sence" of  these  recommendations  was  brought  together  in  seven  general  principles 
which  are  even  now  becoming  the  basis  on  which  all  planning  for  women  whether 
in  the  local  congregation,  at  the  state  or  national  level  can  be  done. 

These  principles  are  given  here  in  order  that  all  persons  in  our  state  may  be 
guided  by  them  as  they  work  and  plan  for  women's  participation  in  the  total  church. 
It  can  be  an  exciting  and  challenging  time  for  us  and  surely  the  end  result  will  be  a 
deeper  involvement  "in  mission"  for  our  Lord. 

GENERAL  PRINCIPLES 
developed  by  the  Consultation  on  Women  in  the  Church 
February  28-March  5,  1968,  St.  Louis,  Mo. 

1.  In  Christ  all  are  equal,  men  and  women,  with  opportunities  and  responsibilities 
equally  shared. 

2.  As  a  part  of  the  total  laity,  women  should  be  involved  in  the  total  mission  of  the 
church  through  actual  participation. 

3.  In  their  involvements  in  matters  of  leadership  and  representation  in  the  church, 
persons  should  be  considered  on  the  basis  of  competence  for  the  particular  task  and 
not  on  the  basis  of  sex,  age,  or  race. 

4.  In  manifesting  our  Christian  faith,  action  is  vital  and  our  existence  as  Chris- 
tian witnesses  depends  upon  involvement  in  reconciling  ministries  in  the  world. 

5.  Adequate  response  to  mission  requires  an  ecumenical  approach  and  as  Chris- 
tians and  church  members,  women  are  obligated  to  be  involved  in  the  universal  church 
and  to  relate  to  the  whole  people  of  God. 

6.  Flexibility  and  openness  to  change  are  essential  in  matters  of  program  and 
structure  to  allow  for  the  involvement  of  many  types  of  persons  and  to  meet  rapidly 
changing  situations. 

7.  To  carry  out  the  church's  mission  every  effort  should  be  made  toward  the 
coordination  of  program  and  simplication  of  structures  to  eliminate  duplications.

Pension  Fund  Urges  Full  Dues  Payment 


INDIANAPOLIS,  Ind.  —  The  Pension 
Fund  of  the  Christian  Churches  (Disciples 
of  Christ)  is  urging  local  congregations 
to  pay  all,  rather  than  part,  of  their  min- 
isters' pension  plan  dues. 

The  Pension  Fund  says  that  such  a 
step  would  make  the  minister's  tax  load 
about  equal  to  that  of  the  average  work- 
er, in  light  of  new  rulings  requiring 
clergymen  to  pay  Social  Security  taxes. 

At  present,  congregations  generally 
pay  jiension  dues  amounting  to  nine  per 
cent  of  their  minister's  salary.  The  min- 
ister pays  another  three  per  cent. 

The  Pension  Fund,  headquartered  here, 
urged  state  and  area  assemblies  of  the 


Disciples  to  pass  resolutions  in  support 
of  its  position  that  the  church  ought  to 
assume  full  pension  costs. 

The  Disciples  agency  said  the  law  does 
not  allow  the  church  to  pay  the  minis- 
ter's Social  Security  tax  but  does  permit 
payment  of  the  full  pension  dues. 

Taxes  and  economic  pressure  on  the 
minister's  income  are  equal  to  those 
faced  by  other  employed  persons,  said 
the  Pension  Fund,  and  "it  is  also  possible 
that  his  problems  here  are  greater  than 
the  average  person  since  his  income  is 
less  than  that  of  any  other  profession 
and  often  inadequate."

M.  Armstrong,  David  Davenport,  Edward  Garrett,  Jr.,  Sir

Moore,  Jasper  Roberson,  and  Earl  Whitehurst.  In  addition, 
seventeen  other  ministers  participated  in  the  Institute. 

The  year's  program  included  three  ten-week  sessions.  All 
sessions  were  held  at  the  Christian  Church  in  Roper,  N.  C.

In  keeping  with  our  policy  of  providing  full  information  to  the  members  of  the 
congregations  of  the  Christian  Church  in  North  Carolina,  our  column  this  month  is 
devoted  to  highlights  from  the  meeting  of  the  General  Board  of  the  Christian  Church 
in  North  Carolina  which  was  held  at  Camp  Caroline  May  24,  25,  1968. 

In  addition  to  reports  which  were  given  by  members  of  the  staff.  President  Wenger 
of  Atlantic  Christian  College  and  by  Roy  Burkhalter  of  Christmount,  a  number  of 
other  important  items  came  to  the  attention  of  the  board.  One  of  these  was  in  response 
to  President  Wenger's  report  on  Atlantic  Christian  College  and  the  position  which 
the  administration  of  the  college  is  taking  in  regard  to  unrest  on  college  campuses. 
The  board  voted  to  express  its  appreciation  for  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Wenger  and 
went  on  record  as  supporting  an  outline  of  action  which  President  Wenger  gave  verb- 
ally to  the  board  in  regard  to  student  unrest. 

Gaines  M.  Cook,  president  of  Christmount  Christian  Assembly,  indicated  that  he 
had  approached  the  Committee  on  Reference  and  Council  of  Unified  Promotion  in 
regard  to  possible  membership  of  Christmount  in  Unified  Promotion.  He  stated  that 
the  Committee  on  Reference  and  Council  is  recommending  to  the  board  of  Unified 
Promotion  that  Christmount  be  admitted.  Although  Christmount  is  not  now  in  Unified 
Promotion,  from  the  inception  of  ONE  CHURCH  IN  MISSION  AND  MINISTRY,  Christ- 
mount  receipts  have  been  distributed  on  a  percentage  basis  in  North  Carolina  just  as 
though  it  were  a  member  of  Unified  Promotion. 

The  treasurers  report  indicated  that  Unified  Promotion's  receipts  for  this  year 
through  April,  for  North  Carolina  totalled  $197,330.49  with  the  Christian  Church  in 
North  Carolina's  share  of  $42,478.99.  This  is  a  9.33'7f  increase  in  operational  giving  over 
the  same  period  for  last  year.  The  national  gain  at  this  time  was  .252^r.  The  increase 
in  capital  giving  for  North  Carolina  is  11.39'7f  over  last  year  while  there  is  a  national 
loss  in  capital  giving  of  4.3833%. 

The  Executive  Minister  gave  the  report  on  the  Swimming  Pool  Fund  indicating 
that  whereas  the  total  cost  of  the  swimming  pool  will  be  $23,000.00,  the  actual  contract 
price  of  the  pool  is  $19,500.00.  Of  this  amount  $9,900.00  has  been  paid  on  the  contract 
to  date,  with  a  balance  of  $9,600.00  due  upon  completion  of  the  pool.  Total  commitments 
to  the  pool  at  the  date  of  the  board  meetnig  amounted  to  $11,857.00.  The  board  voted 
to  recommend  to  the  Camp  Caroline  Committee  that  a  six  foot  fence  with  three  srands 
of  barb  wire  on  the  top  be  built  around  the  pool  as  funds  are  available.  After  much 
discussion  in  regard  to  the  total  picture  at  Camp  Caroline,  the  Executive  Committee 
was  requested  to  study  the  matter  of  appointing  a  Long  Range  Planning  Committee 
for  Camp  Caroline. 

In  response  to  a  request  for  assistance  from  the  First  Christian  Church  at  Con- 
cord, the  board  voted  to  make  a  gift  of  $1,000.00  to  aid  the  Concord  congregation  in 
the  erection  of  a  new  building. 

At  the  request  for  financial  assistance  from  the  First  Christian  Church  at  Walnut 
Cove,  the  board  voted  to  begin  a  $100.00  per  month  appropriation  to  the  First  Christian 
Church  at  Walnut  Cove  upon  their  calling  of  a  full  time  resident  minister.  This  ap- 
propriation will  be  on  a  diminishing  basis  according  to  state  policy. 

In  keeping  with  a  request  of  the  Campus  Ministry  Committee,  the  board  voted  to 
make  a  contribution  of  $1,000.00  from  the  Campus  Christian  Life  Fund  toward  the 
erection  of  a  chapel  building  at  North  Carolina  State  University  in  Raleigh. 

After  a  discussion  concerning  responsibilities  of  field  staff  members,  it  was  voted 
that  Alex  Mcoty,  Associate  Minister,  be  given  the  responsibility  for  Christian  Men's 
Fellowship  in  addition  to  his  other  duties. 

The  following  persons  were  elected  by  the  board  to  serve  in  various  capacities  of 
leadership  for  the  coming  year:  Robert  G.  Hufford,  chairman  of  the  Program  Com- 
mittee of  the  General  Assembly;  Robert  Leonard  to  serve  on  the  New  Church  Com- 
mittee of  the  Church  Establishment  and  Development  Commission;  Don  Mertz  to  be 
chairman  of  the  Adult  Work  Committee  of  the  Christian  Education  Commission;  A. 
Oden  Latham,  Jr.,  to  the  Youth  Work  Committee  of  the  Christian  Education  Com- 
mission; and  the  following  additional  members  to  the  Camp  Caroline  Committee — 
Phillip  Kennel,  chairman;  John  R.  Browning,  Mrs.  Henry  Griffin,  and  Ray  Ballenger. 
Donald  L.  Farrior  was  elected  to  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Commission  on  Evangelism 
and  A.  D.  Carter,  Jr.,  was  elected  as  a  new  member  of  the  Commission.  William  J.

Now  that  we  have  had  Dr.  Marvin  Smith  meet  with  us  again  to  explain  the 
Christian  Life  Curriculum,  it  is  my  feeling  that  this  new  approach  will  be  an  honest 
attempt  to  minister  to  persons  at  the  point  of  their  deepest  need  in  all  the  areas  of 
ones'  life.  To  me,  it  will  be  basic  in  understanding  and  living  the  Christian  faith. 

The  five  basic  areas  around  which  the  new  curriculum  is  developed  is  much  more 
comprehensive  than  the  materials  we  are  presently  using.  These  areas  are: 

— ^Life  and  Its  Setting:  the  Meaning  and  Experience  of  Existence. 

—Revelation:  the  Meaning  and  Experience  of  God's  Self-Disclosure. 

— Sonship:  the  Meaning  and  Experience  of  Redemption. 

—Vocation:  the  Meaning  and  Experience  of  Christian  Connmunity. 

The  Christian  Life  Curriculum  seeks  to  provide  a  "crossing-point"  in  the  life  of 
every  person.  This  "crossing-point"  is  where  the  need  of  the  individual  encounters  the 
word  of  God  as  revealed  in  Jesus  Christ.  The  "crossing-point"  in  the  lives  of  individuals 
will  vary.  Therefore,  the  teacher  will  not  be  a  person  to  give-out  information  only, 
but  will  also  be  seeking  Biblical  meanings  to  the  complex  problems  of  today's  world. 

The  five  educational  settings  of  the  Christian  Life  Curriculum  to  be  ready  by 
1969-70  are: 

— Retreats 

— ^The  Church's  School 

— ^The  Home 

— CMF/CWF  Studies 

— Through-the-Week  Education 

With  these  five  settings  there  will  be  a  greater  demand  for  competent  leadership 
in  the  total  life  of  the  church.  There  will  be  many  aids  for  the  various  educational 
settings.  However,  those  who  will  be  responsibile  for  these  in  the  local  church  should 
begin  their  preparation  now.  Read  the  Worfd  Call  and  The  Bethany  Gnide,  plus  The 
Minister  and  The  Christian  Life  Curriculum,  and  Our  Teaching  Ministry,  by  Lentz, 
Vieth,  and  Henthorne,  The  Design  for  The  Curriculum,  The  Pastor  as  Teacher-Learner, 
and  all  other  study  resources  which  will  be  coming  off  the  press  by  September  1968. 

The  suggested  plan  for  administration  of  Christian  Life  Curriculum  is  as  follows: 

1.  Educational  settings  of  the  congregation  (church's  school,  retreats,  etc.),  as 
needed,  are  approved  for  activation  by  the  general  board. 

2.  The  education  department  or  committee  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of 
coordinating  the  plans,  leadership  needs  and  budget  of  the  various  educational 
settings.  Its  membership  includes  the  administrative  heads  of  the  settings. 

3.  Each  educational  setting  has  its  own  administrative  group  to  operate  the 
setting,  within  the  policies  and  directions  of  the  educational  department  or 
committee. 

4.  The  head  of  each  educational  setting  administrative  group  is  appointed  to 
office  by  the  general  board  and  serves  as  a  member  of  the  education  depart- 
ment or  committee.  In  the  case  of  a  constituency  group  such  as  Christian  Wo- 
men's Fellowship,  Christian  Men's  Fellowship,  etc.,  the  p>erson  elected  to  head 
its  educational  functoin  becomes  the  administrative  head  of  its  respective  edu- 
cational setting  by  virtue  of  office  and  is  appointed  by  the  general  board  to  the 
education  department  or  committee. 

5.  The  cabinet,  or  a  body  similarly  representative  of  the  total  church  program, 
endeavors  to  see  that  all  parts  of  the  church's  program  have  proper  relation- 
ship to  each  other  in  order  to  provide  a  balanced  program  to  meet  the  needs 

of  the  congregation. 

6.  The  chief  administrator  of  the  curriculum  is  the  minister,  because  of  his  re- 
lationship to  the  general  board,  the  cabinet  and  other  units  and  persons  within 
the  congregation.

-III layman,  Farmville;    Mrs.   Idonna  Russell,   laywoman,   Raleigh;    Mrs.    Selma  R. 
Siey,  laywoman,  Durham;  Mrs.  Amos  Artis,  laywoman,  Goldsboro;  C.  Frank  Dail, 
k.-nan,  Greenville;    Dr.  Allan  R.  Sharp,  Atlantic  Christian  College,  Wilson;  Miss 
Ajelyn  Wethington,  laywoman,  Greensboro;  Mrs.  A.  N.  Douglas,  laywoman,  Winston-

The  Urban  Task  Force  will  act  as  a  state  advisory  group  to  suggest  means  by

wi  schedule  a  series  of  district  meetings  in  the  early  fall  to  provide  information  on 
Wit  local  congregations  may  do  in  taking  such  action. 

In  the  Emergency  Resolution,  it  was  stated  "that  we  acknowledge  the  brother- 
hd's  campaign  for  funds  and  request  the  Stewardship  Department  to  establish  a 
sie  goal  commensurate  with  the  moral  challenge  we  are  facing."  At  a  recent  meet- 
ii  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  General  Board,  the  committee  approved  the 
Rowing  recommendation  of  the  Stewardship  Department:  "That  in  order  to  implement 
t/  Emergency  Resolution  on  the  Urban  Crisis  adopted  by  the  General  Assembly  at 
Viston-Salem,  the  Department  of  Stewardship  recommends  to  the  Executive  Committee 
1 1  the  Christian  Church  in  North  Carolina  set  a  goal  of  $50,000.00  for  RECONCILIA- 
T>N,  the  Urban  Emergency  Program  of  the  Christian  Churches;  that  in  presenting 
t3  goal  to  individuals  in  congregations,  it  be  made  clear  that  participation  is  volun- 
ty  and  that  individuals  and/or  congregations  have  the  right  to  designate  their  gifts 
f  specific  phases  of  the  program  if  they  so  desire."  It  was  the  feeling  of  both  the 
lecutive  Committee  and  the  Stewardship  Department  that  by  following  the  voluntary 
r  thod  underlined  above  and  to  allow  for  the  designation  of  gifts  would  make  possible 
cnplete  freedom  on  the  part  of  individuals  and/or  congregations  to  participate  in 
I  CONCILIATION.

Victory  Through  Faith 

Victory? 

Can  our  kind  of  world  hear  or  understand  the  words  of  I  John? 

"Whatever  is  born  of  God  overcomes  the  world;  and  this  is  the  victory  that 

overcomes  the  world,  our  faith."  (I  John  5:4) 

Those  who  are  resigned  to  stand  by  and  watch  the  church  in  retreat  will  hear 
no  roll  of  victory  drums.  And  those  who  are  swayed  by  the  popular  declaration  that 
God  is  dead  see  faith  as  self-deception.  The  tendency  now  is  to  use  the  words  victory 
and  faith  with  hesitant  tongue  and  muffled  voice.  There  is  fear  that  such  talk  would 
bring  an  exchange  of  sly  winks  from  the  "realists"  and  witty  behind-the-hand  whispers. 

In  this  situation  there  can  be  victory  through  faith.  And  appropriately  that  is  the 
brotherhood  theme  for  1968-69,  the  ninth  year  of  the  Decade  of  Decision.  Admittedly 
the  pathway  has  been  steep  during  this  decade.  But  where  faith  abounds  there  are 
achievements  to  proclaim.  And  achievements  made  in  the  face  of  hardships  are  that 
much  more  to  be  celebrated. 

There  are  victories  still  to  be  won.  Faith  provides  the  hope  as  well  as  the  way. 
Christian  Churches,  Disciples  of  Christ  at  this  point  in  history  cannot  and  would  not 
do  less  than  measure  achievements,  take  hope  and  strive  for  victory— through  faith.

In  New  Structure 

The  congregation  of  the  Eighth  Street 
Christian  Church  moved  into  its  chapel 
and  education  building  for  its  first  wor- 
ship service  and  church  school  program, 
Sunday,  June  9,  1968.

EDMOND,  Okla.— Seventy  leading  laymen  of  the  Christian  Churches  (Disciples  of 
Christ)  gathered  here  June  13-16  and  took  action  in  support  of  "Reconciliation,"  the 
Disciples'  urban  emergency  program. 

The  national  Christian  Men's  Fellowship  advisory  commission  voted  in  favor  of 
the  program  aimed  at  jobs,  housing,  education  and  other  city  problems. 

Reconciliation  calls  for  a  $2  million-plus  fund  campaign  over  the  next  two  years 
and  a  redeployment  of  manpower  to  crisis  projects. 

Dr.  Wayne  A.  Greene,  of  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  executive  secretary  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Men's  Work  of  the  United  Christian  Missionary  Society,  told  the  group  that 
laymen  have  a  special  responsibility  under  the  program  for  working  in  employment 
opportunity  and  economic  development. 

The  laymen  elected  James  W.  Thokey,  a  Certified  Public  Accountant  from  New 
Orleans,  La.,  their  chairmen  to  succeed  Frank  A.  Clark  of  Des  Moines,  Iowa. 

Dr.  Green,  in  his  report,  said  that  "Operation  Dialogue" — a  program  where  men 
gather  with  national  and  state  staff  personnel  at  the  local  level  to  discuss  directions 
for  men's  work — now  has  involved  506  congregations  and  2,024  men  in  eight  states. 

He  noted  too  that  laymen  and  laywomen  of  the  Disciples  will  begin  using  the  same 
materials  for  their  meetings  for  the  first  time  July  1,  1969,  an  approach  central  to 
the  "wholeness"  concept  of  the  new  Christian  Life  Curriculum. 

Thokey  had  served  the  past  two  years  as  vice-chairman.  A  layman  of  the  Gentilly 
Christian  Church,  he  also  has  been  the  Louisiana  state  president  of  the  Disciples'  CMF. 

Elected  vice-chairman  was  Clark  Armstrong,  a  plumbing  supplies  executive  and 
member  of  First  Christian  Church,  Cambridge,  Ohio.  Dr.  Greene  was  re-named  sec- 
retary.

Reconciliation  —  a  familiar  word  to 
Christians  and  used  with  all  reverence 
when  we  speak  of  God's  "reconciling 
love"  as  given  to  us  through  the  death 
of  Jesus  on  the  cross.  We  gladly  accept 
the  reconciliation  which  comes  to  us  by 
this  sacrifice.  But  there  is  more  to  it 
than  this.  By  our  acceptance  of  God's 
love  we  become  a  part  of  this  reconciling 
process  which  is  God's  plan  for  His 
world.  We  have  a  responsibility  to  show 
this  love  through  our  lives  so  that  all 
men  everywhere  may  come  to  know 
God  and  to  have  His  love.  Herein  lies  the 
difficulty,  it  is  so  easy  to  accept  and 
sometimes  so  hard  to  give. 

Our  Brotherhood  is  involved  in  a  plan 
to  help  meet  the  crisis  which  we  face  in 
our  nation  today.  It  is  appropriately 
named  "Reconciliation".  We  might  well 
look  at  the  meaning  of  the  word.  The 
dictionary  says  reconcile  means  "to  re- 
store to  friendship,  harmony,  commun- 
ion." Certainly  this  is  what  is  needed  in 
our  country  today  and  surely  we  as 
Christians  should  be  the  first  ones  eager 
to  bring  this  about.  And  yet  we  refuse. 

A  special  study  packet  on  the  Urban 
Crisis  was  prepared  by  our  leaders  in 
cooperation  with  all  other  leading  de- 
nominations. Materials  have  been  in  the 
hands  of  local  leaders  and  ministers  for 
nearly  two  months.  We  hope  many 
groups  within  the  local  churches  are  do- 
ing some  study  and  becoming  concerned 


about  what  is  happening  in  our  nation 
today.  All  CWF  groups  were  asked  to 
postpone  the  usual  mission  study  which 
begins  in  July  and  use  instead  the  emer- 
gency material.  Many  are  doing  this. 
We  hope  others  will.  Actually  it  is  right 
in  keeping  with  our  mission  study  theme 
for  the  first  six  months  of  this  year  .  .  . 
"New  Forms  of  Mission"  .  .  .  with  the 
study  booklet  being  "Winds  of  Change". 
The  opportunities  that  are  coming  to  us 
to  minister  to  the  poor,  the  hungry,  the 
underprivileged,  even  those  who  are 
seemingly  causing  so  much  trouble  in 
our  country  today,  are  truly  "new  forms 
of  mission".  So  new  sometimes  that  we 
close  our  eyes  and  refuse  to  be  "both- 
ered", we  say  we  are  "tired  of  hearing 
about  it".  We  may  not  like  what  is  hap- 
pening today  but  we  dare  not  forget  that 
this  is  God's  world  and  He  is  working 
in  it.  If  we  would  be  reconciled  to  Him, 
we  must  be  working  also. 

Trying  to  learn,  to  understand  why 
things  happen,  giving  of  our  money  for 
someone  else  to  do  a  job  we  cannot  do, 
this  may  be  our  work.  If  it  is,  we  had 
better  get  on  with  the  job.

COCU  Secretary 

LEXINGTON,  Ky— Dr.  Paul  A.  Crow, 
Jr.,  a  seminary  professor  of  the  Chris- 
tian Churches  (Disciples  of  Christ),  has 
been  named  the  first  full-time  general 
secretary  of  the  nine-denomination  Con- 
cultation  on  Church  Union. 

Dr.  Crow,  currently  traveling  in  Eu- 
rope, will  assume  the  new  post  Septem- 
ber 1.  Offices  are  to  be  located  in  the 
New  York  area. 

COCU  is  the  seven-year-old  effort  to 
unite  Methodist,  Episcopalian,  Presby- 
terian, United  Church  of  Christ  and  Dis- 
ciples traditions  in  one  25  million-mem- 
ber church. 

Dr.  Crow,  36-year-old  professor  of 
church  history  at  Lexington  Theological 
Seminary,  has  served  as  the  part-time 
associate  executive  secretary  of  COCU 
since  1963. 

In  accepting  the  general  secretary  pos- 
ition. Dr.  Crow  said  a  factor  in  the  de- 
cision was  his  understanding  of  the  Dis- 
ciples' "history  and  destiny"  as  leaders 
in  efforts  toward  Christian  unity. 

COCU  last  March  approved  the  set- 
ting up  of  a  permanent  office  and  di- 
rected that  a  start  be  made  on  drafting 
a  formal  plan  of  union. 

A  native  of  Birmingham,  Ala.,  Dr. 
Crow  holds  a  bachelor  of  science  degree 
in  chemistry  from  the  University  of  Ala- 
bama, a  bachelor  of  divinity  degree  with 
honors  from  Lexington  seminary,  and 
master  of  secred  theology  and  doctor  of 
philosophy  degrees  from  Hartford  (Conn.)

November  1  by  the  Urban  Task  Force  in  keeping  with  the  action  of  the  General  As- 
sembly in  Winston-Salem  in  April.  The  purpose  of  the  consultations  will  be  to  discuss 
with  the  leadership  of  the  congregations  of  our  state  what  we  as  Christians  can  do 
to  alleviate  some  of  the  problems  in  our  cities.

October  25,  Charlotte  Area,  Eastway  Church,  Charlotte;  Tuesday,  October  29,  Albe- 
marle District,  First  Christian  Church,  Williamston;  Wednesday,  October  30,  Pamlico 
District,  Broad  Street  Church,  New  Bern;  Thursday,  October  31,  Mill  Creek  District, 
First  Christian  Church,  Fayetteville;  Friday,  November  1,  Southeastern  District,  First 
Christian  Church,  Wilmington.  Ail  meetings  will  begin  at  7:30  P.  M. 

Although  many  of  our  congregatons  in  North  Carolina  are  rural,  not  urban,  it 
is  hoped  that  every  congregation  will  be  represented  because  urban  problems  are 
mutual  problems  about  which  all  Christians  and  congregations  should  be  concerned. 
In  addition  to  the  minister,  the  chairman  of  the  board,  the  presidents  of  the  CWF, 
the  CMF,  the  CYF,  members  of  social  concerns  committees,  and  other  interested  per- 
sons are  being  invited  to  attend  the  consultations.

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In  recent  weeks  our  congregations  have  been  bombarded  by  mimeographed  sheets 
urging  both  ministers  and  churches  to  request  that  their  names  be  removed  from 
the  Year  Book  of  the  Christian  Churches  (Disciples  of  Christ.)  Those  responsible  for 
mailing  out  these  diatribes  against  the  brotherhood  are  either  individuals  acting  on 
their  own  initiative  as  "saviors  of  the  brotherhood"  or  groups  who  call  themselves 
by  such  titles  as  "The  Committee  of  Concerned  Ones"  or  some  other  general  title. 
Usually  no  names  are  attached  to  these  letters;  or  names,  if  used,  are  those  of 
persons  who  are  not  associated  with  the  Disciples  of  Christ.  They  do  not  serve  Disciple 
congregations  or  institutions  and  have  only  one  purpose:  to  confuse  members  of 
Christian  Churches  into  thinking  that  they  will  lose  something  if  they  continue  their 
affiliation  with  the  Christian  Churches. 

Of  course,  if  one  reads  only  such  allegations  and  does  not  read  the  guarantees 
of  congregational  freedom  which  are  set  forth  in  the  Provisional  Design  (restructure) 
he  is  likely  to  be  confused.  That's  why  this  publication  has  printed  the  Provisional  in 
full  in  its  pages  so  that  our  people  may  see  for  themselves  what  is  involved  in  re- 
structure. As  stated  in  this  column  many  times  (and  by  the  editor  and  other  staff 
members  many  times  in  personal  conversations  and  group  meetings),  there  is  no 
danger  of  a  congregation's  losing  its  freedom  when  the  Design  is  adopted  at  the 
Kansas  City  Assembly  of  the  International  Convention  in  September.  Did  your  congre- 
gation lose  any  freedom  when  we  voted  to  unify  our  state  work  under  the  Christian 
Church  (Disciples  of  Christ)  in  North  Carolina?  Restructure  will  simply  do  nationally 
what  most  state  organizations  have  done:  give  us  a  more  representative,  more  re- 
sponsible manner  of  going  about  the  work  of  the  Church. 

For  many  years  our  Year  Book  has  carried  in  a  section  in  front  of  the  statistical 
columns  which  report  membership,  additions  to  the  congregations  and  a  record  of 
giving  for  the  year,  a  listing  of  congregations  (with  no  statistics)  which  have  at  one 
time  or  other  gone  by  the  name  of  Christian  Church  or  Church  of  Christ.  These  con- 
gregations have  not  participated  in  the  work  of  the  brotherhood  for  many  years,  if 
ever.  The  Year  Book  Committee  has  not  deleted  the  names  of  these  congregations 
because  it  is  their  policy  not  to  exclude  anybody.  The  only  way  a  congregation's  name 
can  be  removed  from  the  Year  Book  is  by  notarized  action  of  the  congregation  itself. 
This  will  continue  to  be  the  case  under  restructure.  This  is  clearly  stated  in  the  Pro- 
visional Design  (see  footnote  on  paragraph  85). 

During  the  past  year,  a  number  of  unrelated,  non-participaitng  congregations, 
because  of  the  pressure  of  such  persons  and  groups  as  mentioned  in  the  first  para- 
graph of  this  article,  have  requested  the  removal  of  their  names  from  the  Year  Book. 
Between  September  1,  1967  to  June  21,  1968,  1,124  ronsregations  have  so  acted.  Only 
129  of  the  1,124  had  contributed  anything  to  brotherhood  causes.  Only  one  contributing 
congregation  in  North  Carolina  has  made  the  request.  It  is  a  congregation  which  has 
nnt  participated  in  our  state  program  for  many  years  and  which  we  have  not  counted 
as  a  participating  church,  although  it  has  been  listed  in  the  Year  Book.  A  number 
of  independent,  non-participating  congregations  in  our  state  have  requested  the  re- 
moval of  their  names  and,  frankly,  since  they  are  not  and  have  not  been  a  part  of 
our  fellowship  for  a  long  time,  it  is  better  that  they  have  chosen  to  do  so.  Since 
they  have  not  participated  in  our  program  they  have  never  been  listed  in  the  North 
Carolina  Directory  of  Christian  Churches.  Thus,  the  Christian  Church  in  North  Carolina 
has  not  lost  a  participating  congregation  in  spite  of  all  of  the  pressure  which  has 
been  put  upon  our  people.  Evidently  our  congregations  know  who  they  are  and  what 
they  stand  for.  When  they  face  problems  for  which  they  do  not  have  the  answers, 
they  know  where  to  turn  for  facts  by  which  they  may  make  their  own  decisions.  We 
are  grateful  that  their  decisions  have  been  for  cooperation  and  participation  in  brother- 
hood life.  This  does  not  mean  that  we  always  agree  on  every  issue  in  the  brotherhood, 
but  it  dos  mean  that  although  we  may  have  different  points  of  view  about  many  mat- 
ters we  can  still  have  fellowship  and  work  together  for  the  cause  of  Christ.  And, 
after  all,  that's  what  freedom  in  Christ  really  means  .  .  .

My  arithmetic  is  not  too  good,  but  I  would  like  to  try  a  little  for  your  thinking. 

If  a  child  or  young  person  attends  Church  School  52  Sundays  a  year  (not  many 
do)  and  the  teacher  has  45  minutes  for  the  lesson,  he  has  received  39  hours  of  re- 
ligious instruction  that  year. 

If  your  child  or  young  person  attended  camp  or  conference  this  past  summer, 
he  received  at  least  40  hours  of  religious  training.  More  than  he  receives  in  Church 
School  in  a  year.  He  also  had  a  wonderful  time  while  doing  so.  This  summer  we  had 
569  children  and  young  people  in  our  camp  and  conference  training  program.  They 
received  more  than  22,760  hours  of  religious  instruction.  Just  think  what  this  can 
and  does  mean  to  the  church. 

This  is  only  part  of  the  story.  We  are  indebted  to  the  many  ministers  and  lay 
people  who  taught  in  the  camp  and  conference  program.  The  time  they  invested  was 
a  great  deal  more  than  the  40  plus  hours  during  that  one  week.  Many  hours  of  prep- 
aration went  into  the  program.  Living  and  working  together  in  a  Christian  community 
can  be  fun — ask  some  one  who  attended  camp  or  conference. 

Another  important  aspect  of  this  may  not  produce  immediate  results.  However, 
most  young  people  who  go  into  full-time  Christian  service  have  attended  this  summer 
program,  and  many  say  it  is  a  strong  contributing  influence  to  their  lives.  When  we 
consider  the  shortage  of  ministers  today,  we  certainly  need  more  young  people  to  have 
this  experience  that  can  only  come  through  attendance  at  camp  and  conference. 

Enlisted  youth  who  serve  must  be  trained  for  the  task  ahead.  Thanks  to  all  who 
attended  and  those  who  were  leaders  in  our  very  successful  program  this  summer.

Atlantic  Christian  College  has  an  en- 
rollment of  some  1,500  students  for  the 
fall  semester  of  its  67th  academic  year. 
Approximately  375  of  the  students  make 
up  the  freshman  class. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  semester  the 
college  placed  into  operation  a  new  dor- 
mitory for  men.  The  six-story  building 
is  air  conditioned  and  houses  148  stu- 
dents. Constructed  at  a  cost  of  $500,000, 
it  is  the  second  air  condtioned  dormitory 
to  be  constructed  on  the  campus. 

Plans  are  underway  for  a  fourth  major 
dormitory  for  women.  The  new  building 
will  be  air  conditioned  and  will  house  180 
students.  It  is  expected  to  be  completed 
in  time  for  the  fall  semester  of  1970  at  a 
cost  of  some  $800,000.

'rOTC  and  president  of  the  student  body.  Three  girls  will  return  to  our  Midway  school 
in  Kentucky,  which  means  they  must  rate  high  as  students. 

There  have  been  more  visitors  to  Southern  Christian  Home  this  summer  than 
usual.  We  hope  more  will  come. 

j      There  has  been  a  five  thousand  dollar  gift  designated  toward  a  swimming  pool. 
This  gift  was  unexpected  and  from  a  non  Christian  Church  (Disciple)  member.  Maybe 
we'll  have  enough  Disciples  interested  to  make  up  the  rest  by  next  summer.  A  swim- 
ming pool  would  shorten  the  summer  for  the  Home. 
I  Need  At  Florida  Home 

I  The  Florida  Christian  Home  has  been  serving  the  Brotherhood  for  sixty-five  years 
and  will  observe  the  65th  Anniversary  on  October  20.  From  1903  to  1922  this  Home 
served  residents  in  East  Aurora,  New  York  and  since  1922  has  been  serving  the 
churches  in  behalf  of  their  aging  people  needing  its  care  in  Jacksonville,  Florida  for 
the  Southeast  area. 

This  property  at  1071  Edgewood  Avenue  was  valued  at  $100,000  in  1919,  but  was 
purchased  by  The  National  Benevolent  Association  for  $30,000.  It  had  been  operating 
IS  a  military  academy.  Upkeep  of  this  building  through  its  more  than  46  years  of 
service  in  Florida  has  been  very  expensive.  The  considerable  expenditure  of  funds  to 
M)mply  with  the  licensing  and  fire-code  requirements  of  Duval  County  and  the  State 
)f  Florida  make  it  a  dire  necessity  to  do  some  careful  planning  for  the  future  program 
it  the  Florida  Christian  Home. 

A  good  Home  Planning  Committee  is  working  with  the  NBA  Departments  of 
Research  and  Planning  and  Resources  to  explore  various  possibilities.  The  NBA  Execu- 
live  Committee  on  June  25,  1968,  authorized  the  Florida  Christitan  Home  to  proceed 


with  careful  dispatch  to  plan  for  a  new 
facility  complex  to  replace  the  present 
units,  and  that  careful  and  detailed  re- 
view be  done  by  the  NBA  under  the  NBA 
Future  Work  procedures. 

Capital  funds  fro  mthe  Southeast  Area 
Christian  Churches  are  now  being  applied 
to  the  Florida  Christian  Home  for  its 
needs.  But  additional  gifts — large  and 
small  —  are  greatly  needed  from  con- 
cerned individuals,  if  these  new  facilities 
for  the  Florida  Christian  Home  are  to  be 
possible.  This  great  emergency  at  the 
Florida  Christian  Home  offers  a  wonder- 
ful opportunity  for  a  large  memorial  gift. 
The  NBA  Homes — Lenoir,  Kennedy,  Seay, 
Fowler — exist  because  many  people  cared 
enough  to  provide  sufficient  funds  for 
them.

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Council  of  Agencies  Votes  to  Discontinue

ORANGE,  Calif.  —  The  Council  of 
Agencies,  wliich  for  16  years  has  helped 
coordinate  work  of  the  Christian  Churches 
(Disciples  of  Christ),  voted  itself  out  of 
existence  at  its  biennial  meeting  here- 
leaving  the  door  open  to  resurrection  if 
necessary. 

The  council,  meeting  at  Chapman  Col- 
lege, July  28-August  2,  took  the  action 
anticipating  its  role  will  be  taken  over 
by  a  restructured  Christian  Church. 

The  Disciples  will  vote,  at  their  as- 
sembly in  Kansas  City  this  fall,  on  a 
"Provisional  Design  for  the  Christian 
Church  (Disciples  of  Christ)"  and  the 
tide  has  been  running  heavily  in  favor 
of  the  design. 

The  140-member  council  skipped  its 
planned  election  of  new  officers,  leaving 
Dr.  Fred  Helsabeck,  who  is  president  of 
Culver-Stockton  College,  Canton,  Mo.,  as 
chairman  to  handle  close-out  matters. 

The  council  laid  no  plans  for  a  1970 
meeting  but  agreed  to  remain  on  call 
until  the  1969  Disciples  assembly  in  Se- 
attle. 

During  the  meeting  the  council  heard 
a  report  that  all  40  state  and  area  bodies 
of  Disciples  had  approved  the  provisional 
restructure  design  and  that  14  of  the  15 
national  and  international  organizations 
had  done  the  same,  with  the  15th,  the 
European  Evangelistic  Society,  due  for 
a  vote  in  September. 

Council  of  Agencies  members  voted 
their  own  approval  of  the  design,  though 
the  vote  was  not  required,  and  expressed 
feelings  that  the  council  had  been  instru- 
mental in  setting  the  stage  for  restruc- 
ture. 

Dr.  Virgil  A.  Sly,  president  of  the 
United  Christian  Missionary  Society,  de- 
livered three  lectures  on  structure,  as- 
serting that  Disciples  have  prided  them- 
selves on  freedom  "which  could  be  de- 
scribed a  little  more  accurately  as  an- 
archy." 

Referring    to    the   provisional  design, 
he  said: 

"If  we  are  wise  enough  to  successfully 
carry  this  forward,  we  will  have  the 
greatest  freedom  that  the  Disciples  of 
Christ  have  ever  known  because  it  is 
freedom  within  a  corporate  responsibility 
for  each  other,  for  our  agencies  and  for 
the  projection  of  our  mission  to  the 
world." 

A  highlight  of  the  meeting  was  a  pene- 
trating look  at  the  urban  crisis. 

Council  members  toured  the  Watts  riot 
area  of  Los  Angelis,  visited  a  narcotics 
study  center  at  UCLA,  heard  Los  An- 
geles city  planner  Calvin  Hamilton,  lis- 
tened to  a  disciple  of  black  power  advo- 


cate Ron  Karenga,  discussed  problems 
with  a  Mexican-American  editor,  heard 
the  man  who  martialed  the  business  com- 
munity into  action  after  the  riots  and 
viewed  the  hippie  culture  on  Sunset  Strip. 

Dr.  John  R.  Ccmpton,  staff  director  of 
"Reconciliation,"  the  Disciples'  urban 
emergency  program,  predicted  that  the 
$2  million-plus  goal  of  Reconciliation  dur- 
ing the  next  two  years  would  be  reached. 

"The  church  can  make  the  difference 
if  the  church  wills  to  make  the  differ- 
ence," he  intoned.  "Jesus  Christ  spent 
his  time  with  society's  rejects.  Can  we 
do  less?" 

Walter  D.  Bingham,  pastor  of  Third 
Christian  Church,  Louisville,  Ky.,  and 
first  vice-president  of  the  International 
Convention  of  Christian  Churches,  deliv- 
ered a  report  favoring  merger  of  the 
predominantly-Negro  National  Christian 
Missionary  Convention  with  the  Interna- 
tional Convention. 

He  asserted,  however,  there  is  con- 
tinuing need  for  a  fellowship  of  black 
Disciples  because  the  black  church  long 
has  been  the  place  the  Negro  has  found 
leadership  opportunities,  refuge  and  em- 
otional release  from  frustration  and  sec- 
ond-class citizenship. 

Dr.  T.  J.  Liggett,  president-nominee 
of  the  UCMS,  delivered  a  stirring  call  for 
a  fresh  look  at  the  mission  of  the  church. 

He  told  the  gathering  that  the  church 
is  indebted  to  the  state  and  tied  to  the 
culture  and  that  Christians  must  work 
for  "liberation  of  the  church,  to  do  and 
say  what  it  should." 

In  the  search  for  the  missionary  struc- 
ture of  the  church.  Dr.  Liggett  observed, 
the  Christian  must  keep  his  eyes  toward 
the  world. 

"The  world  is  what  Christ  died  for, 
not  the  church.  All  definitions  of  mission 
must  be  for  the  world,  not  the  church," 
he  declared. 

Year  Book  Editor  Dr.  Howard  E.  Dent- 
ler  reported  that  1,124  names  of  congre- 
gations have  been  dropped  from  the  Year 
Book  of  the  communion  in  the  past  10 
months— all  but  21  of  them  churches  mak- 
ing no  statistical  reports  and  most  hav- 
ing had  no  contact  with  the  Disciples 
fcr  years. 

He  said,  however,  the  action  was  the 
result  of  a  campaign  by  so-called  "inde- 
pendents" to  have  congregations  request 
withdrawal  from  the  boow,  using  a  "de- 
ceptive, malicious  and  false"  argument 
that  restructure  may  threaten  local 
church  property. 

The  total  number  included  a  few  con- 
gregations which  disbanded.

of  the  church's  general  board,  instead  of 
sharing  the  role  with  the  general  assem- 
bly. 

The  Oregon  assembly  also  submitted 
an  amendment  that  would  have  the 
church's  nominating  committe  named  by 
the  regions. 

A  third  Oregon  proposal  would  confine 
membership  on  the  administrative  com- 
mittee to  members  of  the  general  board 
and  officers  of  the  church. 

Both  the  Oregon  and  Indiana  state  as- 
semblies submitted  amendments  spelling 
out  the  right  of  regions  to  own  property 
and  establish  their  own  financial  policies. 

The  Bondurant,  Iowa,  Christian  Church, 
objecting  to  language  it  said  "commits 
congregations  in  advance  to  cooperation 
with  emerging  ecumenical  structures," 
urged  that  the  design  be  amended  so 
that  the  various  unity  efforts  be  given 
"prayerful  and  serious  consideration." 

Another  congregation.  First  Christian 
Church  of  Huntsville,  Texas,  proposed  an 
amendment  to  the  same  section  which 
would  emphasize  that  the  cooperation 
with  ecumenical  efforts  is  "voluntary." 

The  Huntsville  church  also  called  for 
abandonment  of  the  name  "Disciples  of 
Christ." 

The  First  Christian  Church  of  Cedar 
Rapids,  Iowa,  and  the  central  committee 
of  the  Commission  on  Brotherhood  Re- 
structure— the  body  which  drew  up  the 
provisional  design  —  both  filed  amend- 
ments related  to  editorial  changes. 

The  design,  recommended  in  a  revised 
and  amended  form  by  the  assembly  of 
the  International  Convention  of  Christian 
Churches  last  year,  will  be  up  for  adop- 
tion at  the  Kansas  City  assembly,  Sei> 
tember  27-October  2. 

It  already  has  been  approved  by  37 
of  the  40  state  or  area  organizations  of 
the  Disciples  and  13  of  the  15  general 
organizations. 

The  deadline  for  submitting  amend- 
ments to  the  design  was  120  days  in  ad- 
vance of  the  Kansas  City  gathering. 

Though  the  normal  deadline  for  offer- 
ing business  items  to  the  assembly  is  60 
days,  last  year's  assembly  set  the  early 
deadline  to  allow  distribution  of  proposed 
restructure  amendments  to  congregations 
for  study  at  least  two  months  prior  to 
the  adoption  vote.

Kansas  City  Assembly 
Acts  on  Vital  Issues 

Attendance  at  an  International  Con- 
vention is  no  "vacation"  newcomers 
learned  more  than  ever  this  year  at 
Kansas  City.  Business  sessions  were 
crowded  with  consideration  of  issues 
vital  to  the  church  and  to  the  nation. 
The  convention  hall  was  crowded  at 
each  business  session  and  registrants 
were  loathe  to  leave  for  even  a  brief 
period  because  of  the  importance  and 
depth  of  the  discussion  on  the  issues. 

In  addition  to  the  vote  on  restruct- 
ure (see  editorial  on  p.  2)  many  other 
matters  were  debated  and  acted  upon. 
The  asembly  took  these  actions: 

— Voted  in  support  cf  persons  who 
conscientiously  object  to  particular  wars, 
a  position  similar  to  one  taken  two 
years  ago  but  rejected  last  year. 

—Appealed  to  the  U.  S.  to  remove 
"massive  retaliation"  from  its  foreign 
policy. 

— Supported   registration   of  firearms. 

— Favored  civil  disobedience  as  a  last 
resort  if   it   is  non-violent. 

Urged  the  discouragement  of  invest- 
ment and  trade  with  South  Africa  over 
its  strict  racial  policies. 

— Passed  enabling  action  to  bring  about 
the  merger  of  the  National  Christian 
Missionary  Convention  with  the  main 
Disciples  Assembly  in  1969. 

— Toughest  debate  centered  around  the 
conscientious  objection  resolution.  It 
called  for  legalizing  the  status  of  the 
conscientious  objectors  who  object  to 
certain  wars,  rather  than  all  wars,  on 
m:ral  grounds.  The  measure  demanded 
a  vote  count — the  first  in  the  history 
of  the  delegate  assembly — and  the  re- 
sult was  1725  in  favor  and  845  against 

The  assembly  reiterated  it  support  of 
the  direction  the  church  is  taking  in 
church  union  efforts  and  strongly  backed 
the  $2  million  "Reconciliation"  urban 
emergency  crisis  effort,  though  there 
was  vocal  objection  to  some  of  the  al- 
locations. 


C4itcHallif  ^peakiHf  .  .  . 
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September  will  long  be  remembered  as  a  significant  day  in  the  life  of  the  brother- 
hood. It  was  on  that  day  in  Kansas  City  that  the  4,692  voting  representatives  to  the 
Kansas  City  Assembly  of  the  International  Convention  rose  almost  as  one  in  response 
to  the  call  for  those  favoring  the  approval  of  the  Provisional  Design  for  the  Christian 
Church  (Disciples  of  Christ.)  (There  were  very  few  votes  against  the  design.)  After 
the  vote  there  came  a  standing  ovation  and  the  spontaneous  singing  of  the  Doxology— 
"Praise  God  from  whom  all  blessings  flow  ..."  President  Ronald  Osborn,  at  the 
suggestion  of  one  of  the  representatives,  offered  the  non-voting  representatives  an  op- 
portunity to  express  their  feelings  about  the  design.  As  far  as  we  could  see,  every 
one  stood  up.  Thus,  nearly  all  of  the  10,656  registrants  at  Kansas  City  went  on  record 
as  approving  the  birth  of  the  Christian  Church  (Disciples  of  Christ). 

It  is  significant  that  Miss  Elsie  Sweeney  of  Columbus,  Indiana,  made  the  historic 
motion  to  adjourn  the  International  Convention  permanently.  Her  father,  Z.  T.  Sweeney, 
51  years  earlier  in  Kansas  City  had  led  in  the  founding  of  the  convention. 

Under  the  new  structure,  the  chief  elected  officer  of  the  Christian  Church  will  be 
called  the  moderator,  instead  of  the  president.  Dr.  Myron  C.  Cole,  pastor  of  the  Holly- 
wood-Beverly Christian  Church,  Hollywood,  California,  will  be  moderator,  succeeding 
Dr.  Osborn.  Named  moderator-elect  was  Dr.  James  Moudy,  chancellor  of  Texas  Chris- 
tian University,  former  dean  of  Atlantic  Christian  College,  Wilson. 

After  the  vote  was  taken  there  were  not  many  dry  eyes  in  the  huge  convention 
hall.  With  broken  voices,  both  President  Osborn  and  Dr.  Granville  Walker,  chairman 
of  the  restructure  commission  for  nearly  ten  years,  expressed  their  gratitude  to  all 
those  who  had  worked  as  perhaps  no  other  Disciple  group  has  ever  worked  in  pro- 
viding a  churchly  structure  for  a  brotherhood  which  has  been  so  loosely  knit  through- 
out its  long  history. 

North  Carolina  representatives  were  especially  moved  by  the  decision  because 
it  was  reminiscent  of  the  vote  which  was  taken  in  our  own  state  nearly  three  years 
ago  to  constitute  the  Christian  Church  (Disciples  of  Christ)  in  North  Carolina.  After 
nearly  three  years'  experience  in  a  unified  structure,  we  know  how  much  more  orderly 
is  our  manner  of  operating  the  state  program  than  ever  before  and  how  much  more 
representative  our  leadership  has  become.  We  predict  it  will  be  the  same  way  nation- 
ally now. 

The  next  assembly  of  the  Christian  Church  will  be  held  in  Seattle,  Washington, 
August  15-20,  1969.  Thereafter,  the  assemblies  will  be  every  two  years.  The  1971 
Assembly  is  scheduled  for  Louisville,  Kentucky. 

This  issue  contains  two  new  features:  Brother  Quartus  Greets  You  and  View 
From  the  Campus.  The  latter  is  written  by  John  Butler,  Disciple  Campus  Minister  at 
the  University  of  North  Carolina,  Chapel  Hill.  Brother  Quartus  Greets  Ycu  has  been 
a  regular  monthly  feature  in  the  Kentucky  Christian,  written  by  James  A.  Lollis  who 
has  recently  joined  the  Unified  Promotion  staff.  Jim  has  graciously  agreed  to  share 
his  column  with  other  state  papers.  As  a  native  of  North  Carolina  and  former  pastor 
at  Pfafftown,  Jim  is  well  known  to  North  Carolina  Disciples.  We  are  grateful  for  his 
contribution  to  the  North  Carolina  Christian.

A  teacher  for  sev- 
enteen years.  Brother 
Saunders  majored  in 
religion  and  studied 
music  at  Industrial 
Christian  College  at 
Kinston  before  enroll- 
ing at  King's  College, 
Raleigh.  He  later  did 
further  study  at  the 
University  of  North 
Carolina  at  Chapel 
Hill  and  at  Vanderbilt  University. 

He  geban  his  teaching  career  in  Green 
County  in  1912  and  later  taught  in  Wayne, 
Beaufort  and  Hyde  Counties.  His  teach- 
ing was  interrupted  for  four  years  when 
he  was  elected  and  served  as  register  of 
deeds  for  Hyde  County. 

Brother  Saunders  worked  in  various 
churches  while  he  was  teaching  and  in 
1926  was  ordained  to  the  Christian  min- 
istry and  served  four  churches  near 
Washington.  The  following  year  he  ac- 
cepted a  call  to  the  Belhaven  and  Pan- 
tego  churches  and  served  for  seven  years 
before  devoting  full  time  to  the  Belhaven 
Church.  It  was  during  that  time  that  he 
received  a  scholarship  to  Vanderbilt. 

In  1936,  Brother  Saunders  moved  his 
family  to  Spray  where  he  served  until 
his  retirement  in  1958.

Affairs  Seminar  for  Youth  is  being  discussed,  and  some  districts  are  deciding  who  will 
be  the  representative  from  their  district.  Perhaps  a  little  more  information  will  be 
helpful  at  this  time. 

The  stated  purpose  of  the  Seminar  is: 

1.  To  see  the  United  Nations  and  the  U.  S.  Government  in  operation. 

2.  To  gain  information  on  national  and  international  issues. 

3.  To  discuss  the  responsibility  of  Christians  to  work  for  world  peace. 

4.  To  aid  senior  high  youth  in  deevloping  an  understanding  of  our  identity  as 
world  citizens  and  discover  how  as  Christians  we  can  deal  with  current  issues 
both  individually  and  in  the  various  groups  of  which  they  are  a  part. 

Those  eligible  are  Christian  youth,  grades  11  and  12,  and  their  counselors,  who 
are  seriously  interested  in  national  issues  and  international  affairs  and  who  will  invest 
twenty  or  more  hours  preparing  for  the  Seminar. 

"It  pays  to  know  what  you  are  looking  for,"  say  participants  in  previous  Seminars. 
You  do  learn  more  when  you  know  what  you're  seeking — When  you've  prepared.  A 
trip  to  New  York  or  Washington  may  set  your  emotions  awhirl  with  anticipation  of 
bright  lights,  but  emotional  jags  wither  and  die.  For  worthwhile  and  life-long  changes 
in  attitudes  and  convictions,  seriously  search  your  basic  reasons  for  wanting  to  parti- 
cipate in  this  Seminar. 

Districts  or  local  churches  may  assist  in  the  cost  of  the  Seminar  for  representa- 
tives from  their  area.  The  date,  cost,  and  other  pertinent  information  will  be  mailed 
to  each  local  church.

It  was  my  privilege  to  attend  as  a  voting  delegate  our  recent  Internaitonal  Con- 
vention held  in  Kansas  City  and  I  am  very  grateful  that  I  was  given  this  opportunity 
to  help  represent  Disciples  in  North  Carolina.  It  was  a  thrilling  and  historical  occasion 
with  many  significant  events  taking  place. 

For  those  of  us  who  had  "grown  up"  under  The  United  Christian  Missionary  So- 
ciety and  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Virgil  A.  Sly  it  was  doubly  significant.  At  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Society,  held  on  Monday  afternoon  during  the  convention,  Dr.  Sly 
formally  retired  from  forty-two  years  of  active  service  with  UCMS.  Dr.  T.  J.  Liggett 
was  elected  to  take  his  place.  Following  the  session  Dr  .and  Mrs.  Sly  were  honored 
by  a  dinner  attended  by  nearly  a  thousand  persons.  Present  to  greet  them  were  the 
Board  of  Managers  of  UCMS,  the  staff  of  the  various  departments  of  UCMS,  including 
field  staff  persons  such  as  your  CWF  Secretary,  missionaries  from  all  parts  of  the 
world  and  hundreds  of  devoted  friends.  Tribute  was  paid  to  this  great  man  and  his 
fine  wife  by  Mrs.  Mae  Yoho  Ward,  former  vice-president  of  UCMS,  Mrs.  Kathleen 
Bailey,  now  serving  as  vice-president.  Dr.  Myron  C.  Cole,  a  former  pastor  of  the  Slys 
and  Dr.  Colson,  chairman  of  the  World  Mission  Division  of  NCC.  In  further  recognition 
of  Dr.  Sly's  contribution  to  the  work  of  our  Brotherhood,  the  title  of  President  Emeri- 
tus of  The  United  Christian  Missionary  Society  was  conferred  upon  him  by  the  Board 
of  Managers. 

Another  event  of  particular  interest  to  CWF  was  the  meeting  of  the  Commission 
of  the  International  Christian  Women's  Fellowship.  This  was  held  in  a  luncheon  session 
on  Friday  preceeding  the  opening  of  the  convention  that  night.  N.  C.  was  represented 
at  this  meeting  by  your  state  CWF  president  and  state  secretary.  We  were  sorry  that 
our  other  commission  members,  Mrs.  George  Canady  of  Wilmington  and  Mrs.  Clarence 
Moye  of  Maury  could  not  be  present.  Mrs.  A.  Dale  Fiers  (Betty  as  you  remember 
from  retreats)  was  presiding  and  our  main  speaker  was  Helen  Spaulding,  Executive 
Secretary  of  CWF.  She  had  just  returned  from  several  weeks  spent  traveling  in  Africa 
where  her  special  interest  had  been  the  development  of  women  in  the  newly  established 
nations  of  that  continent.

Most  exciting  of  all  was  the  report  on  progress  in  plans  for  our  next  Quadrennial 
Assembly  which  will  be  held  in  June  1970.

Mt.  Beulah  Leased  to  Presbyterians 

EDWARDS,  Miss.— Mount  Beulah  Christian  Center  of  the  Christian  Churches  (Dis- 
ciples of  Christ)  has  been  leased  to  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  for  a  new  com- 
munity college  here. 

The  lease  covers  the  23-acre  campus  and  buildings  in  this  community  about  25 
miles  west  of  Jackson.  The  center  since  1965  has  been  operated  by  the  National  Council 
of  Churches  as  part  of  its  Delta  Ministry  program. 

A  tract  of  1,227  acres  of  farm  land  around  Mount  Beulah  center  was  sold  by  the 
Disciples  in  November,  1967,  to  a  dairy  operation. 

The  center,  for  93  years  the  focal  point  of  Disciples'  work  among  Mississippi 
Negroes,  will  continue  to  be  used  for  summer  conferences  of  Disciples  groups. 

Operation  of  the  college  will  begin  October  1,  with  an  initial  enrollment  of  about 
50  students,  according  to  United  Presbyterian  plans. 

The  center  is  expected  to  be  particularly  suitable  for  a  community  college  because 
of  its  historic  associations  as  an  educational  center.  From  1875  until  1954  the  Disciples 
operated  a  high  school-junior  college  program  here  known  as  Southern  Christian  In- 
stitute. The  program  has  been  merged  with  that  of  Tougaloo  College  near  Jackson.

The  "George  Noel  and  Beulah  Leecl 
Mayhew  Endowment  Fund"  was  estab 
lished  by  Mrs.  Mayhew  and  will  pro 
vide  about  $7,500  annually  for  scholar 
ships. 

Dr.  Mayhew,  a  professor  of  history  o 
religions  at  Vanderbilt  for  31  years,  die< 
in  1965.

The  United  Presbyterians  expect  t( 
offer  such  courses  as  management  tech 
niques,  business  operations,  bookkeep 
ing  and  accounting,  clerical  skills,  dat£ 
processing,  broadcast  electronics  and  pro 
duction  and  marketing. 

Research  and  training  in  citizenship 
and  politics  will  be  stressed  along  with 
economic  development  skills. 

A  staff  of  about  50  full-time  person- 
will  be  hired.  Two  job  development  spe 
cialists  and  10  job  coaches  are  included 
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Coats  Contributes  to 

Old  Testament  Handbook 

Dr.  George  W.  Coats,  Jr.,  who  recently 
joined  the  faculty  of  Lexington  Theologi- 
cal Seminary  as  professor  of  Old  Testa- 
ment, has  been  selected  as  one  of  a 
nine-member  team  of  Biblical  scholars 
who  will  author  the  "Interpreter's  Hand- 
book of  Old  Testament  Form  Criticism." 

According  to  a  prospectus,  the  work 
will  be  a  comprehensive  and  basic  bring- 
ing together  of  present  results  of  form 
criticism  which  is  a  specific  way  of 
bringing  to  light  Biblical  passages  for 
I  contemporary  understanding.  The  book  is 
(expected  to  be  a  turning  point  in  Biblical 
interpretation. 

The  writing  team  held  a  working  con- 
ference on  the  project  at  Duke  Divinity 
School  in  Durham,  North  Carolina,  Sep- 
tember 3-6.  Several  German  scholars  will 
assist  the  authors  in  an  advisory  capacity 
for  the  book  which  will  take  five  years 
to  complete.

Atlantic  Christian  College  has  experienced  the  largest  enrollment  in  its  history 
with  a  registration  of  1,567  students  for  the  fall  semester  of  the  1968-69  academic  year, 
according  to  Dr.  L.  H.  Swindell,  Jr.,  dean  of  the  college. 

Of  the  total  enrollment  1,402  are  full-time  students,  while  165  are  part-time  stu- 
dents. Making  up  the  student  body  are  336  seniors,  317  juniors,  417  sophomores,  455 
freshmen,  17  special  students,  and  25  nurses.  Male  students  slightly  outnumber  female 
students  at  a  ratio  of  826  to  741. 

Students  attending  Atlantic  Christian  this  year  come  from  20  states  and  one  foreign 
country.  Leading  are  Tar  Heel  students  who  number  1,355.  Second  is  Virginia  with  146, 
while  next  are  New  Jersey  with  16  and  Maryland  10.  Others  include  California  3, 
Connecticut  1,  Delaware  4,  District  of  Columbia  1,  Florida  3,  Georgia  2,  Illinois  1, 
Indiana  1,  Maine  I,  Massachusetts  2,  Michigan  1,  New  York  3,  Ohio  1,  Pennsylvania  9, 
South  Carolina  4,  and  Tennessee  1.  There  are  two  students  representing  the  Republic 
of  Panama. 

Seventy-three  of  North  Carolina's  100  counties  are  represented  in  the  ACC  stu- 
dent body.  Enrollment  by  county  is  as  follows:  Alamance  8,  Alexander  1,  Beaufort  30,

Second  are 
Methodists,  374,  while  third  are  Christian  (DLsciples  of  Christ),  219.  Fourth  are  Pres- 
byterians with  159.  The  remainder  of  the  student  body  represents  the  following  de- 
nominations: Catholic,  Church  of  Christ,  Church  of  God,  Episcopal,  First  Apostolic, 
Free  Will  Baptist,  Greek  Orthodox,  Jehovah's  Witness,  Jewis,  Lutheran,  Moravian, 
Morman,  Pentacostal  Holiness,  Quaker,  and  Salvation  Army.

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BROTHER  QUARTUS  GREETS  YOU 

To  Edify 

"For  the  edification  of  the  saints."  That  ancient  phrase 
lies  limp  in  the  corner.  Like  "bowels  of  mercy,"  and  "the 
quick  and  the  dead,"  it  has  been  replaced  by  the  new  ver- 
nacular of  "cool  it,  Man,"  "real  gone,"  and  "fat  cat."  I  may 
not  dig  the  jive  of  the  new  translations,  but  I  do  advocate 
what  communicates. 

Ancient  words  must  go,  so  goodby,  but  some  of  the  old 
ideas  are  being  missed.  Take  the  word  "edify"  as  a  starter. 
The  admonition  to  edify  the  saints  was  necessary  for  pro- 
ducing new  ones  and  preserving  the  old  ones.  Paul,  the  apostle, 
was  a  great  edifier.  He  talked  new  saints  into  being  and 
praised  old  ones  into  behaving.  The  word  means  to  build  up, 
and  he  did. 

We  have  a  plague  of  deflaters.  Apostles  of  denigration 
fill  the  land.  They  can't  edify  but  they  can  vilify.  Character 
is  something  to  be  punctured.  Reputations  are  for  shredding. 
A  good  person  is  automatically  a  phony.  Anyone  who  has 
even  the  slightest  scent  of  sainthood  must  be  un-edified  in 
march  time  with  roll  of  drums  and  limburger. 

Whata  pitiful  come-to-pass!  Something  bad  can  always 
be  dredged  up.  People  need  to  be  edified  more  and  vilified 
less.  If  we  have  a  shortage  of  saints,  we  may  start  a  few 
seedlings  by  praising  some  of  our  crop  of  fishermen,  tent 
makers,  tax  collectors,  and  street  walkers.  The  example  of 
holy  writ  is  hard  to  follow.  Those  who  started  the  whole 
procession  of  splendor  across  the  pages  of  history  were  the 
most  ordinary  specimens  in  the  garden.  Who  would  have 
guessed  that  a  single  one  of  them  could  have  been  talked 
up  so  tall? 

Think  of  what  a  field  day  a  polished  un-edifier  could  have 
had  tarnishing  the  haloes  of  fishermen  Peter,  James  and  John! 
I  tremble  to  think  of  what  a  dedicated  vilifier  could  have  done 
to  Mary  Magdalene!  Edification  has  to  begin  with  what  we 
have  or  we  just  don't  get  much  practice  in  the  art. 

We  should  not  become  discouraged.  We  would  have  called 
him  "dear  old  loud-mouthed  Willy-Nilly,"  but  Jesus  called  him 
"a  rock."  We  would  have  called  them  "hot-headed  trouble 
makers,"  but  Jesus  edified  the  somewhat  explosive  twins, 
James  and  John,  into  pretty  constructive  "Sons  of  Thunder." 

The  secret  of  edifying  is  not  buried  under  too  many 
rocks  to  be  found.  The  first  stone  that  has  to  be  turned  over 
is  first  person  singular.  We  have  to  try  or  we  never  learn  to 
edify.  We  have  to  caress  the  heads  of  very  small  saints  or 
there  will  be  no  tall  saints  to  become  bishops.  Edification 
requires  faith,  hope  and  love,  all  three.  That's  just  a  Sunday 
way  of  saying,  "For  heaven's  sake,  who's  perfect?  Get  up 
off  the  ground.  Buddy,  I'm  betting  on  you!" 

Or  should  we  say,  "Cool  it,  Man!  You  are  real  gone, 
and  I  buy  you  all  the  way!"  As  I  was  saying,  let's  edify 
the  saints — especially  the  fledglings  with  wobbly  wings. 


VIEW  FROM  THE  CAMPUS 

Campus  Ministry  Taking  ISeiv  Forms

To  those  familiar  with  the  university  scene,  it  will  not 
come  as  a  shock  that  fewer  and  fewer  students  are  respond- 
ing to  the  religious  student  centers  erected  by  the  denomina- 


tions. This  effort  on  the  part  of  the  denominations  to  kee 
their  students  within  the  fold  (with  little  concern  for  the  re; 
of  the  University)  has  proved  to  be  negligent,  wasteful,  mear 
ingless,  and  inappropriate  to  the  university  setting.  Througl, 
out  the  country  those  involved  in  the  campus  ministry  hav 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  we  cannot  sup[X)rt  an  understand 
ing  of  the  work  as  a  religious  "home  away  from  home."  Ii 
deed  it  would  seem  that  our  old  club-like,  building-centerec 
denominationally-based,  solely  student-oriented  programs  are  i 
very  serious  question. 

To  some,  this  would  appear  to  be  a  very  bleak  pictur 
of  the  campus  ministry.  Quite  the  contrary  is  true.  God' 
redeeming  presence  in  the  university  setting  is  calling  fc 
new  forms  to  fit  a  rapidly  changing  University.  Reforms  avi 
restructuring  of  the  entire  system  are  afoot.  Within  thf 
changing  experience  is  the  growing  awareness  that  the  Chri; 
tian  faith,  centered  in  ultimate  change  and  commitment,  ha 
a  significant  contribution  to  make.  Professing  Christians  o 
the  campus  must  be  at  the  task  of  discovering  a  real  mii 
istry  of  the  laity.  In  a  time  when  the  "priesthood  of  all  b( 
lievers"  is  being  revitalized,  the  "campus"  Christian  is  deer; 
ly  involved  in  that  revitalization.  All  the  people  of  God,  ie 
students,  faculty,  and  administrators  are  discovering  the  nee 
for  Christian  witness  on  the  campus.  And  that  witness  mu^ 
be  where  the  action  is — the  library,  university  committee^ 
faculty  meetings,  student  activities,  the  counseling  center,  thi 
classroom,  and  the  residence  halls.  As  Norman  Keim  of  tK 
Campus  Ministry  in  Syracuse  University  so  rightly  says: 

"The  campus  ministry,  being  mission  oriented,  has  had  , 
to  come  to  grips  with  the  ministry  of  the  laity.  What  i 
were  once  termed  college  chaplaincies  are  an  anach-  ! 
ronism.  If  any  ministry  is  to  occur  within  the  academic  | 
community  it  is  going  to  be  the  corporate  ministry  of 
the  Christian  community.  The  ordained   minister  is 
merely  the  teaching  elder,  the  teacher  of  teachers,  the 
minister  to  ministers." 
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The  points  where  "campus  Christians  become  involved  arj 
and  have  been  places  that  are  meaningful  to  their  unique  an 
faithful  religious  experience.  Even  in  the  old  denominationj 
programs  one  could  find  Disciples,  Lutherans,  Episcopalian: 
etc.  It  it  no  less  true  of  the  current  ministries  related  to  th|  " 
United  Ministries  in  Higher  Education.  As  higher  educatioj  ^ 
continues  to  reform  itself  and  as  the  Church  continues  in  ecu 
menical  expressions,  the  campus  ministry  will  continue  t 
change  from  old  forms  and  styles  to  new  ones. 

Whereas  the  old  form  attempted  to  put  forth  a  building 
centered,  denominational  representative  for  the  students,  th 
new  form  sees  a  totally  ecumnical,  campus-centered  expressio 
limited  only  by  the  capacities  and  desires  of  the  persons  ir 
volved.  Let  us  be  honest — the  new  form  has  no  guarantee  of  re 
taining  college  students  for  the  churches.  Rather,  there  is  a  risl 
that  on  one  side  there  will  be  no  contact  with  the  institutiona 
church  and  on  the  other  that  a  resourcefully  significant  relatior 
ship  will  occur  between  higher  education  and  the  Church.  But  b; 
taking  the  risk,  we  are  finding  renewed,  revitalized  ministrie 
that  are  providing  a  depth  of  Christian  faith  for  those  involvei 
in  higher  education.  We  are  finding  God's  redeeming  acts  wher 
we  had  not  thought  to  look.  We  are  finding  greater  need  fo 
denominational  and  local  church  support  through  ecumenica 
expressions.  In  losing  our  denominational  centers  and  in  full 
accepting  the  challenge  of  the  rapidly  changing  higher  educa 
tion  scene,  we  have  discovered  greater  campus  need,  greate 
use  of  available  resources,  and  a  more  effective,  meaningfu 
ministry.  |

The  church  plans  to  have  a 
mortgage-burning  service  on  Sunday, 
November  3  at  3:00  P.  M.  State  executive 
minister  Charles  E.  Dietze  will  be  speak- 
er for  this  significant  event.  All  friends 
of  the  church  are  invited  to  attend.  W.  T. 
Nichols  filled  the  pulpit  while  the  min- 
ister was  on  vacation  in  September.  Dur- 
ing the  last  six  months  there  have  been 
six  additions  to  the  church,  four  by  con- 
fession of  faith  and  two  by  transfer  of 
membership. 


(The  following  story  appeared  in  the  Summer  Issue,  1967,  of  The  Story,  publication 
of  the  State  Department  of  Correction,  Raleigh,  North  Carolina.) 

On  June  9,  1967,  the  AA  program  within  the  North  Carolina  Penal  System  took 
"another"  step  forward.  At  that  time  two  inmate  representatives  of  the  Triangle  AA 
Group  and  two  representatives  of  the  Exodus  AA  Group  were  granted  2i/2  day  tem- 
porary paroles  to  attend  the  annual  "Retreat"  at  Camp  Caroline.  Last  year  only  two 
inmates  were  allowed  to  attend,  this  year  four  were  allowed  to  go  and  I  have  a  strong 
hunch  that  next  year  even  more  will  be  allowed  to  attend. 

Perhaps  I  had  better  explain,  as  best  I  can,  what  an  AA  "Retreat"  consists  of, 
but  more  important  I  would  like  to  try  and  explain  what  it  means  to  an  inmate  who 
is  allowed  to  attend.  I'll  start  off  by  saying  we  had  the  companionship  of  Tom  Ivester, 
Rehabilitation  Officer  in  charge  of  our  AA  activities,  who  personnally  drove  us  to 
Camp  Caroline  and  back.  I  might  add  there  were  times  when  we  "inmates"  were 
not  sure  whether  we  were  going  to  get  "Tom"  back  to  Central  Prison  or  not;  but 
we  managed  to  get  him  back  on  time,  although  he  sure  hated  to  leave. 

An  AA  "Retreat"  is  many  different  things  to  many  different  people,  but  mainly 
it's  a  place  where  you  can  get  away  from  the  "hustle"  and  "bustle"  of  daily  routine 
living;  retreat  to  an  atmosphere  of  clean  air,  trees,  and  open  water,  and  know  the 
only  people  you  are  going  to  meet  are  good  AA  members.  It's  like  having  the  benefits 
of  a  regular  one  hour  AA  meeting  stretched  out  into  two  full  days,  and  set  down  in 
an  atmosphere  of  complete  erenity.  An  added  attraction  that  helps  make  it  so  great 
is  having  AA  members  from  "different  groups"  from  all  over  the  state.  A  lot  of 
people  at  the  "Retreat"  didn't  know  each  other,  and  yet,  there  wasn't  a  stranger 
there.  It  was  as  if  everyone  who  attended  belonged  to  a  large  family,  but  hadn't 
gotten  around  to  meeting  each  other  yet,  and  had  driven  in  from  all  over  the  state 
for  just  such  an  occasion. 

I  have  belonged  to  different  organizations  in  the  past  and  attended  many  different 
types  of  gatherings,  but  never  have  I  felt  the  genuine  warmth,  friendship,  love  and 
compassion  that  flowed  so  freely  from  one  member  to  another  throughout  the  entire 
weekend.  It  was  a  large  group  of  people  who  all  shared  the  similar  experience  of 
walking  down  a  rough  road  .  .  .  the  road  an  alcoholic  walks.  They  were  united  be- 
cause all  their  lives  were  based  on  the  same  principles.  There  was  a  common  bond 
of  trust,  the  sharing  of  a  common  goal  and  a  burning  desire  for  expression  of  a  com- 
mon interest.  The  principles  I  speak  of  are  the  Twelve  Steps  of  AA  and  the  trust 
is  what  develops  from  living  by  these  Steps.  The  goal  is  sobriety  and  the  desire  is 
for  the  best  that  life  has  to  offer  .  .  .  the  sharing  of  love  with  your  fellow  man.

Child  Care-Nutrition  Found 
CompUcated  Job 

Mrs.  Annabelle  Decker,  who  is  study- 
ing in  Uganda  before  going  on  to  Congo 
to  take  up  service  with  the  Christian 
Church  (Disciples)  there,  is  finding  that 
it  is  difficult  to  provide  leadership  in 
nutrition  and  child  care  in  an  under- 
developed country. 

"Babies  that  cannot  be  nursed  usually 
die,  "  Mrs.  Decker  has  learned  in  Ugan- 
da. "Bottle  feeding  demamds  better  san- 
itation than  a  hut  allows." 

"The  death  rate  of  children  under 
five  is  very  high,"  she  said.  "Malnu- 
trition kills  either  alone  or  complicated 
by  malaria  or  whooping  cough.  We  can- 
not tell  a  mother  to  get  vitamin  com- 
pounds at  the  store.  Even  if  she  had 
money  to  buy  them,  they  are  not  avail- 
able. We  have  to  teach  ways  to  grow  in 
very  poor  soil  the  best  supplements  pos- 
sible in  addition  to  their  native  food- 
stuffs." 

Protestant  Work  Shown  in  Thai 
Religious  Fair 

National  religious  fairs  in  Thailand 
give  Protestant  Christians  a  good  chance 
to  tell  about  their  work,  said  John  R. 
Sams,  missionary  of  the  Christian  Church 
(Disciples  of  Christ). 

"When  the  fair's  theme  was  'What 
Your  Religion  Has  Done  for  Thailand,' 
the  Protestants  claimed  a  lot  of  'firsts,'" 
Mr.  Sams  said.  "We  had  provided  the 
first  hospital,  first  girls'  schools,  first 
dictionary,  first  medical  school,  first 
printing  press,  first  hostel  for  college 
students,  first  nurses  training  facility, 
first  medical  operation  and  first  vaccin- 
ation." 

Mr.  Sams  felt  that  such  displays  were 
good  for  the  churches  because  the  fair 
had  20,000  to  30,000  visitors  a  day.

FORCE  to  find  out  what  the  most  pressing  needs  are  in  your  community,  and  then  get 
to  work  on  meeting  those  needs  .  .  . 

Do  you  need  better  housing  for  your  citizens? 

Do  you  need  better  police  protection  for  all  of  your  citizens? 

Do  you  need  a  day  care  center  for  the  children  of  working  mothers? 

Do  you  need  employment  for  the  handicapped? 

Do  you  need  a  decent  place  for  young  people  to  have  recreation? 

Your  church  and  the  other  Christian  Churches  in  your  community  can  organize 
a  COMMUNITY  TASK  FORCE  to  find  out  what  the  needs  are  and  how  to  meet  them. 
In  your  church  there  are  people  who  are  serving  on  school  boards  and  other  com- 
munity organizations  who  can  lead  such  a  task  force.  The  Urban  Crisis  is  NOT  just 
in  the  cities.  It  begins  in  small  communities  where  people  do  not  care  about  other 
people.  Christians  can  make  difference  in  community  life. 

If  you  need  help,  call  on  your  state  Urban  Task  Force.  Its  chairman  is  the  Rev. 
J.  Phillips  Williams,  First  Christian  Church,  2135  Oleander  Drive,  Wilmington,  N.  C. 
28401.  or  any  other  member  of  the  Task  Force.  You  may  want  to  use  the  "Definition" 
given  below  as  the  starting  point  for  discussion  at  your  first  meeting. 

If  your  church  is  already  engaged  in  such  a  program,  write  an  article  about 
what  you  are  doing  for  the  North  Carolina  Christian.  Your  experience  will  be  helpful 
for  other  congregations  in  the  state.  In  our  recent  meetings  we  discovered  that  many 
congregations  are  serving  their  communities  in  a  significant  manner.

The  Urban  Task  Force  of  the  Christian  Church  (Disciples  of  Christ)  in  North 
Carolina  is  authorized  by  the  General  Assembly  to  spearhead  the  church's  involvement 
in  the  Urban  Crisis  in  the  nation. 

As  followers  of  Jesus  Christ,  we  are  under  his  mandate  to  seek  and  to  motivate 
Christian  growth.  This  growth  is  needed  in  personal  and  social  attitudes  and  relates 
to  equality  of  rights  for  all  people  in  education,  employment  and  housing,  church  life, 
law  enforcement  and  police  protection  in  order  that  reconciliation  may  become  a  reality.

What's  Ahead? 

It  would  be  disconcerting  indeed  if  we  knew  what  the  future  held  in  store  for  us. 
However,  we  must  project  our  thinking  and  planning  if  we  are  to  move  ahead  with 
any  degree  of  success  and  challenge. 

How  we  long  to  understand  and  be  understood!  How  do  we  close  the  generation 
gap  by  really  relating  to  one  another?  How  can  we  hear  and  be  heard  by  the  "under 
30"  generation? 

I  believe  the  family  to  be  the  basic  unit  in  building  a  cohesive  society — a  family 
that  knows  how  to  relate  to  each  other  as  members,  a  family  where  security  is  de- 
veloped in  children  and  youth  through  parental  guidance  and  concern — a  family  not 
so  permissive  that  children  have  difficulty  distinguishing  between  right  and  wrong. 
Family  life  cannot  be  a  make-believe  situation  but  must  be  one  of  genuine  love  and 
understanding. 

How  we  long  to  understand  and  be  understood!  How  are  persons  motivated  to 
make  the  church  the  instrument  of  God's  redeeming  love?  How  do  we  really  become 
so  involved  that  we  become  more  than  a  social  group  or  groups  meeting  to  mouth 
pious  sayings  that  Jesus  would  not  accept?  Certainly  we  may  not  see  the  task  of  the 
church  in  the  same  way,  but  world  conditions  must  make  us  desirous  of  change  at 
home  and  abroad  if  we  are  to  be  the  church.  If  we  are  to  understand  and  be  under- 
stood, we  must  move  from  words  to  action  in  all  Christian  relationships, 

CLC  will  enable  us  to  do  what  we  are  talking  about.  It  speaks  to  the  needs  of 
persons  in  order  that  they  may:  Respond  to  God  in  faith  and  love;  Be  Aware  of  his 
self-disclosure  and  especially  of  His  redeeming  love  as  revealed  in  Jesus  Christ;  Grow 
as  sons  of  God;  Live  in  the  spirit  of  God  in  every  relationship,  and  Abide  in  the  Chris- 
tian way. 

The  above  is  not  easy,  but  it  does  say  to  us  that  we  need  to  ffet  on  with  the  task. 
Planned  activities  are  simoly  opportunities  where  we  Respond,  Are  Aware,  Grow,  Live, 
and,  Abide  in  the  Christian  way.

Congo's  Dire  Need  of  Trained  Manpower  Reemphasized 

George  Bokamba  of  the  Congo  has  emphasized  that  his  country's  "dire  need  of 
trained  manpower"  still  exists  despite  a  marked  increase  in  school  enrollments  since 
1960. 

A  1968  graduate  of  the  University  of  Kansas  in  Lawrence,  Mr.  Bokamba  spoke 
recently  at  a  church  in  the  Kansas  City  area  noting  that  from  1961  to  1967  Congo  high 
schools  have  graduated  2,283  students,  fewer  than  half  of  the  5,000  student  goal.  Congo 
college  enrollment  (inside  and  outside  the  country)  does  not  exceed  10,000  students 
among  the  13-million  population,  he  said. 

Mr.  Bokamba  said  that  there  are  only  three  college  graduates  in  the  260,000-mem- 
ber  Congo  Disciples'  church  illustrating  the  great  value  of  a  degree  to  him  as  a  church- 
man.

The  study  of  Southeast  Asia  for  the  next  six  months  beginning  in  January  is  a 
timely  one  for  Christian  Women's  Fellowship.  Eyes  of  all  the  world  are  focused  on 
this  area  which  includes  Indonesia,  Philippines,  Maylasia,  Singapore,  Burma,  Cambodia, 
Laos,  Thailand,  North  and  South  Vietnam.  We  in  the  U.  S.  have  a  special  interest  in 
this  area  because  our  country  has  prodigious  human,  economic  and  financial  involve- 
ment there.  Our  soldiers,  doctors,  nurses,  chaplains,  planes,  machinery,  corporation 
subsidiaries,  banks  and  personnel  to  man  these  institutions  are  located  there. 

Attention  in  the  U.  S.  is  focused  on  "big  business".  We  need  to  be  aware  that  the 
CHURCH  IS  our  biggest  business.  We  are  the  stockholders.  What  have  we  done  to 
promote,  advertise  or  motivate  consumers  to  accept  Christianity,  the  product  of  the 
Church?  Our  CWF  study  can  help  us  to  know  that  the  Church  is  doing  in  this  area 
and  open  our  eyes  to  some  of  the  needs. 

The  basic  study  book  is  "Southeast  Asia  Kaleidoscope"  by  Wilma  Tye,  a  mission- 
ary serving  in  the  Philippines  since  1947.  It  portrays  the  winds  of  change  in  this  region. 
The  first  missionary  to  Indonesia  in  1833  was  not  only  killed  but  eaten. 

"Southeast  Asia  Today"  by  Eastman  is  very  good  and  quite  easy  to  read.  It 
describes  the  situations  within  which  the  church  seeks  to  fulfill  its  mission.  Also  has 
good  illustrations.  "Christ  and  the  Crisis  in  Southeast  Asia"  by  Anderson  is  the  best 
resource  for  our  study  for  it  gives  accounts  of  Disciple  involvement  in  the  Philippines, 
Thailand  and  Indonesia.  Other  helps  might  include  "Indonesia:  Church  and  Society" 
by  Cooley;  a  political  map  of  southeast  Asia;  "Glimpses  of  Southeast  Asia",  (pictures) 
and  accessories  from  Wright  studio.  Materials  listed  above,  except  for  those  from 
Wright  Studio,  may  be  obtained  by  using  your  CWF  order  blank  and  writing  to  Chris- 
tian Board  of  Publication,  St.  Louis,  Mo.  Valuable  information  may  be  obtained  by 
writing  to  specific  relative  foreign  ambassadors  in  Washington,  D.  C.  or  U.  S.  am- 
bassadors who  represent  us  in  the  countries  studied.  The  state  department  in  Washing- 
ton has  enormous  amounts  of  material,  usually  free  for  the  asking. 

This  region  becomes  visible  as  we  watch  television,  audible  as  we  listen  to  radio, 
which  makes  the  subject  become  alive.  The  information  that  we  get  from  these  lines 
of  communication  can  be  supplemented  by  reading  books,  magazines,  newspapers  etc. 

Materials  are  inexhaustible.  As  we  study  our  Christian  involvement  in  this  area, 
we  will  come  into  contact  or  meet  the  political,  economic  and  social  conditions.  We 
will  learn  more  about  SEATO  which  might  give  us  some  light  on  our  own  "government's 
commitment  in  southeast  Asia.

The  men  were 
taken  aback,  no  doubt  about  it— all  those  valuable  books  thrown 
away.  One  of  the  men  was  a  true  literary  critic  and  he  couldn't 
resi.st  reviewing  each  volume.  He  sorted  out  a  full  box  and 
saved  them  from  destruction.  I  still  regret  that  I  did  not  hasten 
out  to  see  what  a  trash-collector-critic  saves  from  what  a  parson 
throws  away. 

But  what  does  one  do  with  old  books,  old  bric-a-bracs, 
Christmas  tree  ornaments  and  things?  Cleaning  out  what  has 
moved  in  with  you  can  be  more  religious-like  than  a  revival. 
It's  not  what  we  collect  that  tells  the  tale,  but  what  we  refuse 
to  throw  away.  Books  that  were  true  'way  back  when  are  not 
necessarily  so  now.  Cherished  pieces  of  he  mind  can  be  as  out- 
of-it  as  high,  short  coffee  tables  are.  We  have  to  get  with  the 
long  and  low.  Vanity  dressers,  I  learned,  do  not  please  the 
vanity  of  milady. 

Vanity  dressers  are  just  the  smallest  mirror  of  the  true 
picture.  Things  have  to  move.  There  is  the  dateless,  and  there 
is  the  dated  and  there  is,  don't  forget  it,  the  out-of-date!  Beware 
of  the  difference!  It  can  hurt. 

Want  to  have  a  truly  moving  experience?  Simple  enough. 
Move! 


VIEW  FROM  THE  CAMPUS 

U.  M.  H.  E.--Nebulous  and  Necessary

In  the  last  article  I  mentioned  the  United  Ministries  in 
Higher  Education  without  explaining  even  the  basic  information 
about  it.  Precious  few  people  actually  know  what  it  is  or  where 
it  is  going.  As  for  students,  the  life  blood  of  the  campus,  they 
not  only  do  not  know  what  it  is,  but  really  could  not  care  less 
about  it.  Little  support  is  given  to  it  on  the  local  level,  and  in 
our  Southeastern  region  of  the  United  States  it  is  all  but  non- 
existan.  So  why  bother  with  such  a  nebulous  organization? 


Why  bother?!  Only  since  1960  has  this  "nebulous"  organiz, 
tion  been  operative.  At  that  time,  we  Disciples  joined  national 
with  the  Evangelical  United  Brethren  Church,  the  United  Churc 
of  Christ,  and  the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.A.  to  for: 
the  UCCF.  The  cooperative  effort  was  able  to  further  the  missid 
of  the  church  with  greater  stewardship  and  direction  than  tH 
denominations  individually  could  do.  It  was  in  1964  that  til 
growing  number  of  denominations  decided  to  actually  meri 
their  ministries  at  the  denominational  level.  The  UCCF  wi 
made  an  essentially  student  movement  with  a  file  of  its  ov 
UMHE  moved  to  consider  policy  and  strategy  (funds,  personn^ 
and  other  matters)  for  the  support  of  a  national,  ecumenic 
campus  ministry.  In  short,  they  became  the  administrative  ar 
of  a  multifaceted  campus  ministry. 

The  present  scene  finds  the  Disciples,  Church  of  the  Bil 
thren,  Moravian  Church  of  America,  Northern  Province;  Pre 
byterian,  U.S.;  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  U.S.;  Unitfi 
Church  of  Christ;  United  Methodist  Church;  United  Presbyteril 
Church,  U.S.A.,  Reformed  Church  in  America  (and  soon  tl 
American  Baptist  Church)  participating  in  this  administratij 
body.  The  decisions  they  make  do  make  a  big  difference  to  eal 
of  the  denominations,  as  each  contributes  money,  personn| 
buildings,  journals,  etc.  to  the  "cause."  And  the  cause 
proven  itself  to  be  a  workable,  flexible,  continuing  support 
the  campus  ministry. 

Now  the  question  again,  Why  bother?  First,  the  UCCF 
student  arm)  has  met  its  death  and  is  a  totally  defunct  organi^ 
tion.  Regional  organizations  of  UCCF  (including  our  own)  ex 
temporarily  and  in  name  only.  The  student  movement,  like 
student  body  at  large,  has  changed  and  will  continue  to  chani 
The  current  national  ecumenical  expression  of  a  student  mo| 
ment  is  the  University  Christian  Movement.  This  too  may  p^ 
out  of  existence  as  the  student  desires  take  different  forr 
Secondly,  regardless  of  the  decisions  of  the  student,  the  chuii 
has  need  to  support  a  campus  ministry  as  strongly  as  it  possilj 
can.  Finally,  like  all  national  structures,  they  exist  for  the  sa 
of  the  local  situation  interacting  with  other  local  situations, 
the  campus  ministry  has  found  an  obvious  need  to  inter| 
with  other  situaions.  Expanding  and  advanced  opnortunities 
exDosures  to  new  understanding  and  approaches  in  higher 
cation  and  ministry  need  to  be  widely  available.  UMHE 
not  be  the  best  structure  for  this,  or  the  oen  we  would  w| 
to  cast  our  hopes  for  a  campus  ministry,  but  in  the  words! 
that  worn-out  phrase— "it's  far  ahead  of  whatever  is  seconJ 

In  tooling  itself  for  the  current  academic  ministry  in  whi 
it  is  engaged,  the  UMHE  has  transformed  its  decision-makfl 
procedures,  has  transformed  its  working  relationships  with  sti 
and  regional  areas  of  ministry,  and  is  in  the  process  of  tral 
forming  its  financial  base  of  support  to  the  local  situation.  Higlj 
Education  and  our  own  denomination  can  no  longer  be  viev 
in  a  strictly  localized,  parochial  atmosphere  and  sphere  of 
erence.  Decisions  we  make  as  Disciples  in  this  State  effect 
work  of  the  Presbyterians,  as  well  as  the  United  Church  I 
Christ,  and  vice  versa.  Speaking  as  one  "in  the  field,"  we  ni 
a  strong  UUMHE  in  this  State  and  region.  And  the  greati 
contribution  the  local  church  and  churchmen  could  now  ma 
to  the  campus  ministry  is  urging  that  this  action  occur  as  sa 
as  possible.  The  local  church  has  a  stake  in  what  is  going  oni 
higher  education,  but  even  more  so  in  its  ministry  in  higher  ep 
cation.  Laymen  probably  know  better  than  clergymen  that  m£jy 
of  the  decisions  to  further  the  Kingdom  include  a  few  h;:i 
"nuts  and  bolts"  decisions.  A  strong  UMHE  in  North  Carolja 
would  help  us  make  some  of  these  decisions  as  they  relatefO 
a  ministry  in  Higher  Education.  j

Diseiple  Missionaries 
Missing  In  Ligiit  Plane 

MBANDAKA,  Congo — More  than  two  weeks  have  passed  since  a  light  plane  carry- 
ing three  young  American  missionaries  disappeared  over  the  dense  rain  forest  of 
central  Congo. 

Despite  an  intensive  daily  air  search — and  a  ground  search  where  possible — of  an 
area  in  the  Democratic  Republic  of  the  Congo  about  the  size  of  the  state  of  Kansas, 
no  trace  has  been  found  of  the  single-engine  Cessna  185  lost  October  13. 

Densely  forested,  the  area  straddles  the  equator.  There  are  scattered  swamps. 
Clusters  of  villages  along  streams  and  a  few  major  roads  interrupt  the  forest.  Ground 
travel  is  slow. 

The  plane  was  lost  during  what  normally  is  an  hour  and  a  half  flight  from  Mban- 
daka  to  Boende.  Its  pilot,  Max  L.  Myers,  34,  of  Moline,  111.,  a  Methodist  layman,  re- 
ported by  radio  a  half  hour  into  the  flight.  There  was  no  indication  of  trouble. 

With  Myers  on  the  supply-ferrying  flight  to  a  hospital  in  Boende  were  two  mission- 
ary wives,  Mrs.  Harrison  M.  Goodall,  36,  of  Birmingham,  Ala.,  and  Mrs.  Birney  C. 
Hoyt,  about  28,  of  Port  Huron,  Mich. 

Mrs.  Goodall  is  the  wife  of  a  doctor  of  the  Christian  Church  (Disciples  of  Christ), 
Mrs.  Hoyt,  the  wife  of  a  Roman  Catholic  dentist.  The  families  had  been  working  to- 
gether in  the  Ecumenical  Medical  Association  hospital  at  Boende. 

The  plane  was  operated  by  the  Church  of  Christ  (Disciples)  in  Congo  and  had  been 
sent  here  late  in  1966  by  the  Disciples'  United  Christian  Missionary  Society  in  America. 

Ironically,  Myers  came  to  the  Congo  as  a  short-term,  fill-in  pilot.  He  arrived  with 
his  family,  a  wife  and  three  children,  in  mid-May  for  a  two-year  stint  while  another 
missionary  pilot  was  on  furlough. 

"The  church  is  important  in  our  lives,"  he  told  friends.  "The  only  way  to  serve  is 
to  offer  the  church  what  I  can  do  best  and  that's  to  fly" 

Myers  was  a  commercial  pilot  for  Aeroline  Flight  Service  at  Quad-City  Airport 
in  Moline. 

Mrs.  Hoyt,  an  erergetic  young  nurse  who  said  she  had  her  eyes  opened  to  the  needs 
of  others  doing  inner  city  work  in  Detroit,  had  been  in  the  Congo  only  23  days. 

She  was  born  in  Marlette,  Mich.,  and  was  a  graduate  of  Mercy  College,  Detroit. 

Mrs.  Goodall  and  her  husband  were  part  of  a  team  that  went  to  Congo  in  mid-1967 
to  help  set  up  a  consultatice-type  hospital  to  which  patients  could  be  flown  from  remote 
points. 

They  had  been  in  the  Congo  earlier  but  were  forced  to  leave  in  a  rebel  uprising. 

The  Boende  hospital,  rundown  since  abandoned  by  the  Belgians  a  number  of  years 
earlier,  had  been  leased  by  the  government  to  the  Congo  Discipls  as  the  only  medical 
facility  within  hundreds  of  miles. 

Mrs.  Goodall  was  listed  in  "Outstanding  Young  Women  of  America"  in  1965.  She 
has  four  children. 

She  graduated  with  B.A.  and  M.A.  degrees  from  George  Peabody  College,  Nash- 
ville, Tenn. 

The  pilot's  wife,  Carol  Myers,  who  once  expressed  concern  over  her  husband's 
flying  but  had  reconciled  herself  to  it,  has  held  up  bravely  under  the  ordeal. 

In  a  message  relayed  to  her  father  back  in  the  U.S.  as  the  search  labored  on, 
she  asserted  firmly: 

"I  know  that  God  is  with  us  not  matter  what  happens  and  I  know  that  he  wanted 
us  in  Congo.  I  feel  sure  he  will  see  us  through  this.  Let  me  reassure  all  of  you  that 
we  are  all  right."

Plans  U nderway 
For  Seattle  Assembly 

INDIANAPOLIS,  Ind.  —  The  Christiai 
Church  (Disciples  of  Christ),  havinj 
changed  its  structure  from  a  conventioi 
of  churches  to  a  more  unified  churcl 
body,  will  undertake  to  determine  nex 
summer  in  Seattle  just  what  its  role  i 
in  this  age  of  crisis. 

The  church  will  hold  its  first  full  gen 
eral  assembly  in  Seattle  August  15-20. 

The  program  committee  of  the  genera 
assembly,  meeting  here  October  29-30 
chose  the  theme,  "We  Accept  Our  Mis 
sion,"  and  agreed  that  major  objective  c 
the  Seattle  gathering  be  to  find  out  wha 
that  mission  is. 

The  theme  comes  from  the  preambl 
to  the  "Provisional  Design  for  the  Chris; 
tian  Church  (Disciples  of  Christ),"  th 
restructure  document  adopted  by  the  Di; 
ciples  at  Kansas  City  in  September. 

The  program  committee,  chaired  b 
Thomas  J.  Gibbs,  Jr.,  pastor  of  the  Wes: 
Chester  Christian  Church,  Los  Angele; 
Calif.,  proposed  workshops  at  the  genert 
assembly  where  Disciples  could  hamme 
out  the  focal  points  of  mission  to  th 
world  in  the  1970s  and  beyond. 

The  17-member  committee  agreed  the 
emphasis  must  be  placed  on  the  busines 
of  the  church  and  it  called  for  hearing 
to  be  held  at  the  assembly  on  significar 
issues  to  come  before  the  body. 

The  hearings  would  provide  the  oppo 
tunity  for  further  airing  of  business  iten 
submitted  in  April  and  of  possible  alte 
ations  made  in  them  by  the  church's  Gei 
eral  Board  in  May. 

It  laid  heavy  emphasis  on  nurturir 
local  congregations,  on  the  nation's  urba 
concerns  and  on  international  problen 
as  seen  by  the  World  Council  of  Churcht 
last  summer  in  Sweden.

that  Disciples  have  entered  a  new  ei 
of  responsibility  and  that  the  Seattle  ge 
eral  assembly  must  he  indicative  of  tl 
transition.

More  Laymen  ISamed 
To  Education  Board 

KANSAS  CITY,  MO.  —  The  Board  of 
Higher  Education  of  the  Christian  Church 
(Disciples  of  Christ)  has  taken  steps  to 
assure  a  greater  lay  voice  in  its  affairs. 

The  higher  education  body,  meeting 
here,  set  up  a  25-member  board  of  di- 
rectors and  specified  that  it  be  made  up 
predominantly  of  persons  not  employed 
by  Disciple-related  institutions. 

The  Board  of  Higher  Education  prev- 
iously had  been  governed  by  a  75-80 
member  board,  consisting  largely  of  ex- 
ecutives of  the  34  affiliated  institutions. 

The  larger  board  will  remain,  but  as 
an  advisory  group. 

Makeup  of  the  new  board  of  directors 
is  specified  as  14  persons  from  the  church 
at  large,  two  from  campus  ministries, 
four  from  liberal  arts  colleges,  three 
from  seminaries,  one  from  schools  of  re- 
ligion (bible  chairs),  plus  the  employed 
president  of  the  board. 

In  other  action,  the  Board  of  Higher 
Education  named  Dr.  Hallie  G.  Gantz 
of  Enid,  Okla.,  its  chairman  for  a  year. 
Dr.  Gantz,  president  of  Phillips  Universi- 
ty, succeeds  Dr.  James  M.  Moudy,  chan- 
cellor of  Texas  Christian  University  and 
moderator-elect  of  the  Christian  Church 
in  the  United  States  and  Canada. 

Dr.  William  L.  Miller,  Jr.,  of  Indianap- 
olis, Ind.,  was  reelected  president.  Also 
reelected  were: 

Dr.  Charles  E.  Dietze,  Wilson,  N.  C, 
vice-chairman;  Raphael  H.  Miller,  Jr., 
Champaign,  111.,  secretary;  and  Mrs. 
Charlotte  B.  Hensley,  Indianapolis,  treas- 
urer. 

Named  to  the  executive  committee 
Dr.  W.  A.  Welsh,  president  of  Lexington, 
(Ky)  Theological  Seminary;  Albert  N. 
Cox,  president  of  Midway  (Ky.)  Junior 
College;  Gantz;  Moudy;  Dietze;  William 
Miller;  and  R.  H.  Miller,  Jr. 

Dr.  Moudy  reported  to  the  group  that 
he  is  conducting  a  survey  of  Disciples 
higher  education  institutions  as  to  the 
origin  of  their  relationship  to  the  church 
and  to  the  sources  of  their  incomes. 

Dr.  Miller,  in  the  president's  address, 
declared  that  higher  education  must  be- 
come related  to  the  various  crises  ex- 
ploding around  it. 

Educators  are  "facing  a  new  future 
with  the  road  maps  of  yesterday  as  our 
only  available  resource,"  he  asserted. 


Dr.  Miller  urged  a  greater  role  by  the 
board  in  the  recruitment  of  Negroes,  both 
as  students  and  faculty,  and  enlistment 
of  Negroes  for  the  ministry. 

He  deplored  what  he  termed  a  "static" 
approach  by  Disciples  to  the  campus  min- 
istry in  the  face  of  mushrooming  enroll- 
ments in  state  colleges  and  universities. 

He  took  issue  with  the  statements  that 
seminary  students  no  longer  are  inter- 
ested in  serving  local  congregations,  say- 
ing that  over  91  per  cent  of  the  1967-68 
graduates  of  Disciples  schools  indicated 
interest  in  serving  local  pastorates. 

The  executive  said  the  denomination 
continues  to  graduate  fewer  than  200  per- 
sons annually  with  various  degrees  in  re- 
ligion when  365-444  Disciple  ministers 
will  be  needed  in  the  five  years  after  1970.

CROSSING  POINT 

Dr.  Kenneth  Cober,  Executive  Director  of  the  Division  of  Christian  Education, 
American  Baptist  Board  of  Education  and  Publication  says:  "One  of  the  problems 
of  developing  new  curriculum  resources  is  to  interpret  them  to  our  constituency. 
Some  people  think  of  education  as  'imparting  knowledge'.  They  ignore  feelings  and 
relationship.  Our  new  curriculum  is  especially  concerned  about  relationships". 
Dr.  Cober  explains.  "It  is  concerned  about  relationships  with  God  and  with  others. 
They  are  the  most  important  thing.  The  curriculum  materials  only  help  us  enter  into 
a  relationship  with  the  pupil."  Crossing  Point  certainly  fulfills  this  objective. 

C.  A.  Weesner  of  the  United  Christian  Missionary  Society  says:  "The  crossing 
point  idea  is  not  a  new  one  in  Christian  education,  but  it  is  new  at  the  level  of 
added  emphasis  of  making  Christianity  real  in  the  situations  of  life.  We  feel  a 
definite  need  not  only  for  effective  Christian  education,  but  for  more  effective 
Christian  living." 

"The  Christian  Gospel  either  is  the  answer  to  today's  world  with  all  of  its 
problems,  or  we're  just  fooling  ourselves."

''Restructured  CYF" 

The  October  27th  issue  of  Vision  contained  an  article  "How  We  Restructured 
Our  CYF".  It  is  a  description  of  a  Texas  group  that  dropped  the  five-committee 
plan  in  favor  of  a  three-point  program. 

The  ministry  of  fellowship  includes  the  regularly-scheduled  meeting.  The  min- 
istry of  preparation  is  their  concept  of  the  study  program.  The  ministry  of  witness 
begins  as  the  group  meeting  ends. 

The  article  concludes:  "The  lack  of  a  definite  interpretation  of  what  CYF  ought 
to  be  doing  in  order  to  be  called  a  CYF  allows  the  youth  group  to  be  more  creative 
in  handling  the  overall  program.  It  is  our  belief  that  this  approach  .  ,  .  can  and  will 
present  local  CYF  groups  with  an  opportunity  for  a  better  and  more  efficient  organi- 
zation for  Christian  growth  and  witness  in  the  world  today." 

Interested  readers  are  referred  to  The  Church  and  Youth — A  Handbook  (Chris- 
tian Board  of  Publication,  1966)  for  a  recent  look  at  youth  ministry. 


Three  Missionaries 
Buried  Side  By  Side 

BOENDE,  Congo  —  Three  young  mis- 
sionaries of  differing  religious  back- 
grounds who  worked  together  and  died 
together  in  the  heart  of  the  Congo  were 
buried  side  by  side  here  among  the  peo- 
ple they  came  to  serve. 

The  burial,  in  a  small  Roman  Catho- 
lic cemetery  in  this  equatorial  Africa 
village,  wrote  the  final  chapter  in  an  all- 
too-brief  story  of  contemporary  faith  and 
common  conviction. 

Max  L.  Myers,  34,  a  Methodist  and  a 
commercial  pilot  from  Moline,  111.,  had 
said  last  spring  he  wanted  to  serve  the 
church,  and  the  best  way  he  knew  how 
vas  in  doing  what  he  knew  best— flying. 

So  he  accepted  missionary  appoint- 
ment from  hte  Christian  Church  (Disci- 
ples of  Christ)  to  ferry  supplies  over  the 
dense  forests  of  the  Democratic  Republic 
O'f  the  Congo. 

Mrs.  Eunice  Goodall,  36,  of  Birming- 
ham, Ala.,  was  a  Disciple  who  with  her 
surgeon  husband  came  to  Boende  in  1967 
to  help  set  up  a  central  hospital  to  which 
patients  could  be  flown  from  a  territory 
of  hundreds  of  miles. 

Mrs.  Goodall,  in  1965  listed  among  ths 
"Outstanding  Young  Women  of  Ameri- 
ca," had  been  forced  to  flee  the  Congo 
during  earlier  service  there  when  rebels 
went  on  a  rampage. 

Mrs.  Mary  Hoyt,  28,  a  Catholic  public 
health  nurse  had  come  to  the  Congo  with 
her  dentist  husband  just  22  days  before 
she  died,  after  confessing  that  her  work 
in  the  inner  city  of  Detroit,  Mich.,  had 
"opened  my  eyes  to  the  needs  of  others." 
They  were  assigned  by  the  Catholic  Med- 
ical Mission  Board  in  New  York  City. 

But  last  October  13  the  three  disap- 
peared on  an  hour-and-a-half  plane 
flight  from  Mbandaka  to  Boende,  the 
site  of  the  hospital. 

An  intensive  air  and  ground  search 
of  the  vast  rain  forest  along  the  route 
went  on  for  nearly  seven  weeks. 

Finally,  on  November  29,  ground 
searchers  in  an  area  25  miles  north  of 
Monieka  arid  "five  hours  from  the  near- 
est road"  ran  across  the  tragic  evidence, 
the  burned-out  wreckage  of  the  airplane, 
buried  in  forest  so  dense  the  sky  could 
not  be  seen  through  the  treetops.  Death, 
it  was  believed,  was  instantaneous  for 
all  three. 

On  December  1,  Protestants  and  Cath- 
olics joined  in  a  requiem  mass  here  for 
Mrs.  Hoyt.  Then  they  held  memorial 
services  for  all  three  in  the  Protestant 

Just  whether  the  families  of  the  three 
would  remain  in  the  Congo  was  uncer- 
tain. 

During  the  search  when  the  outcome 
appeared  inevitable,  Myers'  wife  heroic- 
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I  wish  to  share  with  you  a  bit  of  a  letter  that  has  come  from  one  of  o 
dedicated  India  missionary  nurses.  It  concerns  our  hospitals  in  that  country  and 
of  particular  interest  to  us  in  North  Carolina  because  of  our  gift  of  more  than  3 
sheets  and  pillow  cases  to  these  hospital  a  few  years  ago. 

"In  the  medical  work,  the  most  exciting  thing  which  is  happening  is  the  coi 
bining  of  our  three  hospitals  at  Mungeli,  Takhatpur,  and  Bilaspur  into  one  admin: 
trative  unit.  One  big  step  is  the  beginning  of  our  new  building  at  the  Jackmi 
Memorial  Hospital.  We  had  a  very  happy  ground-breaking  ceremony  on  the  25th 
September,  when  the  civil  surgeon,  the  chief  government  medical  officer  for  tl 
district,  dug  the  first  hole.  This  new  building  will  mean  much  improved  facilitl 
for  the  hospital  which  will  enable  us  to  give  more  efficient  and  modern  medical  ai 
nursing  care  to  our  patients." 

"Our  plans  also  involve  a  new  nurses'  home  in  Mungeli,  with  a  lady  doctor 
quarters  attached,  which  will  help  to  improve  the  staff  situation  there  and  enab 
us  to  take  advantage  of  the  special  kinds  of  clinical  experience  available  in  Mungeli 

"We  plan  to  develop  Takhatpur  as  a  Public  Health  and  Family  Planning  Cente 
along  with  an  integrated  public  health  program  for  the  area.  This  also  is  mu( 
needed  and  will  serve  as  a  practice  field  for  our  nursing  students  as  well.  The: 
is  even  the  possibility  that  a  new  government  medical  college  being  planned  f< 
Bilaspur  will  use  our  hospitals  for  experience  for  their  students.  I  think  you  c< 
see  that  there  is  a  lot  to  do,  opportunities  for  new  ways  of  working,  and  that  v 
need  your  continued  interest  and  prayers." 

The  work  of  our  United  Christian  Missionary  Society  in  India  is  now  being  c 
rected  entirely  through  hospitals  and  educational  facilities.  The  mission  churchi 
which  we  started  many  years  ago  are  now  full-fledged  local  churches,  working  und 
Indian  leadership  and  guidance  with  assistance  from  UCMS  when  requested.  Th 
is  part  of  the  changing  picture  in  missions  today  and  indicates  real  growth  by  tl 
"young"  church  wherever  it  may  be.  We  share  in  this  work  when  we  send  our  gif 
to  Unified  Promotion  for  distribution  through  the  Division  of  World  Mission  of  oi 
Church.

December  Dilemma 

'Way  back  in  October,  my  not-so-tender  sensibilities  were 
stabbed  by  these  lines:  "U'e  hate  to  mention  it  so  soon  but 
one  of  these  days  you'll  be  in  a  dilemma  again  about  what  to 
give  for  Christmas  'that's  different.'"  So  soon  and  so  sad  were 
the  prongs  of  my  pain! 

Christmas  comes  too  soon  for  all  the  world  save  the 
children  only.  Christmas  always  comes  as  a  dilemma  to  those 
who  go  charging  past  manger,  heavenly  chorus  and  the  three 
wise  men  in  quest  of  the  gift  "that's  different."  Christmas 
itself  is  the  gift  that's  different,  but  I  presume  that  is  too 
simple  for  us  to  see.  The  above-quoted  piece  offered  help  in 
the  form  of  gifts  that  may  be  purchased — of  all  places — from 
an  exciting  list  of  museums.  '^Tiat  a  fresh  idea  that!  Come, 
my  hearties,  we  will  hie  away  to  the  oldest  for  a  list  of  the 
latest  as  we  sing  glor%'  in  the  highest! 

A  Dallas  museum  offers  "a  wide  selection 
crafts  such  as  pins,  an  puzzles,  assorted  folk 
angels."  I  have  walked  past  that  counter  three  times,  but  I 
keep  coming  back  to  those  "straw  angels."  Angels  have  been 
known  to  get  out  of  hand  and  there  is  some  word  of  "fallen 
angels"  in  myth  and  song,  but  straw  angels  offer  that  appro- 
priate difference  that  speaks  to  our  day.  For  a  world  too 
sophisticated  to  have  commerce  with  "angelic  hosts."  or  even 
"the  littlest  angel."  what  a  saving  boon  to  fiiKi  "straw  angels" 
that  rattle  and  crackle  like  little  scarecrows!  Their  brittle 
lament  voices  a  lost  tenderness  now  pushed  aside  by  brassy 
toys  and  printed  greetings  to  our  dearest  friends. 

There  were  other  museums  with  equally  enticing  answers 
to  the  Christmas  dilemma.  One  listed  "such  objects  as  a  Chou 
dynasty  dancer.

Do  %ve  need  to  search  through 
mart  and  museum  to  find  wonder  under  the  sk\'.  music  out  of 
this  world  and  dreams  long  delayed  come  true?  '^Tiat's  more 
constant  than  hope?  \\Tiere  \TOuld  one  find  a  novel  twist  on 
faith,  and  who  has  an  antique  shop  with  a  gimmick  more  al- 
luring than  love? 

The  dilemmas  of  Christmas  abide.  It  does  come  too  soon. 
Who  is  ready  for  greatness  in  swaddling  clothes,  the  upsetting 
of  the  might\-  and  the  exalting  of  the  humble.  Who  wants 
something  really  different  let  loose  in  our  world — like  Io^■e. 
for  instance? 

WTiat  a  problem  \-ou  are.  December  Twenty-five!  You  come 
like  an  unexpected  guest  to  our  full  inns.  You  come  like  the 
cr\-  of  a  mother  in  travail,  like  the  stabbing  cry  of  a  newborn 
babe  and  we  are  caught  searching  for  something  "that's  dif- 
ferent" in  the  hour  when  God's  ancient  drama  of  love  comes 
in  search  of  us. 


VIEW  FROM  THE  C.\MPL  S 

Student  Exodu!*  and  the  Campus;  ^Miniistrv 

The  Christmas  Season  is  upon  us.  And  around  the  19th  or 
20th  students  here  and  across  the  nation  begin  their  annual 
exodus  of  the  campus.  It  is  always  a  joyous  time,  filled  with 
celebration,  fond  farewells,  and  hopeful  dreams  of  academic 
accomplishments  during  the  holidays.  Ever>-one  knows  full  well 


that  the  students  will  return  and  finish  their  academic  work. 
Would  it  be  such  a  joyous  experience  if  it  could  not  be  guaran- 
teed that  the  srudents  wx>uld  return?  Indeed,  what  if  that  exodus 
was  accompanied  by  a  blatant  charge  of  hN-pocracy  against 
the  college  and  a  commitment  to  remain  separated  from  such 
a  diseased  institution?  More  than  the  college  staff  would  be 
disturbed! 

The  current  denominational  minis:r%"  on  t'ne  campus  is  not 
unlike  the  fictitious  model  just  proposed.  0%"er  the  last  ten 
\"ears.  growing  numbers  of  students  have  ref'osed  to  partici- 
pate with  the  church  in  any  institutional  form.  Other  parts  of 
the  coimtn.-  have  been  experiencing  this  phenomenon  much 
earlier  than  we  here.  National  reports  in  the  earh"  60's  in- 
dicated that  the  trend  goes  back  into  the  50's  in  certain  areas 
of  the  country-.  During  the  last  two  to  three  years,  this  phenom- 
enon of  a  sudent  exodus  from  the  church  has  come  to  the 
Southeastern  region  of  the  nation.  Its  effects  have  been  on  all 
protectant  denominations,  the  Ruman  Catholics,  and  the  Hillel 
Foundation  (Jewish  camuus  ministry).  Student  participation  in 
traditional  and  institutional  forms  of  religious  expression  is 
reaching  desperate,  if  not  ridiculous  proportions.  This  group 
draws  tw^ent%'  to  tw"ent%'-five.  while  another  fifteen,  while  another 
onl\"  five  or  ten.  In  most  cases,  the  total  participation  of  all 
groups  represents  only  about  ten  per  cer.:  of  the  total  campus 
student  enrollment. 

■The  reasons  for  such  an  exodus  are  many.  Some  give 
a  ven."  personal  reason,  others  gi%'e  a  more  invoh"ed  social 
understanding  of  the  times  as  reasons.  The  students  today 
have  been  educated  in  a  total  T.  V.  emironment.  Tney  have 
ne\"er  known  the  time  without  T.  \'.  and  without  the  mass  com- 
munication of  immediate  presence.  With  this  has  come  an 
ase  of  social  upheaval,  i.e..  the  c:\il  rights  movement,  the

todav  lives 


in  an  age  which  could  well  end  tomorrow  in  a  nuclear  Holo- 
caust. But  within  this  veiy  de-humanizing  world  of  ours,  the 
student  is  asking  for  meanins.  for  s^Tnbols  that  convey  the 
nature  of  his  life,  for  a  commitment  to  an  ultimate  experience 
that  goes  belong  family  and  nation.  Ob\iously.  these  .'^re  con- 
cerns the  church  at  its  best  can  provide,  but  the  church  as  an 
institution  has  failed  to  provide  the  form  and  m.edia  that  is 
acceptable  to  today's  student.  This  means  that  what  we  as 
t'ne  Church  and  as  a  denomination  have  been  doing  since  the 
turn  of  the  centun,-  is  no  longer  working  and  is  actually  a  poor 
stewardship  of  time,  money,  and  trained  personnel. 

If  for  no  other  reason  than  to  be  informed  of  develoo- 
ments  in  the  field  of  mission  in  the  church,  the  la\Tnen, 
possibly  more  than  the  clerg%-,  has  a  responsibility-  in  this  his- 
toric de%-elopment.  A  serious  diologue  needs  to  occur  between 
active,  informed  churchmen  in  a  community-  and  those  in\'olved 
in  the  church's  ministry,"  in  higher  education.  Not  every-one 
needs  to  go  to  college  and  not  e\'eryone  will  want  or  need 
to  be  involved  in  campus  ministry-.  The  following  paragraph  is 
offered  as  discussion  of  our  problem  with  those  w-ho  wish  the 
involvement.  Otherwise,  it  is  more  than  sufficient  to  know  that 
a  development  is  occurring  that  is  historically,  iheolosically. 
and  financially-  significant  for  the  Church, 

What  then  are  the  options?  First,  we  must  recognize  that 
a  small  church- related  group  on  campus  will  ahvays  be  need- 
ed to  a  few-.  But  w-e  can  no  lonser  afford  the  theological  and 
financial  luxury-  of  providing  a  single,  seperated.  denomination- 
al opportunity  of  involvement  on  the  campus.  We  need  a 
variety-  of  involvements  that  occur  in  local  consregations  and 
on  the  camous.  As  Harry  Smith  in  his  publication  "Congrega- 
tion and  Higher  Education"  says;  "The  Church  finds  its  life, 
fulfills  its  mission,  is  faithful  to  God  and  by  its  presence,

celebration,  constructive  critism  and  judgement,  interpretation,  and  ecumenical 
dialogue  it  makes  plain  the  presence  of  God  in  the  academic  world."  This  would 
seem  to  send  us  into  a  variety  of  involvements,  with  a  variety  of  persons,  and  into 
a  very  secular  understanding  of  the  world.  Secularity  is  our  way  of  life.  And  it  is 
imperative  that  meaning  be  found  and  that  a  process  of  true  humanization  occur 
in  higher  education  wherever  and  however  possible.  This  means  that  the  Christian 
in  the  university  is  called  to  be  faithful  to  what  Harvey  Cox  calls  the  "church  of 
the  faith"  and  not  to  the  church  of  the  denomination.

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New  Year  Book  Reports 
1,600,648  Members 

The  newly  restructured  Christian 
I  Church  (Disciples  of  Christ)  numbers 
11,600,648  members  in  the  United  States 
and  Canada,  according  to  the  church's 
1968  Year  Book  and  Director^'. 

The  Year  Book,  due  for  release  this 
month,  reports  that  Disciples  gave  a 
record  $17.8  million  in  support  of  the 
world  work  of  their  church,  while,  at 
the  same  time,  reducing  the  amount 
spent  on  local  programs. 

The  membership  figure  is  some  280.000 
below  that  reported  in  last  year's  book. 
More  than  2.100  congregations— 90  per 
cent  of  them  listed  with  another  church 
group  as  well  as  with  the  Disciples — 
withdrew  their  names  from  the  book  using 
a  restructuring  of  the  Christian  Church 
is  the  decisive  issue. 

The  bulk  of  the  congregations  that  with- 
drew maintained  their  primary-  ties  with 
the  Undenominational  Fellowship  of 
Christian  Churches  and  Churches  of 
Christ  but  took  the  restructure  issue  to 
formalize  a  separation  of  long  standing. 

The  1968  Year  Book  lists  5,940  congre- 
gations and  indicates  that  Missouri  has 
replaced  Indiana  as  the  state  with  the 
argest  Disciple  population — 139.889.  Texas 
;cunted  138.735  Disciples. 

Fully  57  per  cent  of  the  1.6  million 
3isciples  are  residents  of  an  eight-state 
:rescent  sweeping  down  through  the  Mid- 
vest  from  Ohio  to  Texas. 

Disciples  last  September  overwhelm- 
ngly  adopted  a  new  stucture  with  a  gen- 
eral office  and  administrative  units  to 
'eplace  the  loose  con\'ention  of  churches 
hey  formerly  had. 

Disciples  financial  giving  to  programs 
mtside  the  local  church  rose  2.5  per 
ent  during  the  last  fiscal  year  to  $17,- 
88.748.  Monies  spent  at  the  congrega- 
ional  level  dropped  two  per  cent  to  $90.- 
91,731. 

Texas  churches  during  the  year  added 
0.265  members,  3,002  by  baptism,  the 
est  by  transfer.

Once  upon  a  Sunday,  I  heard  a  preacher  tell  an  incredible  story  about  a  dead 
horse.  A  know-it-all  brother-in-law  always  opened  with,  "What's  new?"  but  never 
failed  to  top  the  answer.  Joe  resolved  to  stop  him  and  had  a  dead  horse  carted  in, 
lugged  upstairs  and  deposited  in  the  bathtub.  When  the  "What's  new?"  quiz  came  as 
usual,  Joe  airily  replied,  "There's  a  dead  horse  upstairs  in  the  bathtub." 

The  preacher,  homiletically  speaking,  let  the  dead  horse  die  on  his  hands  by 
not  telling  us  what  to  do  with  him.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  there  is  a  dead  horse  upstairs 
in  the  bathtub,  and  in  other  areas  of  the  house  as  well. 

At  the  beginning  of  a  new  year,  I  feel  compelled  to  invite  you  to  join  me  in  a 
campaign  to  remove  some  our  cherished  dead  horses.  Dead  nags  have  a  way  of 
cluttering  our  lives  and  our  world,  and  though  some  of  them  are  sweet  and  friendly, 
they  are  undeniably  dead. 

Take  for  a  starter,  "I've  already  made  up  my  mind!"  What  a  bony  creature 
that  one  is!  A  made-up-mind  in  a  world  that  doubles  its  knowledge  each  ten  years  is 
a  genuine  example  of  concrete  thinking.  One's  mind,  like  one's  bed,  should  be  messed 
up  and  made  up  again  every  day.  So  to  the  morgue  with  one  dead  horse  in  the  head! 

"I  give  at  the  office"  is  a  lame  entry  that  doesn't  win,  place,  or  show.  Offices 
are  hiding  places  without  faces  and  gifts  need  warm  hands.  Jesus  was  a  genius  for 
handmade  gifts.  He  touched  and  he  was  touched.  He  saw  people  face  by  face  and 
made  the  miracle  drug  not  a  potion,  but  a  caring  person.  Giving  at  the  office  is 
better  than  no  gift  at  all,  but  giving  includes  seeing,  being  and  a  warm  hand. 

View  this  enert  mass:  "I've  always  voted  Democrat,  Republican,  Mugwump!" 
Words  linger  but  meanings  change.  Even  the  donkey  and  elephant  change  so  much 
that  those  who  hold  a  rigid  line  will  often  not  know  whether  they  are  holding  tail 
of  one  or  trunk  of  the  other.  The  spirit  lives  but  the  carcass  clutters. 

"I  was  born  a  Baptist  and  I  will  die  a  Baptist,"  declared  a  charming  doll  in 
Tennessee.  What  loyalty,  but  what  a  long  contract!  Imagine  all  Baptists  changing 
to  another  fold  and  leaving  her  all  alone.  Quiet!  I  said,  "Imagine!"  Her  speech  was 
made  ages  ago  by  another  immensely  satisfied  creature.  "I  was  born  a  dodo,  and 
I  will  die  a  dodo!"  And  he  did.  Real  dead!  Inflexible  fidelity  can  be  nice.  I  can 
also  be  nice  and  dead. 

"I'll  take  vanilla"  is  often  a  dead  horse.  Adventure  call  for  pistachio,  persim- 
mon and  pumpkin.  This  is  the  year  for  many  new  flavors  of  life.  "Something  I  ate 
disagreed  with  me."  Be  careful!  Remember  the  fate  of  the  lion  tamer  who  dis- 
appeared in  search  of  his  lion.  His  friends  concluded,  "Something  he  disagreed  with 
ate  him!"  "Vanilla  only"  is  a  dead  horse.

more  than  a  million  members,  some  of 
which  previously  had  been  counted  by 
the  Disciples. 

More  than  2,500  congregations  dropped 
out  of  the  Disciples  Year  Book  in  the 
past  two  years  as  the  church  moved 
toward  restructure — 90  per  cent  of  them 
churches  which  had  held  double-listings 
with  the  Disciples  and  the  "undenomina- 
tional" directory  published  in  Spring- 
field, 111. 


Dr.  Fiers  told  the  regional  executiv 
that  the  Christian  Church  must  move  fc 
ward  in  its  tooling  up  for  mission  in 
revolutionary  day.

"and  in  spie  of  the  criticism,  she  has  be€ 
quietly  and  faithfully,  sometimes  anonj 
mously,  at  work  influencing  benevolently 
by  a  multitude  of  means,  the  structure 
around  her." 

Dr.  Loren  E.  Lair,  executive  minist 
of  the  Iowa  Society  of  Christian  Churchei 
Des  Moines,  reported  on  a  recent  worl 
study  tour  and  urged  a  new  policy  towa 
the  mission  church  in  India. 

Dr.  Lair,  who  traveled  on  behalf 
the  United  Christian  Missionary  Societj 
said  the  church  in  America  is  subsidi 
ing    "a    bitter  quarrel"   in  the  India 
church. 

He  said  the  church  there  is  weak  an 
ineffective  and  its  situation  will  not  in 
prove  until  it  is  allowed  to  stand  on  it 
own  feet  financially.
